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Teachers’ tug of war

Whether the curious Newton eye chooses to peer through 1984’s window of the past or 
into the crystal ball of 1985’s future, it is sure to see at least one issue familiar to each 
year: unsettled teacher contracts. 

Teachers in the Newton Public Schools are no closer to a new contract at the end of this 
year than they were when 1984 began. 

For the past 11 months, the negotiations which all hoped would lead to a fair and 
equitable settlement inched forward, reached false conclusions, survived crises and now 
lie limp on the side of the road, somewhere between a rock and a hard place. 

In the fall, there was hope that the exhausting efforts of both negotiating teams — in- 
cluding marathon sessions lasting well into the night — would bridge the troubled waters 
of tight budgets, higher salary requests and muddled language conflicts which separated 
the two sides. 

Indeed, on Oct. 11, a contract offer upon which Newton Teachers 
Association (NTA) and School Committee representatives both agreed 
was laid out on the table for the consideration of the educating staff as a 
whole. But just when a settlement seemed near, teachers made the un- 
precedented move of rejecting the contract, along with its five and six 
percent raise offers. Two hundred and ninety (290), or 24 percent of the 
805 eligible voters did not cast a ballot at all. Three hundred and two 
(302), or 58 percent of the teachers said ‘‘no’’ with only 209, or 41 percent 
voting for the contract. 

Teachers rejected the contract, despite the caveat of NTA President 
Tony Croce that the consequences of such an action might prove fatal to

The School Committee as a whole, 
torn between their sympathy for 
teachers and the reality of narrow 
budget limitations, ignored the 
recommendations of the mayor and 
city officials to hold salary offers at

They argued that current salaries and the five and 
six percent salary offers did not adequately compen- 
sate nor reward the excellent educational standards 
maintained by Newton teachers. 

The percentage increases would apply to 
a starting salary of $15,917 for a teacher 
with a bachelor’s degree at step 1 (first 
year), $20,243 at step 7 and $26,266 at step 
13. Salaries for teachers with master’s 
degrees at these steps are $17,360, $22,285 
and $28,551, respectively.

NEWTON — An independent appraisal of the former Oak Hill 
Elementary School estimates the city could realize upwards of $1.3 
million in new revenues from sale of the building and adjacent land. 

The study, conducted by Meredith and Grew, Inc., a Boston, real 
estate development and management firm, calculated the fair 
market value of the property for each of three reuse options as re- 
quested by the aldermanic Committee on Real Property ReUse. 

Along with the Warren Jr. High School and the Hyde Elementary 
School, the Board of Aldermen is considering alternatives for reuse of 
Oak Hill. The building and land, declared surplus in June after the 
school was closed, is being looked at as a potential source of funding 
for anew main library facility. 

Among the options being considered, sale of the property for adap- 
tive use as condominiums topped the list, at $690,000, as potentially 
the biggest source of revenue. The appraisal for re-use as market- 
rate rental housing, estimated $500,000 in proceeds from the sale 

A third alternative, sale of the property for use as a private school, 
could generate $515,000 to the city, according to the report, Both the 
Planning and Development Dept. and the Oak Hill Re-Use Advisory 
Committee, a citizen advisory group, have gone on record in favor of 
eontinued school use. 

Meredith and Grew based their estimate on the sale of two similar

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the tax levy limit of 24% percent with

Some of 
the six remaining unions whose contracts have yet to be settled 
charge teachers with an “elitist” attitude. 


Teachers insist they will not compare themselves to other municipal 
employees and stress the singular excellence they have fostered in the 
Newton schools. The educators placed an exclamation mark behind the 
seriousness of their point when, just one week after the contract rejection, 
they announced they would withhold certain voluntary services for which 
they were not compensated, a move which everyone but teachers is label- 
ing ‘‘work to rule.”

Do you know where your alderman is?

NEWTON — Each of the city’s 
aldermen missed an average of 
45 roll call votes during the past 
legislative year, according to 
figures compiled recently from 
records kept in the city clerk’s of- 
fice. 

On average, about 16 percent of 
the city’s legislators were absent 
from full board sessions at any 
given time — leaving 20 of the 24 
aldermen to handle the public’s 
business. 

In all, aldermen here missed a 
total of 1,076 roll calls during the 
past year. There were 287 such 
votes taken during the 28 board 
meetings held in 1984. 

Ward 4 Alderman-at-Large 
Richard J. McGrath, the top 
vote-getter during the last alder- 
manic election and present at 
every single roil call tally, was 
the only legislator to maintain a 
perfect attendance record during 
the past year, 

Freshman alderman Carol J. 
Robinson, McGrath’s at-large 
counterpart in Ward 4, had the 
worst attendance. Robinson, who 
was laid up with a serious illness 
during the last half of the year, 
missed a little over 49 percent of 
all the roll calls taken. 

Close behind Robinson as far as 
absenteeism is concerned was 
Ward 5 Alderman-at-Large Paul 
K. Daley. Known for his ‘Iron 
Man” exploits and his chair- 
manship of the aldermanic 
Revaluation Committee, Daley 
was absent from almost 45 per- 
cent of all 1984 roll call votes. 

The third worst representative 
in terms of attendance for roll 
calls was Ward 7 alderman-at- 
Large Dominic J. Taglienti. The

Thompsonville advocate missed 
almost 100 such votes. 

The Ward 6 Alderman George 
E. Mansfield, who missed only 
five roll calls, compiled the best 
attendance record among the 
board's seven freshman

Alderman-at-Large Wendell R. 
Bauckman, the board's elder 
statesman, for second best atten- 
dance overall, The pair missed 
only five roll calls each. 

Ward 2 Alderman-at-Large 
Louis Irwin took double honors as 
the representative with the third 
best overall attendance record 
and the freshman with the second 
best tally. 

Behind Mansfield and Irwin in 
terms of attendance among the 
board's newest members came 
Ward 7 Alderman W. Arthur Reil- 
ly, Ward 6 Aldermen James P 
Regan, Ward 1 Alderman Ronald 
A. Marini, Ward 8 Alderman 
Robert L. Shuman and Robinson. 

The difference between Marini 
and Shuman was substantial, 
however, with the Ward 8

NEWTON — The applause 
given State Representative 
Joseph DeNucci right after the 
long-awaited vote for speaker at 
Wednesday's Democratic caucus 
all but confirmed published 
reports that the charismatic 
lawmaker from West Newton is 
in the running for one of the top 
spots in the new house. 

DeNucci’s impassioned plea to 
ex-Speaker Tom McGee, ousted 
only moments earlier by an 80 to 
44 vote, to make the caucus vote 
unanimous produced spon- 
taneous applause that rang out 
thoughout the house chambers. 
Beginning with the statement 
that he was ‘‘very proud”’ to have 
lived up to his long commitment 
to vote for McGee, even after it 
looked like his challenger, 
George Keverian, had the 
numbers on his side, DeNucci 
went on to crystalize the emo- 
tions many of his colleagues were 
feeling at the moment. 

“Tt has been a painful 15 mon- 
ths,’’ he said. ‘‘Mr. Speaker, it 
would appear that it’s over, You 
were a victim of time....only 
time. I love you.... There is life 
after being speaker.”’ 

Asked about published reports 
that he is in line for appointment 
to the position of assistant whip in 
the house, DeNucci commented 
that his ‘‘unique’’ predicament 
was ‘‘a sign of how far this thing 
(the speaker fight) has gone.” He 
added that his situation is 
“almost unrealistic’ in that his 
longstanding loyalty to McGee 
would suggest that he might, 
himself, be ousted by the new 
regime. 

DeNucci's colleague in the 
Newton delegation at the 
Statehouse, David B. Cohen, 


State Rep. Joseph DeNuccl 


moved from the subject of 
DeNucci’s promotion to a discus- 
sion of the new house in general. 
“What is important is for George 
Keverian is not any specific ap- 
pointment, but, rather, the 
overall pattern of appointments. 
He has to show that the in- 
dividuals he selects for chair- 
manships are people of ability. 
That is the key factor. As to the 
accuracy of that rumor (of 
DeNucci’s promotion), I will not 
comment except to say there 
have been a tremendousumber 
of rumors going around,” he 
said. 

Cohen added that Keverian is 
now the man under pressure. 
“George will have a very difficult 
time balancing all the competing 
considerations. He’s got to con- 
sider people of ability who have 
been with him and those who 
have been held down because of 
the rigidity of the McGee 
regime,”’ he said. 

Another State Representative 
from Newton, Susan Schur, who 
has also been cited as a rising 
star in the house, could not be 
reached for comment.

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Testing the teachers

NEWTON — Teacher competency is a com- 
plex issue which ‘“‘simple” solutions, like testing 
on a regular basis cannot resolve, according to 
educators in the Garden City. 

Just one part of the larger issue of quality 
education, teacher competency has become in- 
creasingly scrutinized under the nation’s 
spotlight of attention. 

The most recent efforts of the Commonwealth 
to address the issue have included a House 
education bill, which, among other state man- 
dated reforms, would require regular ad- 
ministration of teacher competency tests. 

Press spokesman for the Joint Committee on 
Education Peter Blanchard said the test was 
voted out of the Commonwealth's now defunct 
house bill on education because it was found 
“just not practical.” The Educational Testing 
Service refused the opportunity to design the 
test, Blanchard said, because they could find no 
fair, all-encompassing form for it. 

Proponents say testing of subject matter 
would be an effective way of weeding out in- 
competent teachers. Opponents like the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association counter 
that not only is such a test impossible to design, it 
would not begin to measure the abstract 
qualifications which they say really constitute 
teacher competency. ‘‘Teaching is more art than 
exact science,” a recent Boston television sta- 
tion editorial noted. 

Garden City teachers reiterated the MTA’s 
stance, and added a variety of additional reasons 
why they thought testing is not an adequate way 
to measure competency. 

Newton North Social Studies teacher John M. 
Livingston says he is not ‘against competency 
testing”’ per se, but has doubts about how the test 
would be designed and what it could measure. 
“Most of us would pass,”’ Livingston said. ‘‘But 
what would that prove? I have known teachers 
who knew their subject matter very well, but 
were horrible teachers. ‘‘I know some teachers 
with degrees coming out of their ears who don’t 
know how to teach,’”’ Newton South High School 
Spanish teacher Jeffrey Hansen said. 

Newton North English teacher John M. Fer- 
nandes says he questions ‘‘the value and sense of 
a competency test which is primarily a factual 
kind of test.’ 

Marshall A. Cohen, a 13-year teaching veteran 
now in the Newton South Social Studies depart- 
ment, says trying to mandate competency 
testing is ‘‘demagoguery on the part of politi- 
cians. It seems pretty clear that it’s another at- 
tempt to avoid the problem,” Cohen said. “It’s a 
red herring. Let’s say they administer the test 
and weed out the ‘incompetent’ teachers. How 
are they going to replace them? It is next to im- 
possible to replace teachers. With teacher shor- 
tages, the traditional way to attract 
replacements has been by lowering standards,” 
Cohen said. 

Parent and PTSA member Barbara White said 
that in an “ideal” world, she would like to see 
something like competency testing,‘‘but now I 
see it as an offense,”’ she said. ‘Testing is a fun- 
ny thing. It is not an exact science. It used to 
serve a purpose of studying masses of people, not 
individuals.” 

White also noted the uncomfortable conflict 
competency testing might have with the so- 
called ‘grandfather clause’ in the school system. 

“How do you tell someone who’s been teaching 
for 25 years that all of a sudden they are not a 









good teacher?”’ White asked. ‘‘I am not sure 
what one looks for in a teacher. Joe Doe may bea 
perfect teacher for some kids, But there’s no 
such thing as a perfect teacher for all students.”” 
Newton Teachers Association President and 
Newton North Science teacher Tony Croce said 
there “‘is room for competency testing for first- 
time teachers as part of the certification pro- 
cess,’’ but for others only as part of a larger pro- 
gram. 

Croce, White and the teachers assert that 
classroom observation and properly im- 
plemented evaluation systems could completely 
cover the process of determining and assuring 
teacher competency. While some of those inter- 
viewed were satisfied with the current evalua- 
tion system, most indicated that certain changes 
would be necessary to make the process a more 
fair and effective one. 

Recently reorganized by Supt. of Schools John 
M. Strand and his administration, the system 
provides for annual reviews for non-tenured staff 
and four-year reviews for tenured staff. The 
evaluations consist of conferences between a 
headmaster, principal or other supervisor and 
the teacher being evaluated. Conferences are 
followed by classroom observation and a follow- 
up discussion in which the supervisor shares his 
conclusions and suggestions. Teachers whose 
performance is found ‘‘ineffective” in any way 
are reviewed annually thereafter. 

Part of Strand’s program revitalization includ- 
ed a training program in evaluation methods for 
all supervisors involved in the process. The ses- 
sions are being conducted by Jonathan Saphier, 
a consultant in the field of teacher evaluations. 

Fernandes says the current due process 
system, is adequate if correctly implemented. 
“The process supports high quality performance 
and discourages low performance,” Fernandes 
said. 

Principal of Newton South High School Van B. 
Seasholes agrees the current system is ade- 
quate, but admits that an “‘ideal”’ situation would 
include more peer observation and more student 
feedback ‘‘in a systematic way.” 

Cohen, on the other hand, says that while 
“evaluations make a conscientious effort and we 
do have good administrators relative to other 
systems,” the current evaluation system is in- 
adequate and results in judgments based on 
“one-shot” observations and “‘hearsay.”” 

“Who evaluates the evaluator?”’ Newton South 
English teacher Dorothy G. Hansberry adds. A 
teacher in the system for 42 years, Hansberry 
believes that ‘much more has to be done on the 
personality and expectations of evaluators. Ex- 
pectations of the evaluator can be potent in- 
struments and weapons in the classroom,’ she 
says. 

Hansberry and other teachers agree that the 
training program for administrators partially 
addresses the problem, but say more peer 
review is necessary. 

“The administrators may have a background 
in education. But how many of them were good 
teachers?” says Cohen. ‘We have to build in 
more time for peer exchanges. ‘‘We have plenty 
of conferences now. But we talk about the plumb- 
ing or the situation in the hallways, not our pro- 
fession.”” 

Cohen says that although he perceives no 
“wholesale incompetence” in the ranks of 
Newton teachers, he says the educational system 
as a whole could encourage more highly 
qualified teachers by requiring a secre | in the

City Solicitor Daniel M. Funk 
said the actions of the teachers 
could be equated with a recent 
court ruling in the town of Lenox, 
where “work to rule” was called 
an illegal strike. But despite their 
disagreement with the initial job 
actions and the recent Phase II 
amplification of those actions, 
Superintendent of Schools John 
M. Strand and the School Com- 
mittee are both stepping lightly 
around the issue. 

“We don’t want to do anything 
which will intensify the job ac- 
tions or upset the staff,’ School 
Committee Chairman Leonard 
Gentile said recently. 

While there are those who point 
out that work to rule this time is 
not as serious as two years ago — 
when college recommendations 
were not being written and 
morale among students ap- 
parently sunk lower than it had 
ever been — students say it is not 
much better this year. 

College recommendations are 
being written, but junior proms, 
trips to France and holiday con- 
certs are being cancelled. Papers 
are not corrected until three or 
more weeks after they were first 
submitted. 

Frustrated students, who first 
tried picketing City Hall, then 
sent letters asking for a quick 
contract resolution to the School 
Committee, contend they are the 
ones most hurt by the dispute. 
Upset and confused by tangled 
financial arguments, they say 
they do not know how long their 
support for teachers will last if 
job actions continue. Those old 
enough to vote say they will 
remember School Committee 
members who wouldn't support 
the teachers. 

The School Committee, mean- 
while, has attempted to further 
smooth out teacher dissatisfac- 
tion by voting to extend the last 
contract, which expired in 
August 1984, until June, 1985. 

This arrangement allows 
teachers to receive the yearly 
step increment of pay which they 
would get automatically under a 
valid contract. For example, a 
teacher moving from step 7 to 
step 8 would see his salary in- 
crease from $20,243 to $20,690, as 
it would have increased under the 
salary schedule of the old con- 
tract. 

The increments, the total cost 
of which is in the area of 
$1,700,000 to $2,300,000, would 
benefit the approximate 33 per- 
cent of teachers not at the max- 
imum end of the pay scale, Gen- 
tile said. He also noted that the

deficits, as it is inherently includ- 
ed in the established budget. 

The charge has been made that 
the extension amounts to a raise 
for teachers which should not be 
granted without a new contract. 
Such increments are the tools of 
bargaining and should not be 
given away, critics contend. 
Croce reminds critics that 
teachers have not yet agreed to 
the extension. 


If approved, the extension 
might be a possible temporary 
relief, but what are the chances 
for a permanent solution? 

It seems apparent that Newton 
residents are not inclined to over- 
ride Proposition 2%, as Mayor 
Mann and Supt. Strand would like 
to see them do. 

The Community Advisory 
Committee on Longe Range 
Financial Planning noted that if 
the rate of state aid moves, it will 
probably go up, not down. City 
monies which have been diverted 
to capital repairs cannot be re- 
allotted. 

Croce and other Newton 
teachers contend that changes in 
other significant parts of the con- 
tract, including evaluations and 
Reductions in Force (RIF), could 
be substantial enough to resolve 
the situation. But the School 
Committee has replied with 
“rigid response’ to the in- 
dividual requests, Croce said. 


A bill which would attempt to 
address these problems in all 
communities of the Com- 
monwealth, including Newton, 
was recently approved by the 
House but now lies dormant in 
senate chambers. The bill’s pro- 
posals include statewide 
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minimum teacher salaries of 
$18,000, competency testing for 
educators and minimum 
academic standards for students. 


The work of the mediator dur- 
ing the first round of negotiations 
helped to break the impasse bet- 
ween the two sides and resulted 
in an initial agreement, albeit 
one which was ultimately re- 
jected. 

But now, the belief among 
some School Committee and NTA 
members alike is that a mediator 
will only reaffirm the current 
stalemate. The subsequent pro- 
cess of factfinding, in addition to 
consuming weeks and months of 
time, would result in a decision 
either side could appeal. 

School Committee members | 
continue to tear their hair over | 
how best not to provoke teachers | 
without hanging themselves 
financially by offering salary 
raises they cannot afford. 

Fueled by the enthusiasm and 
anger among their own ranks, 
teachers insist more strongly 
than ever that they are not going 
to tolerate inadequate salaries or 
persuasion from City Hall. 
“Unless there is movement by 
the School Committee, there will 
be no movement by the 
teachers,”’ Croce has said. 

And students, lost in the middle 
of ‘the best years of their lives,”’ 
wonder when, if ever, all this is 
going to end. 

“We are pawns in the contract 
dispute and we are getting sick of 
it,” Newton North Senior Louis 
Szekely, who recently led the stu- 
dent protest at City Hall, said. 

“We want a contract one way or 
another.”’

Newton's history in

NEWTON CENTRE — While most people 
eagerly look forward to this New Year, not 
many look forward to last year. But for city 
Archivist Priscilla Ritter, and a dedicated 
group of volunteers, the year past is another 
exciting chapter in the official history of the 
city. 

Since 1978, Ritter has unearthed literally 
thousands of city documents, many dating 
back to the origins of the city. In the process, 
she has helped to rewrite the early history of 
the town and the people who settled here. 

Deep in the bowels of city hall, amid stacks 
and stacks of old and dusty annals, Ritter ex- 
plained the formidable task she faced: to 
codify and preserve the city’s legal history. 
It is here, in a small room, referred to only 
as ‘‘the vault,’’ where she first discovered 
many of the records of Newton all-but- 
forgotten past. 

What she found was a “treasure trove”’ of 
titles, land deeds, tax records, maps and 
selectmen meeting minutes, many dating 
back to 1679, when Newton was still part of 
Cambridge. ‘We found all these old records. 
Apparently, they were stored here and 
forgotten over the centuries,”’ said Ritter. 

Unfortunately, they were also in a state of 
total disarray, Ritter recalls as she 
describes how she and a dozen volunteers 
went to work sorting and classifying the 
documents. 

One of those volunteers, Eleanor Bartlett, 
a retired librarian from Auburndale, was 
also on hand to display some of the results of 
their work. She, Edwina Seeler and Anne 
MacNabb continue to help Ritter. 

“T sort of said, ‘Can I?’, and Priscilla (Rit- 
ter) said, ‘Could you?’, and here I was,”’ she 
said in explaining how she got involved with 
the project. Bartlett formerly worked in the 
research library at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. 

Their work did not go unrecognized 
though. In 1982, the results of their diligent 
research paid off with the publication of a 
biographical directory of Newton residents 
and their families from 1679 to 1779. 

Ritter speaks fondly of all her volunteers: 
“They are great. They do things I would 
never have the time to do,’’ she said. ‘‘I 
couldn’t do it without them ... and neither 
could the city,’’ she adds.

NEWTON — A city- 


administered trust fund that has 
been plagued by problems during 
the last two years recently under- 
went an exhaustive review and 
may be in line for some changes 
in its financial practices. 

Sometime late in 1985, city 
lawyers are likely to ask Mid- 
dlesex Probate Court officials if 
the Horace Cousens Industrial 
Fund can increase its principal 
and acquire the ability to give 
loans, rather than outright gifts, 
to needy indivduals here, ac- 
cording to Assistant City Solicitor 
Ouida Young. 

Young said the success of such 
a request depends on the support 
gained from the Board of 
Aldermen, Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann and officials from the 
Public Charities Division of the 
state Attornery General’s office. 

The aldermanic Finance Com- 
mittee has already given its in- 
formal approval to the changes 
and Mayor Mann recently said 
the idea has his ‘‘complete sup- 
port.’ 

The changes in the trust’s 
financial procedures are needed 
to bring the fund, bequeathed to 
the city in 1901 by Horace S. 
Cousens, up to current economic 
conditions and to give the 
trustees the ability to fully comp- 
ly with the provisions set down in 
Cousens’ will, Young said. 

If the Attorney General's office 
supports the move, the city will 
ask state probate officials for a 
ruling as to whether the fund’s 
trustees have the discretion to 
grant low or non-interest bearing 
loans, she added. 

In effect, a ruling in favor of 
the proposed changes would in- 
crease the amount of assistance 
the trust could give without affec- 
ting its $1 million, interest- 
earning principal. 

Cousens established the trust to 
make loans ‘‘to the industrious 
men and women of small means 
who (were) residents of the city, 

to assist them in procuring 
homesteads for their families” 
and to give monetary gifts to ‘the 
deserving poor of the city.’’ 

The fund came under fire dur- 
ing a review of all the state’s 
municipally managed trusts 
several years ago when Public 
Charities Division officials found 
the trustees in charge at the time 
were not dispersing the money 
earned by trust properly and had 
no “reasonable method"’ to in- 
sure the cash was given out, ac- 
cording to Young 

All three trustees in office dur- 
ing 1982 resigned between 
February 1983 and May 1984, and 
during seven months of that 
period, an inactive trustee oc- 
cupied one of the three seats on 
the fund's board of directors. 

In June 1984, however, three 
new trustess — former alderman 
Lane Sofman, Jackie Jenkins- 
Scott, president of the Dimock 
Community Health Center, and 
Hyams Trust Executive Director 
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Volunteer Eleanor Bartlett and City Archivist

But in the beginning, the project had en- 
countered a serious problem. According to 
Ritter, many of the documents were in ‘‘ter- 
rible shape,”’ and in bad need of repair. She 
said that many of the oldest and most 
valuable records were so brittle, they were 
in danger of disintegrating. To be preserved, 
they needed to undergo an expensive 
restoration process, a project with little 
priority on the city’s funding agenda. 

Shortly thereafter, however, Ritter struck 
upon an idea that was eventually to save the 
city ‘thousands of dollars,’’ according to Ci- 
ty Clerk Edward English. It is called 
“deacidification.” 

“You see, the combination of heat and cold 
on the exposed edges of the paper creates an 
acid that eats away at the document,’’ she 
explained. ‘‘Consequently, it is necessary to 
deacidify the pages before reinforcing 
them.”’ 

Normally, the process costs up to $30 a 
page. But through Ritter’s initiative and the 
help of her volunteers, the City of Newton is 
getting it done for free. 

Ritter found a school in western 
Massachusetts that taught the proce We 
simply sent an intern to the school. She came 
back and taught the rest of us,’’ Ritter said. 
A special laboratory has since been set up in 
the old Hamilton School to expedite the pro- 
cess. 
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Fund helps residents 
get back on their feet

NEWTON — For Lane Sofman, the experience of helping the city’s 
needy through dispersals from the Horace Cousens Industrial Fund 
will not be a fleeting memory. 

“You feel like Santa Claus — all year round. It’s really great to be 
able to help these people. Everyone believes Newton is such an af- 
fluent city, but I’m overwhelmed at the amount of need that really ex- 
ists here,’’ says the former aldermen. 

Sofman, Jackie Jenkins-Scott and Joan M. Diver — the three 
trustees who took over the troubled Horace Cousens Industrial Fund 
six months ago — have made major progress toward bringing the 
trust back to the original intentions outlined by its founder. 

Like his colleagues, Sofman, who now has the chance to implement 
some of the recommendations for the trust he helped developed as an 
aldermen, is pleased with the direction the fund is taking and hopes 
state probate officials will give the trust ‘‘more purchasing power,” 

One look at the dispersals granted in the past year provides ample 
evidence of what’s behind Sofman’s ‘‘Santa Claus feeling.’” 

A 41-year-old widow with several children whose husband had ter- 
minal cancer and whose only source of income was $541 a month in 
veteran’s benefits got help from the trustees to pay back rent. 

A young couple of limited means whose first child died of ‘Sudden 
Infant Death Syndrome” and who were about to have a second child 
came to the trustees for help in paying the costs of testing the second 
baby for SIDS. The tests ultimately proved negative. 

The stories of those the fund has helped are numerous, but, in all 
cases, the grants served a worthwhile purpose and helped recipients 
get back on their feet toward a less dependent lifestyle, just as 
Cousens envisioned it would. 

In fiscal 1984, grants totalling $140,030 were made to the 387 
members of city's needy population, according to a recent study com- 
pleted by the trustees. 

About 31 percent of the fund’s recipients were from the Newton Cor- 
ner and Nonantum area, 18 percent were residents of Lower Falls, 17 
percent were from Newton Centre, 16 percent lived in West Newton 
and 12 percent came from Newtonville. 

Approximately 17 percent of those receiving financial] aid from the 
trust were residents on welfare, 21 percent lived in subsidized hous- 
ing and 60 percent had dependent children. Only 27 percent were mar- 
ried, 32 percent were divorced, 28 percent were single and 13 percent 
were widowed. 

Nearly half the grant monies, or about $60,000, provided 193 of the 
city’s children with the opportunity to attend summer camp during 
the 1983 and 1984 season, 

The second highest percentage of dollars, over $30,000, helped pay 
the heat and utility bills of individuals in need, Almost $6,500 was 
spent toward electricity costs, over $9,500 went toward meeting the 
needs of residents with mounting gas bills and over $14,800 helped pay 


Under the city’s emergency fuel program, over $9,700 of the fund’s 
monies helped get emergency assistance to 58 residents. 
In order to help some residents avoid eviction or foreclosures, the 
fund provided $14,060 in rent or mortgage monies 
Close to $10,000 in scholarship aid was awarded to high school 
students here, with six $1,000 scholarships going to seniors at Newton 
North High School and four $1,000 gifts going to Newton South 


Over $6,000 was spent on individual medical and dental bills during 
fiscal 1984 and a little over $1,800 of the trust's funds went to pay to the 
day care expenses of city children.

As a result, the city has been able to 
restore, collate and bind many of the most 
valuable records of the past. Many of the 
others are being put on microfilm, a project 
Ritter deems vitally important to the city. 

Her greatest fear is that the records will be 
destroyed by fire or natural catastrophe. 
“The city would grind to a halt,’’ she warns. 
“There are legal implications in every ac- 
tion the city takes. You have to have the 
records for each and every one of them (or 
you're in trouble),’’ she explained. “It’s like 
losing the foundation of a building. Without 
it, building the upper stories becomes very 
difficult.” 

In that context, Ritter said, Newton's foun- 
dation is intact and in order. Unlike other 
cities and towns in the commonwealth, many 
of the city’s early records have been 
preserved and are relatively complete. ‘‘We 
have a run of assessor's records going back 
to the Revolutionary War,” she said. 

Many of those documents still have legal 
bearing today, Ritter said. She cited several 
land deeds and easements that have been the 
basis for actions and interpretations by the 
city. “Records management is cost effective 
in the end,”’ she explained. 

Her boss, City Clerk Edward English, 
could not agree more and he has nothing but 
praise for the work of Ritter and her 
volunteers. 

“It is critical to the perpetuation of the ci- 
ty’s records,” he said. “They have never 
been examined to the degree these people 
have. What they have uncovered is vital to 
our office and the city.” 

Ritter is a bit more humble. Although she 
admits the work she is doing is invaluable to 
the city, it is for the old ‘keepers of record” 
she has the most reverence. 

“In the old days, it wasn’t like it is today. 
They didn’t have typewriters. It was just this 
old boy writing script longhand,”’ she said. 
“I guess there’s a certain glamour for me to 
be able to touch hands with 300 years of 
history.” 

But Ritter insists that last year’s records 
are just as important as those of centuries 
pas' 

“New history is being written right now,” 
she said, ‘‘For instance our minutes from the 
Board of Aldermen will become part of a 
lengthy, permanent record. It’s building on 
history,"’ she adds.

It was while ingesting a

Warning teachers 


A warning to Newton teachers: the talk 
on the street does not reflect the opinions 
being express in this paper’s ‘‘Letters to 
the Editor’ column. 

While our contributors continue to em- 
phasize how many of the admirable 
qualities of life in the Garden City depend, 
for their very existence, upon ‘‘the quality 
of education,” the ‘“‘man on the street”’ is 
beginning to grumble. 

“Who do they think they are?’’ con- 
denses the sentiments of many taxpayers 
who are upset with the deadlocked con- 
tract talks. The salaries you are receiving 
right now, which average in the mid-20’s, 
are already considered ‘healthy’? by 
many of those taxpayers who make less 
and find themseives in a real bind trying to 
pay their taxes. 

Most often mentioned, in the course of 
complaints, is the fact that teachers do not 
work the full year. Many residents think 
you ‘‘get the summer off,’’ no matter how 
you spend the months between June and 
September. 

As for the argument that you are 
“dedicated professionals” who devote un- 
counted hours to your task outside your 
school schedule, those residents who 
believe that have always done so. Others 
argue that you, like those pursuing other 
professions, knew what the traditional con- 
ditions of your employment were when you 
chose it. 

But “‘the man on the street,’’ although he 
pays your salaries, is an innocent 
bystander compared to some _ other 
grumblers in the city. Your colleagues in 
municipal employ are, according to what’s 
being said, your most serious detractors.

Their con- 
tracts are up for renewal, and they have 
been offered considerably less than what 
you refused in November.

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Straight talk to teachers

Over the years, members of the Newton 
School Committee have restrained 
themselves from conducting collective 
bargaining with the Newton Teachers 
Association via the newspapers in a public 
forum, This approach, it was believed, would 
avoid emotionlism and hardening of positions 
which might prevent rational and polite 
bargaining between the two groups. 

However, whenever the bargaining process 
has not satisfied the union, the teachers have 
never had any compunction about using the 
press to generate support for their demands 
and to generate pressure on the School Com- 
mittee. Thus, in recent weeks there have been 
a number of ‘‘Letters To the Editor’’ seeking 
to influence the negotiations in favor of the 
union’s position. 

Truth and full disclosure of information 
seem to be topics more often confined to the 
clasroom because, when the union issues of 
salary are involved, these seem to be 
substituted for by shadings of the truth, par- 
tial disclosure and much misinformation 
about the difficulty and length of the work 
day, teachers pay and lots of emotion about 
teacher sacrifices in supporting the cost of the 
school system. 

It is unfortunate that there is no one in an of- 
ficial capacity (School Committee or ad- 
ministration) available to set the record 
straight by counteracting the propaganda 
from the Newton Teachers Association. Thus, 
although I have been an ex-member of the 
School Committee since 12/31/79, I shall at- 
tempt to rebalance the scales of opinion more 
towards the center. 

In order to put the salary issue into proper 
perspective, it is necessary to outline the con- 
ditions of employment. The single most im- 
portant difference between the work year for 
teachers, as compared to everyone else, is 
that the school year consists of about 183 
working days, which is less than 37 weeks. 
Thus, to compare teaching annual salaries to 
those of professions which work 48 to 50 weeks 
a year is a misapplication of logic. Such a 
comparison, to be fair, should calculate the 
salaries on the basis of equal lengths of time 
worked. Thus, a $28,000 salary for working 
less than 37 weeks per year is equivalent to the 
person who works 48 to 50 weeks to earn 
$40,000 per year. In other words, the latter 
person will earn $28,000 at the end of 37 weeks 
of working. 

One solution to this dilemma has been the 
suggestion that schools should remain open all 
year round. Although this idea has been 
around for many years, it has never caught

on. There are many cogent reasons to explain 
why, but they will be left for another time. 

The average Newton teacher’s salary is cur- 
rently $27,500 for this shortened work year. 
The ‘‘on the table’’ offer of 5% would increase 
the average salary to $28,875. The second year 
offer of 6% would increase the average to 
$30,607 per 37 week year. In 1983, as reported 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics, the average 
annual pay of workers covered by State and 
Federal Unemployment Insurance Programs 
was $17,544. BLS also reports that major col- 
lective bargaining contracts settled in private 
industry, during January - September 1984, 
resulted in average wage adjustments of 2.5 
percent in the first contract year and 2.8 per- 
cent annually over the life of the contracts. It 
is interesting to observe that in the January - 
June 1984 period major state and local govern- 
ment contracts were settled for an average 4.4 
percent for the first contract year and 4.3 per- 
cent annually over the life of the contract. 

Although teachers and non-public service 
employees receive certain fringe benefits 
which are common to both, there are certain 
benefits which are peculiar and beneficial on- 
ly to the teachers. These are unlimited ac- 
crual of unused sick leave days from year to 
year, payment at retirement for a certain 
number of these unused sick days, a pensiori 
system which is worth an addtional 25 percent 
per year and a pay scale system which 
automatically provides higher pay for earning 


additional degrees. These are significant 
benefits and they should be properly credited 
as such in teacher negotiations. 

A recent letter to the press from a 
kindergarten teacher pointed out that elemen- 
tary school teachers only work 28 hours per 
week. This agrees with information available 
to me which also indicates that junior and 
senior high school teachers work about 30 
hours per week. The average classroom 
teaching load in the secondary schools is 20 
classes per week, with the remainder of the 
time assigned to non-teaching chores. This 
does not prevent conscientious teachers from 
putting in a lot of extra time, and Newton’s 
teachers are indeed dedicated. 

The 1984-85 enrollment figures indicate 9,639 
Newton students plus 415 non-Newton students 
for a total enrollment of 10,054. Contrast this 
to the peak enrollment of 18,424 in 1967. The 
school expenditures in 1967 were $15,395,347 
and for 1984-85 the budget is $41,271,595, an in- 
crease in cost of almost $26 million (268%), 
while students enrollments have almost halv- 
ed (decreased by 45%). This dilemma of ris- 
ing school budgets and falling enrollments is 
not limited only to Newton, but is nationwide. 

Thus we come to the final question. If the 
union won’t accept the current offer, then how 
can the School Committee up the offer within 
the ability to pay of the city’s taxpayers? The 
alternatives available appear to narrow down 
to two, and these deal with further school clos- 
ing and/or increasing the pupil to teacher 
ratios. 

The average pupil/teacher ratio in the 
school system is 18.4 with 541.8 classroom 
teachers. If this ratio is increased to 20, then 
an additional 42.55 teaching positions could be 
cut. This would save approximately $1,170,125 
at the average salary of $27.500. The money 
saved could be used to cover new offers to the 
teacher’s union and to cover a potential short- 
fall in the coming budget. 

Finally, more school closings appear to be 
in the near future with some additional sav- 
ings available. To save an amount roughly 
equivalent to a change in the pupil/teacher 
ratio would require closing one of the high 
schools. This would be too much of a sacrifice 
to ask our long suffering parents and tax- 
payers to pay. 

It is my own personal veiw that the current 
offer of 5 percent for the first year increase 
and 6 percent for the second year is a more 
than generous offer and should not be increas- 
ed. If you feel as I do, then should com- 
municate your views to your School Commit- 
tee representative.

threateningly over the planet for a 
time. It was displaced by more con- 
crete realities like how to save 
money and lives by arms accords 
and how to rescue whole popula- 
tions from starvation. 


Here at home, starchy 
Democrats, pitting themselves 
against a folksy Presidency, suf- 
fered a humiliating defeat. It was 
the show of the year. The 
Democratic party could find 
nowhere in its past the combination 
to the safe’ — nor can it figure out 
where the American people are 
headed so it can get out front and 
lead them, 


Meanwhile, the country fairly ex- 
ploded with discoveries— tinkering 
with the human body, exchanging 
parts and equipment; launching 
journeys among the stars; probing 
the minutiae of matter; concocting 
mechanical equivalents of the 
human brain, etc., etc. Science, 
space, genetics, medicine, the in- 
formation world, all broke new 
ground with exciting conse- 
quences, 

As for Massachusetts, this 
obstinate last bastion of liberalism 
continued doing its own thing.

* Massachusettts’ high tech in- 
dustry, the goose laying abundant 
golden eggs, may regain the in- 
itiative lost lately to social 
reformers in the legislature and to 
a coalition-conscious Governor. 

* Central America may become 
less of a puzzlement to Americans, 
more of a shared commitment to 
freedom. To accomodate a tough 
new U.S. realism, leftist 
Nicaraguans will zig and zag 
desperately, depicting themselves 
as something they are not. 


* Now that Ronald Reagan has 
nothing to do but make his mark in 
the history books, he will concen- 
trate on getting the Soviets to cut a 
deal on arms controls. Like Nixon’s 
unexpected opening to China, 
Reagan is uniquely qualified to 
dicker with what he calls ‘the evil 
empire‘, They now know he knows 
what they are up to; there’s less 
chance for deception. The more 
Reagan studies the fine print 
preparatory to talks, the better he 
will keep his head in negotiations 
and comprehend the changing cast 
of Soviet characters in transition. 
One major value of a second 
Reagan term is welcome continui- 
ty of U.S. policy after years of 
oscillation. 


* If statesmen can manage 
ideological differences, they might 
tackle the bitterest differences of 
all — fratricidal religious wars 
(Northern Irelaid, Lebanon, Iran) 
that defy all reason.

The Church's wealth 
belies bishops’ letter

“Heaven knows, darlings, 
we're all impressed with the 
Roman Catholic bishops’ 
pastoral letter urging that 
none go hungry. And the 
bishops certainly set a fine ex- 
ample Tuesday night at 
Tiberio’s restaurant where 
half the munchers were clad in 
bishoply black cloth. Down 
their Excellent hatches poured 
buckets of Tournedos Rossini 
and gallons of Cabernet 
Sauvignon, to the total tune of 
about $5,000." 


Those lines appeared Nov. 
15 in the Washington Times 
“Diana Hears” column, while 
the bishops were attending a 
semiannual meeting in the na- 
tion’s capital — and when the 
first draft of the letter on 
poverty was released. 


“Diana"’ was not the only 
one who claimed to notice a 
discrepancy between the 
bishops’ personal lifestyles 
and their concern for the poor. 


Columnist Bill Reed wrote in 
the New York Daily News: 
“The bishops have written a 
provocative pastoral letter 
condemning greed and con- 
sumerism. But bishops lack 
credibility on this subject. 
From the Vatican on down, 
bishops live in relative luxury. 
They should vacate their plush 
residences and convert them 
into shelters for the 
homeless.” 


Editors across the country 
received a letter from Anne 
Gaylor, president of the 
Freedom From Religion Foun- 
dation in Madison, Wis. ‘‘If the 
Catholic bishops really want to 
do something to alleviate 
poverty,’’ said Gaylor, ‘‘there 
is a simple solution: Have 
their wealthy church pay pro- 
perty taxes to the government 
on their expensive holdings.” 

It would be a shame if these 
characterizations of bishops 
as luxury-loving and their 
church as wealthy take our at- 
tention away from the plight of 
the poor in a time of general 
affluence and ease. 

Still it might be worthwhile 
to inquire whether the church 
is as rich as its critics say. 
And, if so, whether some 
wealth should be distributed to 
the world’s 250 million starv- 
ing and suffering whose condi- 
tion is of suct-voncern to the 
bishops. 

The Catholic church’s 
wealth reportedly is stagger- 
ing. Malachi Martin’s latest 
book, ‘Rich Church, Poor 
Church,” lists its worth at $300 
billion with ‘gold deposits that 
exceed those of many in- 
dustrial nations and real

estate holdings larger than the 
total area of many countries.” 


Martin, a Jesuit priest who 
served in the Vatican under 
Pope John XXIII, doesn’t sug- 
gest that the church divest its 
holdings. He would like to see 
a fiscal reorganization in the 
Vatican that would take finan- 
cial dealings out of the priests’ 
hands. This would, among 
other things, end stories and 
rumors of greed, fortune- 
building and power-grabbing 
among the church hiearchy. 


More than that, Martin says 
the management of Vatican 
assets is ‘in no way priestly. 
Men ordained to say Mass, to 
give absolution, to help the 
sick and the dying, to preach 
the good news of salvation are 
not adept at banking, in- 
surance, money-market hag- 
gling, stock-market buying 
and selling. For these ac- 
tivities one does not need to be 
an ordained priest.” 


Martin would also forbid 
Vatican representatives from 
involvement with companies 
engaged in business ventures 
that violate moral principles. 
Martin says a Vatican-owned 
pharmacology firm in Rome 
for many years produced and 
marketed a popular con- 
traceptive. 


Gaylor’s suggestion that 
churches — all churches — 
pay property taxes has been 
made before. Gaylor would 
earmark these taxes for aiding 
the poor. Those opposed to tax- 
ing churches point out that 
many churches do work with 
the poor, work which would 
have to be curtailed if the 
churches paid taxes. 

In some ways the most tell- 
ing point Martin makes about 
the Catholic Church hierarchy 
has to do more with the chur- 
ch’s power than wealth. His 
statement would apply not on- 
ly to the Catholic church but to 
all ecclesiastical power struc- 
tures. 

Speaking of the ‘ugly and 
dehumanizing”’ effects of 
power, Martin says, ‘‘There is 
no inherent beauty in power, 
nor any nourishment for 
human love. The wielders of 
power are often the last to en- 
joy beauty or to be smiled on 
by love. This is because power, 
to be wielded, excludes 
anything resembling the 
childlike, the trusting, the tru- 
ly loving. Such essential 
human traits are incompatible 
with the calculating coolness 
of power’s proficiency.”

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Task force to attack drug abuse

NEWTON One week before a special 
agent for the Drug Enforcement Agency 
(DEA) addresses students on the issues of 
teenage drug and alcohol abuse, school ad- 
ministrators and a community task force are 
busy finalizing plans to translate his 
message into action. 

Starting January 10, Boston represen- 
tative and special agent for the DEA Robert 
Stutman will visit Newton North and South 
high schools in order to talk with students 
and parents about drug abuse. 

The visit is weleomed by community and 
school leaders, who say Stutman’s arrival 
arrives at just the right time to supplement 
their own ongoing efforts to deal with the 
problem. 

Two years ago, a community advisory 
committee on drug and alcohol abuse was 
formed. Comprised of aldermen, teachers, 
school administrators, social service experts 
and community representatives, the group 


abuse within their own community. 

Stutman reinforced what their own ex- 
perience had demonstrated when he stressed 
that drug abuse is just as prevalent in 
wealthier communities as it is in poor or 
‘troubled’ neighborhoods. 

One of the founders of the original group, 
Director of Pupil Services for the Newton 
Public Schools Dr. John M. Cullinane, says 
the committee is meeting now to plan educa- 
tional and enforcement programs which will 
continue the work Stutman begins with his 
visit. Cullinane said current meetings are 
focusing on prevention programs for parents 
and students as well as ways to truly enforce 
current community laws. 

School administrators are also conducting 
their own public campaign to underscore the 
message that Stutman will bring. 

“We would like to support him in his ef- 
forts,’ Director of Secondary Education 
Elizabeth Quinn said recently. ‘‘Presenta- 
tion of programs and follow-up to such a visit 
is critical. Too often programs like his are 
seen as a quick fix.” 


methods of addressing the problem. Supt. of 
Schools John M. Strand said curriculum 
modifications regarding substance abuse 
will only be a small part of the program.

Also contained in the appraisal, 
is an estimate on the value of ap- 
proximately four acres of vacant 
land adjacent to the site. The 
worth of the land, if subdivided 
into 15 to 18, single-family house 
lots, was valued at $600,000. 
However, the parcel, currently 
used for recreational activities, 
is not expected to be included in 
the recommendations for re-use 
of the school building. 

The ReUse committee asked 
for the independent appraisal in 
November after a_ separate 
analysis by the Assessing Dept. 
calculated the property value at 
$1.3 million. Committee 
members were concerned that 
the figures were out of line with 
the actual market value and 
wanted a more detailed analysis 
of the options. A separate 
estimate by the Planning and 
Development Dept., for use of the 
property as condominiums, listed 
$700,000 as the potential selling 
price. 

The new figures will be the 
main topic of discussion when the 
Reuse Committee takes up the 
matter during a working session. 
Committee members, who 
received a copy of the appraisal 
over the weekend, were quick to 
react to the figures, 

One of the members, Finance 
Committee Chairman Paul Colet- 
ti, said he was surprised by the 
difference in estimates, com- 
pared to the Assessing Dept. 


figures. ‘I think it is worth more 
than that,’’ he said. ‘‘I just can’t 
believe the dollars they are talk- 
ing about for the building,’’ he 
stated, adding that he thought the 
value closer to $1 million. 

He said the schools Meredith 
and Grew had used to develop 
their estimates, were not of com- 
parable to the Oak Hill School 
and that their methodology dif- 
fered from the city’s. y 

Coletti said that although the 
“housing” options were the big- 
gest potential money-makers, he 
expected the Board to give first 
preference to the proposal for use 
as a private school, But he said 
the low estimate reaffirmed his 
contention that the city should 
lease the property instead of sell- 
ing it and thereby reserve its 
right to ‘recapture’ the property 
for future public use. 

“As Finance Committee chair- 
man, one thing I know is....we’re 
not going to give it away,’’ Coletti 
said. “Not at $500,000. Why 
should we, when by leasing, we 
can get that back in four or five 
years and still retain our option 
to recapture it in 10 or 15 years.” 

One school that has expressed 
an interest in Oak Hill, is the 
Soloman Schecter Day School, a 
private Jewish elementary 
school, currently housed in the 
former Old Memorial School, 
also'in Oak Hill. They are ex- 
pected to make the city an offer if 
the Board designates the proper- 
ty for appropriate reuse. 

Committee Chairman Sondra 
Shick’s only criticism of the 


study was that it was not 
“thorough”? enough. “It’s not 
clear at all (from the report) 
what Meredith and Grew used in 
their analysis (for comparable 
use of private schools),’’ she 


said. ‘However, I think the 
estimate is legitimate.”’ 
Oak Hill residents remain 


undeterred in their determina- 
tion to see the school be con- 
verted for private use. Barry 
Benjamin, who chaired a 
neighborhood advisory group 
monitoring the process, said he 
was also surprised. But his 
astonishment was over the small 
difference the appraisal found 
between use as condominiums 
and asa school. 

“These figures are reasonable, 
an arrangement should be able to 
be worked out with a school,’’ he 
said, noting there was strong op- 
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position to condominium develop- 
ment. 

The full board is expected to 
make a decision within the next 
month.

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1984 Board of Aldermen 
Little difference under Shea's

NEWTON Little doubt re- 
mains as to whether the Board of 
Aldermen has served the public 


interest better under Ward 4 
Alderman Carol Ann Shea's 
leadership. 


A comparative analysis of 
board action during Shea's first 
year as president and Ward 3 
Alderman-at-Large Matthew Jef- 
ferson’s final year shows only a 
minimal difference between the 
two. 

In fact, the Board of Aldermen 
during 1983 Jefferson's last 
year as president before being 
ousted by Shea, his former vice 
president — held fewer meetings, 
sent less items back to commit- 
tee for further deliberation, 
delayed the passage of fewer 
measures and reconsidered 
fewer full board votes than the 
board during 1984, 

On the whole, however, not 
much has changed in the way the 
state’s largest municipal, 
unicameral legislature does 
business. 

During last December's caucus 
— the session that spawned 
Shea’s ‘‘new image" campaign to 
replace Jefferson — many 
aldermen privately conceded 
that the number of ‘‘second call” 
items during a full board meeting 
indicated how well the committee 
system worked. 

Second call items are those 
usually handled by the board 
after a recess and are generally 
considered by legislators to be 
the most controversial issues on 
the agenda of any given meeting. 

By that standard, Jefferson's 
final year as president saw the 
board handle more controversial 
issues, 247, as compared to 
Shea's first year of leadership 
when a total of 220 second call 
items were featured. 

Despite that fact, it appears 
that the 1983 board dealt with 
issues more efficiently, as 
evidenced by an examination of 
the number of ‘‘recommitals,”’ 
“charters” and ‘‘reconsidera- 
tions.” 

Recommitted items are those 
which have passed through the 
aldermanic committee structure 
for consideration by the full 
board, but are sent back to com- 
mittee for more work by a vote of 
the board. 


SCA becomes GSX; 
Golf clubs returned

NEWTON — Remember poor 
Burt Anderson, the Wellesley 
resident whose golf clubs were 
mistakenly mashed one morning 
not too long ago by SCA Services, 
Inc., rubbish collectors? 

Well, it turns out that Burt has 
gotten all his clubs, including his 
treasured 35-year-old putter, 
back — unbent. 

Anderson, an avid golfer, 
managed to retrieve his sporting 
accessories at about the same 
time SCA Inc., thanks to a sum- 
mertime corporate merger, 
became GSX Corp., according to 
Joseph L, Boren, the firm’s new 
vice president for communica- 
tions and environmental 
management. 

“When I first read the story 
about poor Burt’s clubs getting 
mashed, I laughed. Then I said to 
myself, ‘This is terrible.’ I called 
down to the guys at Rumford 
Avenue and said, ‘Let’s send Burt 
a new set of golf clubs for 
Christmas.’ They told me he had 
already gotten them back,” 
Boren said. 

It seems Anderson, who unwit- 
tingly lost his clubs when he left 
them near the curb of a Newton 
Highlands relative’s home on a 
trash pick-up day, managed to 
recover the clubs several days 
after they were whisked away by 
the SCA crew. 

“They were in the truck and 
the guys were trying to figure out 
who they belonged to when he 
showed up at Rumford Avenue to 
ask if anybody had found them,” 
according to Boren 

The moral of the story is that, 
on garbage collection day, 
anything you put next to the trash 
cans is going to be gone,"’ said 
Boren, whose new task includes 
trouble-shooting such bungles 
when they arise

In 1983, 12 such recomittals oc- 
curred, two less than the 14 items 
sent back to committee during 
the past year. 

Chartered items are those 
which also have passed through 
committee for deliberation by the 
full board, but are delayed 
passage by one or more 
aldermen either because not 
enough legislators are present or 
because the issue is controver- 
sial. 

In 1983, 23 items were 
chartered for two weeks, as com- 
pared to the 25 charter motions 
employed in 1984. 

A recent attempt to alter the 
board’s rules concerning use of 
the charter motion failed by an 
overwhelming margin. 

In order for an item to be 
reconsidered, it must first have 
been voted on by the full board. 
One or more aldermen may then

make a motion to reconsider the 
board’s vote. I 
board must “reconsider’’ its 
previous vote on the issue and 
vote a second time 

In 1983, aldermen succeeded in 
reconsidering 10 items, four 
more than the number of recon- 
siderations seen last year. 

In less substantive terms, 
1983's much publicized ‘tenor of 
the board” controversy one 
that gave Shea the foothold she 
needed to expedite Jefferson's 
demise as president — rages on. 

The board’s rules of order were 
just as stringently enforced (or 
just as weakly enforced depen- 
ding on what alderman is con- 
sulted) this past year with Shea's 
hand on the gavel as they were in 
1983 when Jefferson held the 
reigns. 

Time limits on speakers are 
loosely followed and often ig-

nored. Verbal sparring matches 
between aldermen still erupts oc- 
casionally. The plethora of rule 
changes presented by Shea's 
followers at last December's 
caucus have long since been 
forgotten 

It is too early to judge whether 
Shea’s recently called meeting of 
committee chairman to step up 
enforcement of the existing 
board rule requiring attendance 
to be taken at committee 
meetings will bring more 
aldermen, yecially the 
freshman legislators, to the ses- 
sions 

Several aldermen said publicly 
they came away from the

As 9 p.m. approaches, the singles in the 
lobby try to look busy — reading literature 
and studying menues — while rnentally 
debating the most advantageous moment to 
enter the ballroom. The $8 admission price is 
$2 less before 9 p.m., but it might seem 
cheap to arrive early. And it would defeat 
the purpose to make a grand entrance later, 
when many singles are already dancing 
together. 

Clusters of well-dressed women rush into 
the ladies room for a final look in the mir- 
ror. Men, many arriving alone, visibly take 
deep gulps of air before plunging onward to 
join the increasing line at the ballroom door. 

It’s 10 p.m. and the fast-growing crowd of 
singles numbers about 250 inside the 
ballroom. The group is diverse; men wear 
suits and ties or sweaters and courderoys 
while women wear anything from leather 
pants and slinky shirts to plaid skirts with 
blazers. Most are in their 30s and the ratio of 
males to females is pretty even. 

Frances, 34, a dental technician who’s 
been divorced for eight years, says she lost 
count of how many New England Singles 
dances she’s attended. “I’ve met very nice 
people and dated one very seriously,”’ she 
says.”’ — 

Her success secret, she says, is to go only 
with expectations of meeting nice people — 
not with finding Mr. Right. ‘‘Some people 
are so determined to FIND someone,” she 
observes. ‘‘Sometimes, I can see it in peo- 
ple’s eyes, they’re so serious, really intense. 
But I just come here with a smile and I meet 
more people that way.” 

Tonight, Frances brought her friend, a 43- 
year-old speech therapist who was ‘‘anxious 
to meet new people, but not looking for 
anything serious. 

“I'm a people person and it’s very difficult 
to meet people these days,’’ the friend com- 
palins. ‘There is definitely a great need for 
this."” 

A 38-year-old female medical technician 
admits to feeling nervous as this is her first 
singles dance. ‘‘There is definitely a need for 
this,’’ she agrees, ‘‘The people here actually 
are between 25 and 40 and you can’t find that 
at a lot of other singles parties. So far this 
looks like one of the better ones.’” 

Her female friend, a 40-year-old lab techni- 
cian adds, ‘‘At least you don’t see people in 
motor cycles and cowboy boots here. That 
may mean something good.” 

As Michael Jackson's ‘Beat It’’ pounds 
through the stereo system, a 37-year-old 
female insurance underwriter huddles 
together with a group of friends, drinking, 
surveying the crowd and whispering. ‘‘All 
my friends come to all these dances,” she 
says. ‘‘We usually meet people — they 
should have more of them.” 

A social worker from Worcester, 32, who 
has been to three previous dances, says she 
feels safer at the arranged parties than in 
clubs. She also finds the crowd easier to talk 
to, “I don't feel shy here,’’ she says. ‘People 
are friendlier at these things than they are 
in clubs.’

shops and works with real 
estate when he’s not 
organizing parties for singles. 

“But this is truly the only project where I 
can mix business with pleasure,” says 
Greenberg, 39, who describes himself as 
“very much single.” 

Divorced seven years ago, he began fre- 
quenting singles parties but says he didn’t 
like the music played. He looked around and 
thought to himself, ‘‘I can do better.” 

So he and a partner invited all the 
business associates and friends they knew to 
their own singles party. One hundred fifty 
people came and, according to Greenberg, 
everybody had a terrific time. 

Inspired, he delivered flyers in fancy 
apartment complexes and other places 
where ‘‘nice, educated” people might see 
them. ‘‘We were looking for people with 
some college background, similar 
sociological, economic backgrounds — but 
we didn’t want it to be snobs,’’ he explains, 
adding he rarely turns people away from 
parties. 

“Once, three years ago, I turned away a 
guy who was wearing a wedding ring,” he 
recalls, adding, ‘‘This is a public function, so 
I really have to let just about everybody in. 
And sometimes, you do get a few.....”” 

Today, the New England Singles mailing 
list numbers about 6,500 and has evolved into 
a lucrateive business for the owner of Ander- 
son Florist in Waltham. 

He points to the crowd of several hundred 
smiling, dancing people as proof his singles 
party business is a hit. He attributes that 
success on filling a social need. 

“There are not too many things to do for 
people in the 30 to 40-year-old age group,’’ he 
explains. ‘‘There are discos for college-aged 
people and events for seniors but not much 
for the people in the middle.”” 


He acknowledges some people feel self- 
conscious about attending singles functions. 
‘However, after a couple of drinks, they 
loosen up and feel less inhibited,’’ he says, 
sipping his gin and tonic. ‘‘But you do put 
yourself on the line here — there’s no ques- 
tion about it. Anytime, you get in a situation 
where you’re looking to meet someone, 
you’re subject to rejection. 

““A woman could come here and if she 
stood around, waiting to get asked to dance, 
she could have a depressed attitude about 
her,” he explains, ‘‘And guys, by the same 
token, could be refused. It’s not that much 
different than other ways to meet people ex- 
cept that here, you know, for all intents and 
purposes, everyone else is single and looking 
to meet people. 


“But you do have to make an effort.”” 

At his dances, he’s supervising the admis- 
sion process and making sure the hors 
d’oevres and music operations run smoothly, 
but he’s also glancing around as much as the 
other guests. Like the rest of the crowd, his 
eyes are hardly ever still. 

“I’m here to party with everybody else,”’ 
he readily admits. “I’ve met a few very nice 
people here too,”

Bills which address long-range and increasing 
needs of the elderly have been filed for the 1985 
session of the legislature by Sen. Jack Backman. 

Backman, who was recently appointed to an 
Alzheimer’s Disease study commission by Gov. 
Michael Dukakis, has filed a bill which would 
compensate families who provide homemaker or 
personal care services to a member of the family 


with Alzheimer’s Disease in a sum equal to the 
amount paid by an area homecare program 


Another Backman bill would provide an in- 
come tax credit for families caring at home for 
relatives who are elderly or victims of 
Alzheimer’s Disease. 

Sen. Backman has also filed legislation to im- 


prove the homecare services rendered to other 
elderly recipients. 

Among the legislation involving the elderly are 
bills to provide grants for prevention of depriva- 
tion of services to the elderly due to their inabili- 
ty to pay (i.e., rent, gas or electric service, oil 
delivery, etc.), and to establish a gerontological 
consortium among the four medical schools in 


the state to coordinate education and training 
programs in geriatric medicine and gerontology

CANTERBURY, Conn. (UPI) 

With windowpanes shattered 
from the clubs of an angry crowd 
and eggs splattered against the 
white doorposts, the defeated 
woman locked the mud-spattered 
front door for the last time. 

Eighteen months of legal bat- 
tles, garbage strewn across the 
lawn and even the refusal of the 
neighborhood physician to treat 
her had not daunted Prudence 
Crandall's dream of establishing 
a school for young black women. 

But when a mob fueled by 
bigotry tried to set fire to the 
building in September 1834, Cran- 
dall closed the academy, never to 
return. 

More than 150 years later, the 
massive door overlooking the 
green in the quiet neighborhood 
is open again to visitors anxious 
to learn of one woman's struggle 
to establish equal opportunities 
for America’s pre-emancipation 
blacks. 

Curator Kazimiera Oparowski 
recounts Crandall’s ordeal as she 
leads groups through rooms 
thatserved as combination living 
and teaching quarters. 

“The youngsters always ask, 
‘How could it have happened?’ If 
they didn’t ask, I’d know we'd 
failed,’’ she says. 

“Reassembling the Prudence 
Crandall House is like a detective 
game,” explained Jack Shan- 
nahan, director of the Connec- 
ticut Historical Commission in 
charge of the project. 

Intensive research through 
Crandall’s letters and other per- 
sonal documents found no 
physical description of the fur- 
nishings in New England’s first 
school for black girls. 

“Prudence didn’t leave us with 
a lot of information,’ Shannahan 
said. 

So instead of creating a replica, 
he and his colleagues are urging 
residents of the northeastern 
Connecticut community to scour 
their attics and basements for 
1830's furniture typical of a boar- 
ding school. 





A struggle for schooling 


“This is a living museum,” 
Shannahan said. ‘‘More impor- 
tant than duplicating the interior 
down to every detail is conveying 
who Prudence Crandall was. This 
was a courageous woman who 
was way ahead of her time. 

“Her story is not only impor- 
tant in American history but in 
understanding the struggles and 
achievements of woman and 
blacks today,” he said. “Long 
before the Civil War, she was 
fighting in the north on behalf of 
blacks.”” 

While furniture is scarce, en- 
thusiasm over the new museum 
is not. 


Each day Oparowski tells in- 
credulous youngsters and sub- 
dued adults of the 28-year-old 
Baptist educator, invited to open 
a private school only to find 
herself ostracized and the target 
of hatred. 


Crandell bought the 17-room 
house and began instructing her 
first white pupils in January 1832, 
Oprowski recounts. 


“And things went well until the 
fall when Miss Crandall admitted 
Sarah Ann Harris, the 21-year-old 
daughter of a freed black family 
of farmers. 


“Faced with an uproar from 
the citizenry, she was forced to 
dismiss those white students not 
already withdrawn by their 
parents,”’ she said. 


Undaunted, Crandall announc- 
ed her school would instruct only 
“young ladies and misses of col- 
or” recruited from around the 
country. 


Connecticut’s General 
Assembly then enacted the 
“Black Law,” making it illegal to 
establish any school for ‘‘colored 
persons who are not inhabitants 
of this state.” Crandell was ar- 


rested, imprisoned, brought to 
trial and found guilty, although 
she was released on a legal 
technicality. 


Put third dimension

A few years ago a high school 
student attracted national atten- 
tion by catching an error in the 
mathematics portion of the 
Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude 
Test. The question involved fin- 
ding the number of exposed faces 
on a solid shape. Most attention 
focused on the furor. The inci- 
dent, however, highlights a very 
real problem in the way 
mathematics is taught: In this 
three-dimensional world, we 
teach two-dimensional math. 

The study of three-dimensional 
shapes has been put on the back 
burner. 

Both the natural world and the 
world created by technology 
abound with geometrical forms 
which must be both seen and 
understood by anyone who wants 
to deal intelligently with these 
worlds. Yet ignorance of the 
elementary properties of spatial 
geometry is profound. 

Ironically, in an era of ‘back to 
basics,"’ geometry courses are 
being compressed or eliminated 
from school curricula, As a 
result, teachers and students 
alike are often unaware of the 
properties of the space in which 
they live, 

Geometry is basic to almost 
everything else. The triangle, 
Squares and circles of plane 
geometry are the units of con- 
struction of the spatial forms 
which in turn are the framework 
of the material universe. 

‘Today new structures, with un- 
forseen properties, are being 
discovered and studied; their im- 
portance increases as our culture 
becomes more complex. But col- 
lege students find themselves 
handicapped in calculus and 
chemistry courses, in engineer- 
ing and art courses, because they 
have had little experience with 
three-dimensional shapes 

Let's put geometry back in the 
classroom and let's teach 
about the space in which we live. 

We envision, for example, a 
high school course on the prin- 
ciples of three-dimensiona} struc- 
ture. It would begin with a survey 
of signficant forms, both from 
nature and those of human 
design. The next step would be to 
build some of these forms, focus: 
ing on basic structural units and 
how they fit together. This would 








lead to important questions about 
the geometric principles on 
which all forms are based. 
Students would be led gradually 
to systematize and formalize 
their geometric experience into a 
coherent body of knowledge. 

This consolidated knowledge 


“The school’s inhabitants were 
harassed unmercifully,’’ 
Oparowski says. ‘‘The girls were 
jeered at and the building was 
pelted with stones, eggs, and 
mud. Shopkeepers in the village 


would not serve Miss Crandell, 
and even the doctor refused to 
treat her or her pupils. 


“Then, on the night of Sept. 9, 
1834, a crowd encircled the house. 


Armed with clubs and iron bars, 
they shattered 90 windowpanes 
and attempted to set fire to the 
building.”’ 


Fearing for the safety of her 
charges, Crandell finally closed 
the school, sold the building and 
left Canterbury. 


Crandell died in 1890 at age 89 
in Elk Falls, Kan. 


The home was privately oc- 
cupied until 1969, when the state 
declared it an endangered 
historic building and bought it for 
$60,000, 


Now the rotting interior beams 
and crumbling walls have been 
replaced, the nine fireplaces 
cleaned and the well, once 
poisoned in an attempt to drive 
Crandell out, has been cleared. 


Ornate period wallpaper 
adorns the interior, with a por- 
trait of Crandell in the hall. There 
are some tables, textbooks, 
chests, desks and candle stands 
loaned from other museums. 


Oparowski is hoping for dona- 
tions of a piano, grandfather's 
clock, sewing tables, rugs and 
more chests and desks from the 
early 19th century. 


For all of its educational value, 
a visit to the house is particularly 
moving for Crandall’s descen- 
dants, even those like Steven 
Watrous, who hadn’t thought 
much about his cousin until her 
home was opened in the fall.

“They've brought it all back to 
life,” said Watrous, 34, a Ledyard 
builder, as he walked through the 
house with pride. ‘‘History has 
certainly vindicated her. 

“I hope those coming through 
here realize maybe we wouldn't 
have the educational system we 
have today if it had not been for 
people’’ like Crandall, he said. 
“Somebody had to take that first 
step.”

Oak Hill hits obstacles

Reuse Committee has given tentative approval toa

By a 6-2 vote, with Chairman Sondra Shick abs- 
taining, the committee set $75,000 as the minimum 
yearly lease price for the building's reuse as a 
private school, said the lease should extend for 10 
years or more, asked that a portion of the site be us- 
ed as a senior citizen drop-in center and requested 
the school's gym be made available for community 
use 

The committee's vote will not be acted on by the 
Board of Aldermen because a final decision has not 
been reached on a recommended reuse for the over 
five acres of open land surrounding the Oak Hill 
building. The fate of that open space will be 
deliberated on Jan, 17 

All three of the aldermen who failed to support 





the initial reuse decision — Shick, Paul Coletti and 
Louis Irwin are members of the aldermanic 
Finance Committee 


Coletti and Irwin, both of whom favor the recom- 
mended use of the site as a private school, made it 
clear that they will not support anything less than 
an annual $100,000 lease payment 

Coletti promised he would block a final decision

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Parking problems targeted in ‘85

NEWTON Parking will continue to be a 
major item on the aldermanic agenda for the 
New Year, according to Public Safety and 
Transportation (PS&T) Committee Chair- 
man Elaine Gentile. 

Her committee got off to an early start last 
week as members were asked to consider a 
number of new proposals aimed at curbing 
parking problems in the city. 

In December, the Board of Aldermen 
voted to increase fines for violations of over- 
time and meter parking. The hope of many 
board members at that time, was that the in- 
creased penalties would diminish the most 
serious problem: all-day parking by Boston 
commuters. The fines for three categories of 
overtime parking will go from $2 to $5 on 
February 1. 


In the meantime, several new proposals 
have been introduced and are slated for ac- 
tion early this year, Gentile said. They in- 
clude: a step-fine system that would tack on 
a $5 penalty to unpaid tickets; color-coded 


business districts; and, a proposal to study 
parking problems in Newton Centre. 

In addition, Police Chief William F’. Quinn 
told committee members he is considering 
the formation of a city-wide task force to 
study the problems. 

Gentile attributes all the attention to the 
increased concern being voiced by 
businessmen and residents. ‘The people are 
really starting to notice the problems,” she 
said. ‘In the past, the board has always 
passed the buck. But we can’t play ostrich 
anymore — it has to be solved,”’ she added. 

Ward 6 Alderman George Mansfield 
seconded Gentile’s concerns. ‘I hope we can 
get a handle on it now that we have the fine 
issue resolved,” he said. ‘‘That should be an 
objective for this year.” 

Many other members agree. However 
they are divided over the exact nature and 
location of the problem, leading some, such 
as Ward 4 Alderman Richard McGrath, to 
ask for a comprehensive study of the city’s 
parking patterns before any decisions are 
made. 


“We've been screwing around with park- 


study) it is very difficult to make intelligent 
decisions.” 

During the parking-fine debate, McGrath 
asked that part of the estimated $200,000 in 
increased revenues the measure will raise, 
be used to study the parking problem. Ad- 
ministration officials rejected the idea, say- 
ing the money cannot be earmarked in that 
manner. 

Gentile said she thinks McGrath is right 
“in a sense,” and that when it comes to the 
issue of a comprehensive study, ‘‘the board 
can only make recommendations.” 

“7’m not throwing the ball in the mayor's 
court but he is responsible for authorizing 
studies,’’ she said. “But the real question is 
how much of a priority is it? If it is, I would 
have expected to see it on his list for Capital 
Improvement Projects. If someone’s work- 
ing on it, I’m not aware of it,”’ she added. 

In the meantime, Gentile said the board 
would have to deal with the problems ‘‘from 
a number of different angles.”’ As chairman 
of PS&T, she will hold sway over the fate of 
many of the latest proposals. 

Although she is hopeful some action will be

“The kids we’re talking about go 
to school, they just don’t go to 
classes. They are disconnected.” 

“Truancy and delinquency are 
not related,’’ LeBlanc adds. 
“Most of these students are 
bright and articulate. But they 
are stuck with how to get on with 
it.?” 

Newton Outreach Counselor 
Pam Stewart says she notes a 
high number of students from the 
ninth and tenth grade level skip 
because of an inability to deal 
with the transition from a 
smaller, more controlled junior 
high school to the freer, more 
open atmosphere of the high 
school. “Some kids just can’t 
make the transition,’’ Stewart 
said. “‘Others don’t have the in- 
ternal controls to make the 
switch from being supervised to 
being open,’”’ Newton North High 
School guidance counselor 
Vaunita Schnell says.

‘You see kids 
who have something better to 
do,’ Lynn says. “They never 
know really that you’re gone. No 
matter what they do, kids always 
get away with it, because the 
school is so big.”” 

Lynn said she never skipped in 
junior high school and would pro- 
bably not have in high school “‘if 
the rules had been stricter. One 
of my friends who was skipping 
since September just got 
caught.” 

At Newton North, students who 
do not attend homeroom each 
morning are put on an absentee 
list and are not looked for by in- 
dividual teachers taking atten- 
dance. As a result, some students 
skip homeroom and then forge 
excuse notes and/or intercept 
mail which would have informed 
their parents that they were ab- 
sent. 

At Newton South, however, 
students only appear on the 
absentee list if they have been 
legitimately excused, through a 
parent’s phone call or visit. 
Those students who do not are 
marked as truant. 


“T used to get lost at North go- 
ing to meetings,’ Stewart says. 
“It’s no wonder. When I was in 
school, if you didn’t go, they knew 
about it. Some teachers here call 
home. But they can’t do it for 
everyone, They can't keep on top 
of it.”” 

Newton North principal Marya 
Levenson disagrees. She says 
that although ‘some students 
have problems getting to school, 
there is ‘‘a whole new feeling” 
now because of the school’s 
enactment of stricter 


disciplinary measures and ongo- 
ing discussions for programs 
which would attempt to ease the 
transition for ninth and tenth 
graders. 

Levenson says credits for 
graduation have also been 
elevated and a strict rule which 
gives an ‘‘n’’ to students not get- 
ting 75 percent or more of their 
credits in order “is a message 
that students need to be here. 

“IT don’t think we’re talking 
about large numbers of 
students,’ Levenson says. “In 
one house last year, only eight 
percent of the students did not get 
enough credits. 92 percent of 
them made it through.” 

But not all students skip simply 
because they can get away with 
it, Stewart and LeBlanc say. 

LeBlanc says today’s students, 
who have more choices in school 
and more distractions to draw 
them away from school, are also 
lacking the traditional familial 
and societal supports to help 
them make the right decisions. 

She says shes not sure it is so 
much the schools as the ability of 
the students to ‘“‘act on rules. 
Some kids can’t do that. I’m not 
sure whether it is the schools or 
the kids coming in unprepared.” 

LeBlanc and Hoogheem at- 
tempt to deal with students refer- 
red to them by counselors and the 
schools on an individual basis, to 
determine what each student’s 
concern is and to try and connect 
them with school or viable life 
and work alternatives. While 
they most often deal with cases 
which are of a more advanced or 
serious nature, Stewart and the 
city’s three other outreach 
counselors work with students 
who are on the borderline bet- 
ween staying in and out of school.

North's Newstart and South’s 
Turnaround programs provide 
smaller classrooms and more 
supervision for students who 
have flunked or have a hard time 
staying in the larger school struc- 
ture. 


All of the counselors agree that 
there is not enough individual 
help to go around. Hoogheem and 
LeBlanc work with more than 
8,000 students from kindergarten 
through the twelfth grade. The ci- 
ty’s four outreach counselors are 
potentially responsible for 4,000 
high school students. 


“You never feel like you con- 
nect as much as you want to,” 
LeBlanc said. Stewart says if 
smaller institutions are not possi- 
ble, schools should institute 
career exploration programs at 
early levels, in order to better 
prepare students to make deci- 
sions about their lives. 


LeBlanc says increased 
discipline such as that at North, 
combined with more of an 
awareness at the family and 
community level, will help those 
kids who are lost to find useful 
directions. It just takes time, she 
Says. 

“It is an easy system to get lost 
in,” LeBlanc says. “It will take 
time for us to determine which 
way to go. But we are well on the 
road to having identified atten- 
dance concerns.”’

NONANTUM — The short woman with a 
clip board in her hand moved in businesslike 
fashion toward the rear of the small grocery 
store. 


“Step into my office,” she said, sliding bet- 
ween two customers who had just veered in- 
to the store from the sun-bathed sidewalk 
along a bustling Watertown Street Saturday 
afternoon. 


“My office,” she repeated with a upturned 
smirk on her face. ‘‘Pretty good, huh?” 

Elaine M. Gentile, Ward 2 alderman for 
the past six years and, now, part-owner of 
Nonantum’s famed Ray’s Deli, was not 
waiting for an answer. 


It had to be ‘‘pretty good,” or the fiesty 
Gentile, 31, would not have left her full-time 
job with a local computer company to take it. 


For years, she and members of her family 
had kidded Ray DeLuca, the deli’s well- 
known, now former owner, about taking over 
the place some day. ‘Maybe some day,” the 
short, cigar-smoking DeLuca would laugh in 
reply. 

“Some day”’ finally came about a month- 
and-a-half ago, when DeLuca decided it was 
time to retire. He gave the Gentile family the 
right of first refusal. Six figures later, 
“Ray’s Deli” was theirs and, on the first day 
of 1985, Elaine became responsible for the 
store’s day-to-day affairs,

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Is the new house 
ready for change? 


A cardinal rule in politics is to never go 
back on your word, once given. Tommy 
McGee did so and paid the ultimate penal- 
ty, losing power and a large chunk of 
salary through ouster from the House 
speakership. Even with farcical over- 
tones, he may have done the voters a favor 
in his futile fight to retain the throne. 

In desperation, he became a_ rules 
reformer. So did his successor, George 
Keverian. It is evident members of the 
thoroughly discredited body want to be 
good guys, too, in responding to a clamor 
for change that is in full cry. 

It has been said that Massachusetts 
would be better off if a year’s moratorium 
were declared on all business except 
statutory obligations already in place. The 
last session was virtually a zero year on 
major legislation as the Keverian-McGee 
feud persisted. In one respect, at least, this 
was helpful. Washed out was an education 
bill that would have cost a half billion or 
more a year and further diminished local 
school board control. 

But a new era begins. Keverian is aman 
of intellect as well as political astuteness 
whose program for rules change is well 
suited to the times. The respect his col- 
leagues have for him as majority leader 
before McGee cast him was demonstrated 
when he was chosen to mastermind 
legislative redistricting. This toughest of 
tasks he handled fairly, refusing to buckle 
to pressure. 

Although diminished, the power of the 
speakership remains strong. Much will de- 
pend on whether Keverian and his chief al- 
ly, equally astute Charles F. Flaherty of 
Cambridge, work with one prime objective 
always in mind: the credibility of the 
House as a responsible arm of govern- 
ment, not a nest of croneyism, or a 
patronage treasure chest, or an open- 
ended spending machine fueled by 
privileged bills. 

Newton’s Rep. A. Joseph DeNucci, 
caught in the middle as a friend of the two 
combatants, emerged with greater stature 
than ever. He went down to the wire in his 
loyalty to McGee, deploring the unwill- 
ingness of the fallen leader to concede. 
DeNucci’s plea was the high point of the 
drama in its closing minutes on the House 
floor. 

Along with reshaping the House’s image, 
speaker Keverian has a formidable pile of 
unfinished business to contend with. Sup- 
porters of educational reform will be striv- 
ing to move a workable bill, with Dukakis 
adiministration backing. MassBank, the 
funding mechanism for public works 
across the Commonwealth, is another 
Dukakis initiative still out there on the 
legislative clothesline. 

As always, the work load for the 
lawmakers will be enormous. Close to 
10,000 bills will go through the hopper. For 
the present, however, Statehouse watchers 
have fixed their attention on the Keverian 
commitment to change.

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DeNucci's dilemma 


He’s got to do it his way

On the golf course, waiting behind another 
foursome for his chance to get off the tee, 
State Representative A. Joseph DeNucci has 
been known to break into a couple of bars of 
the Frank Sinatra classic, ‘‘My Way.”” 

DeNucci’s voice is sweet and firm. The way 
he sings and moves, he might well have spent 
his pre-Statehouse years as an aspiring 
crooner instead of a world-ranked contender 
for the World Middleweight Championship. 


“Regrets I've had a few, but, then again, too 
few to mention. I did what I had to do, and saw 
it through without exemption. 

I planned each charted course, each careful 
step along the byway. 

And more, much more than this...I did it my 
way.” 

The charismatic state rep from West 
Newton has a couple ‘of other old tunes in his 
repertoire — ‘“‘Old Cape Cod” is an oft re- 
quested favorite, along with ‘It Was a Very 
Good Year” — but none is more appropriate 
these days, in the aftermath of the tumultuous 
fight for speaker of the house, than the an- 
them ‘Old Blue Eyes” used to explain the 
crises of his own career. 


“Yes, there were times, I’m sure you knew, 
when I bit off more than I could chew. 

But through it all, when there was doubt, I ate 
it up and spit it out. 

I faced it all and I stood tall and did it my 
way.” 


Fifteen months ago, when George Keverian 
first announced he would challenge House 
Speaker Tom McGee for the gavel, DeNucci 
declared that he owed his allegiance to ‘The 
Little Guy,” McGee. Throughout the ensuing 
months of bartering, bargaining and bicker- 
ing — while many of his colleagues tiptoed to 
the tunes of ‘‘They Way We Were,‘‘‘Tomor- 
row” and “Would You Like to Wish on a 
Star?’”’ — DeNucci remained firm in his com- 
mitment to McGee. 

Toward the end, late in the 14th round of the 
15-round battle, it looked like DeNucci might 
manage to pull out a decision. Rumors spread 
about his being considered for a top slot in the 
Keverian leadership. There was good reason- 
ing behind the rumors. 

DeNucci had worked his way up in state

government. He started out as an aide in the 
Statehouse. His experience was a big plus in 
the adminstration of the largest single com- 
mittee budget, that of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly Affairs. 

Conservative by nature, he worked well 
with Senator Jack Backman, his counterpart 
in the Senate Committee on Human Services. 
Given their political differences — Backman 
has been described as “‘a starry-eyed liberal” 
on more than one occasion — lawmakers 
knew that, when they got through hammering 
out a piece of legislation, every possible objec- 
tion to it already had been raised. 

The integrity of the legislation they propos- 
ed was, as they say, ‘‘a given.” 


Besides his efficiency as a committee chair- 
man, DeNucci also brought qualities to the 
house leadership that, had others done 
likewise, might have avoided the recent 
revolution. A sincere, open concern for the 
welfare of victimized human beings is one of 
them. 

At a recent Chamber of Commerce 
breakfast meeting, he responded to charges 
from several of his colleagues that the house 
leadership was concerned only with special in- 
terest groups. DeNucci admitted to that, say- 
ing the special interest groups he was wrap- 
ped up with included the sick, the disenfran- 
chised, the poor, the elderly and “children at 
risk.” There was no argument. 

Now, DeNucci’s fortunes hang in the wind. 
McGee took his longstanding loyalty and beat 
him over the head with it. He could have let 
DeNucci off the hook by asking the 
Democratic caucus to make its vote for 
Keverian unanimous; but he pushed the fight 
to the floor of the house, where his supporters 
had to vote for him again. 


Now, the ‘cheerleaders’ surrounding 
Keverian are saying DeNucci’s final vote for 
McGee prohibits his being considered for a 
leadership position. If Keverian listens to 
them and ignores the fact that one of the most 
popular, effective members of the house 
would be an asset to his nascient reorganiza- 
tion, it might be the first bad mistake of his 
tenure. 


If Keverian, like Tom McGee, could not find 
it in himself to do ‘‘the right thing,’’ what is 
the real difference between the two men or 
their administrations? 

Joe DeNucci will do all right. Whatever hap- 
pens, the young man who parlayed a stormy 
youth into a bid for the World Middleweight 
Championship and a defuct boxing career into 
a vital, fruitful political life will land on his 
feet. 

But, more than that, he’ll do it his way. 


“For what is a man? What has he got? If not 
himself, then he has naught. 

To say the things he truly feels, and not the 
words of one who kneels. 

The record shows. I took the biows...and did it 
my way.”

Latest in ‘cruel and unusual’ punishment

Among the cases currently 
awaiting a decision by the U.S. 
Supreme Court is an appeal of a 
lower court ban on executions by 
injection of drugs that haven't been 
approved by the Food and Drug 
Administration 

The justices heard oral 
arguments in December and are 
expected to hand down a ruling this 
year. Be warned, however, that all 
sorts of complications could arise. 

Attorneys for the plaintiffs, 
heretofore known as the defen- 
dants, say they merely want to be 
sure the drugs work swiftly and 
painlessly. That figures. Nobody 
expected an FDA determination 
that the drugs are ‘‘safe and effec- 
tive.” 

Still and all, everyone knows how 
tough it is, how much red tape and 
other elements are involved, in get- 


ting a new drug approved for 
prescription or over-the-counter 
sale. 

So if the judicial process seems 
complex and time-consuming now, 
what with appeals and so forth, im- 
agine the delays that might occur if 
the government had to approve of 
all the methods the states have 
devised for inflicting capital 
punishment, 

Suppose, for example, that FDA 
scientists discovered the drugs, 
which have figured in at least four 
executions since 1976, could cause 
cancer in mice, What then? 

Might not that finding give new 
meaning to the constitutional pro- 
scription against ‘‘cruel and 
unusual punishment.”’ 

As far as humane executions are 
concerned, injecting criminals 
with drugs of this sort would be tan- 
tamount to force-feeding them with 
certain artificial sweeteners 


If that sort of punishment 
wouldn't be unusual, I don’t know 
what is. 

Perhaps it would be asking too 
much to expect Congress to handle 
lethal injections as it did certain 
other products deemed potentially 
dangerous to consumers, 

Nevertheless, the issue possibly 
could be dealt with in legislation 
setting up more rigorous warnings 
on labels, 


I can envision enactment of a 
measure under which the 12 states 
permitting or requiring executions 
of this type would be obliged to 
label the drugs thusly: ‘Caution; 
The Food and Drug Administration 
has determined that injections 
may be hazardous." 


It can be argued that mice and 
people convicted of capital crimes 
have different physical 
characteristics, Therefore, their 


bodily reactions to drugs would not 
necessarily be the same. 

However, suspicion alone usually 
is enough to prompt federal action. 
If it were found the drugs could 
cause cancer in mice, it may be 
assumed they would have a similar 
effect on human beings, 

It is one thing to say persons con- 
victed of certain crimes must pay 
the supreme penalty; but to expose 
the culprits to cancer-causing 
drugs is quite something else. 

Clearly, the federal government 
should not drag its feet in this mat- 
ter. Delay could lead to the type of 
class-action damage suits that we 
have seen arising from wartime 
use of certain chemicals. 

It has been determined that some 
convictions are obtained because 
so-called rats give evidence, and 
that’s close enough for government 
work.

mission to create the list in order 
to attract qualified minority ap- 
plicants. Bight of the 14 new posi- 
tions were filled by minorities. 

But Howley said, ‘‘There 
shouldn't be such a thing as a 
complete minority list,” and that 
the list included ‘‘nobody local- 
ly.” He said veterans are not the 
only people upset, but ‘Newton 
citizens’ as well. Five of the 
employees are Newton residents, 
according to personnel records. 

“I don't know what Hickey 
(Commissioner James Hickey, 
Public Works Dept.) was trying 
to do,” said Howley, a recently 
retired Fire Dept. Lieutenant 

What he was trying to do, ac- 
cording to Hickey, was to comply 
with the city’s affirmative action 
guidelines. He denied the city had 
failed to give veterans 
preference and i the positions 
had been filled “according to 
civil service lav 
“Veterans preference means 
names go to the top of the 

Hickey explained. ‘‘It 
doesn’t mean they are 
automatically hired. The vet gets 
placement preference not hiring 
preference. We hire those who 
are most qualified,” he added. 

“I have no idea where Frank 
(Howley) is coming from. There 
is no basis for his claim,’ Hickey 
continued. ‘We hire lots of vets. 
There were only one or two on the 
list and I hired one of them,"’ he 
said. 

Hickey also was upset with 
“the process.’’ But he was more 
concerned with the ‘‘overly strict 
guidelines” that govern civil ser- 
vice hiring procedures. In 
December he had called for a 
total re-examination of the law, 
saying the rules were “‘at odds” 
with affirmative action goals. 

Personnel Director Richard 
Moynihan defended the city’s hir- 
ing practices saying that 
Hickey's actions had not only 
been “‘consistent’’ with the law 
but “required” by law. He cited 
paragraph 10 of the state Civil 
Service Law: Alternative Selec- 
tion Procedures for Affirmative 
Action. 

He sa” t » city’s philosophy 
reflects ‘'uelicate balance bet- 
ween the ights and needs of one 
group versus those of another."” 
And althcugh he acknowledged 
the veterans preference, he said 
their numbers in the workforce 
were “‘disproportionate’’ when 
compared to all classes of people. 

On the other hand, Moynihan 
said, minorities have been 
historically underrepresented in 
the work force. “Our hiring was 
an attempt to rectify that,” he 
added 

Moynihan said the city was 
caught in a “Catch 22" type of 
situation. ‘Newton veterans tend 
















































to be primarily white males. If 
you continue to give them 
preference, you necessarily ex- 
clude others, especially 
minorities and women,” he said. 


The city’s veteran services 
agent, Carleton Merrill, said he 
had not received any legitimate 
complaints on the matter. Merrill 
said although he got one 
anonymous phone call after the 
hiring, he not sure whether 
the caller was either a veteran or 
a resident. 

“He passed on the usual 
derogatory remarks but he 
wouldn't give me his name. This 
fellow would probably have been 
anti regardless (of the process 
followed),’’ Merrill said. 

Merrill said he had originally 
questioned the procedures but 
after meeting with Moynihan and 
sitting in on a Human Rights 
Commission meeting, he was 
satisfied that veterans’ rights 
would be protected. And he said 
the minority hirings did not ‘“‘ruf- 
fle his feathers,”” 

“While I've always gone 
straight out on veterans 
preference and their rights,” he 
said, ‘‘I have to respect the rights 
of others, including minorities,”” 

Another veterans official, Saul 
Klashman, president of the 
Newton Veterans Council, said 
that, although he was aware of 
Howley's concerns, he had not 
received a call from anybody 
else. But he was not surprised by 
the city's action

O’Conor and the Braintree law 
firm of Murphy, Lamere and 
Murphy:

Custodial and Cafeteria Union 
President Robert Robards said 
the so-called ‘‘zipper clause”’ is a 
union-busting measure which 
enables the administration to 
control all provisions which are 





not specifically mentioned in the 
written contract. 


“Tf we don’t mention one item, 
they can do anything with it they 
want,’’ Robards said. ‘There is 
no way anyone can mention 
every little item. No one, unless 
they were certifiably committed, 
would agree with the zipper 
clause.” 


Robards also claims ad- 
ministration representatives 
have more than once retracted or 
denied agreements of previous 
sessions. He said it is because of 
the renegations and allegedly 
cancelled meetings that he has 
been “screaming” for open 
negotiations all along. 


“Tf the public got a glimpse of 
what was going on, they would 
shriek,’ Robards said. “It’s a 
waste of the taxpayers’ money. 
The lawyer spends two to three 
hours and there’s no one there to 
negotiate with. If we're so short 
on money in Newton, we should 
set up negotiations in an orderly 
fashion.” 


O’Conor said he wanted to wait 
until the hearing before the labor 
commission before making any 
specific rebuttals, because ‘they 
(the union) can put any charges, 
whether they are substantiated 
or not, on that document (the 
‘Charge of Prohibited Practice’). 


“If you want a response from 
me, I would say that I don’t think 
the charges have any substance 
or efficacy,’’ O’Conor said.

Modified apartment project earns OK 
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After also encountering opposi- 
tion from neighborhood groups, 
abutters and aldermen from the 
area, Capasso agreed to negotia- 
tions on the project. 

Monday night, almost six mon- 
ths later, the plan approved dif- 
fers significantly from the 
original proposal. Gone are: four 
of the units along with one story 
from the proposed three-story 
structure, the balconies on one 
side of the building and public ac- 
cess from Beaconwood Road. 

In all, the aldermanic Land 
Use Committee made over 10 
changes to the original plan, ad- 
ding such finite conditions as the 
height and diameter of the trees 
surrounding the property. Many 
of the amendments were made in 
direct response to concerns ex- 
pressed by neighborhood 
residents over privacy, traffic 
and density. 

Compared to the committee’s 
proceedings, Monday night’s 
debate was subdued. After 
limited discussion, the board 


voted 18 to 4 to approve the plan. 

Land Use Committee Chair- 
man Cynthia Creem outlined the 
committee’s changes and admit- 
ted she was still ‘‘not totally hap- 
py”’ with the proposal. She said, 
although the increased housing 
was of ‘‘some public benefit,” she 
was more sympathetic to opposi- 
tion arguments that the develop- 
ment was too dense for the site. 
“This proposal is two to three 
times the density of the original 
zoning,” she explained. 

Ward 6 Alderman-at-Large 
James Regan was less reticent. 
He blasted the board for failing to 
take into account the opposition 
of neighborhood residents, say- 
ing they had been threatened 
with a much larger development 
if they did not agree to 25 units. 
“The neighborhood favored 16 
units, 21 is still too much,” he 
said. 

But housing was the concern 
uppermost in most members’ 
minds. As part of the agreement, 
two of the 21 units will be set 
aside for low-income housing 
under the 10 percent ordinance. 
The remaining apartments,

sheeting installed over the 
floor of the building’s third level, 
which has essentially served as 
structure’s ‘‘roof’’ since the 
original was gutted by fire. 

Along with that effort, which 
cost about $1,200, Cameron has 
also installed large fans in the 
building’s basement to help keep 
additional moisture from 
weakening the old school’s rot- 
ting wooden support beams. 

A private engineering firm, in 
a report issued last summer, 
recommended demolition of the 
building because of the condition 
of the beams. 

As snow and freezing rain fell 
on the city, worries about the Old 
Hyde’s structural integrity and 
the city’s commitment to preser- 
ving it flared anew. 

Malec said the lack of a 
definitive response from the ex- 
ecutive department contradicted 
statements made by Mann dur- 
ing a meeting with the potential 
developers of the site, Architec- 
tural Conservation Trust (ACT) 
and the Boston Center for In- 
dependent Living (BCIL). 

The mayor ‘‘indicated’’ to 
those officials ‘the was willing to 
secure’ the building beyond 
Cameron's efforts, he said. 

Alderman Richard J. 


McGrath, who said the cost of a 
more secure, temporary roof 
could be added on to the lease or 
sale price of the site, told his col- 
leagues he was ‘‘not surprised”’ 
by Mann’s lack of response on the 
issue. 

“It’s just another chapter in 
the story of the Hyde School, 
where, from the day that fire 
ocurred, there has been an ad- 
ministrative predetermination 
not to do anything with that 
building,’’ he said. 

“They can’t say, ‘no,’ because 

they know it’s right to try an pro- 
tect a valuable piece of real 
estate and they won’t say, ‘yes,’ 
because they don’t want to spend 
the money. So, they’re just going 
to let it float. They figure, ‘The 
rain and snow will do the job for 
us.” 
Alderman George Mansfield 
pointed out that this will be the 
fourth winter since the fire that 
the Old Hyde would have to en- 
dure New England weather 
without adequate protection. 

He added that he was surprised 
by the absence of an appropria- 
tion request because ACT and 
BCIL officials said they left the 
meeting under the impression 
that there ‘‘might well be support 
from the administration.”

almost six months of negotiations 
on the plan, he said he was ‘“‘hap- 
py, but tired." He said the 
changes had forced him to 
redesign the building as many as 
five different times. 

Capasso, who owns 200 rental 
units in the city, admits the 
development process is 
frustrating and he says 
“perseverance” is a necessary 
requisite for success. He said 
that despite early opposition to 
the plan, he had decided to go 
ahead ‘‘because we wanted to do 
the right thing for the 
neighborhood and the city."’ 

Asked what the key was to get- 
ting board approval, Capasso 
said it was simple. ‘‘We just sub- 
mitted to all their changes.””

million profit for the city over the 
next decade from any lease ar- 
rangement. 

Both Irwin and Alderman Mat- 
thew Jefferson believe some 
form of desperately needed sub- 
sidized housing should be install- 
ed somewhere on the site. Jeffer- 
son said he reserved the right to 
change his vote in favor of a 
private school, which would pay 
no property taxes, if housing is 
not recommended for a part of 
the Wheeler Road land. 

Alderman Verne Vance, 
although somewhat supportive of 
the private school option, 
reminded his colleagues that the 
committee's charge is to recom- 
mend ‘‘a beneficial use to the city 
as a whole. A private school 
really only serves a very limited 
and rather privileged portion of 
the community.”’ 

Irwin said he favored turning 
the vacant school building into 
condominiums and_ building 
single-family homes on the sur- 
rounding land, a ‘‘maximum 
return’’ reuse scheme that would 
net the city close to $3 million 
over the next 10 years, in addition 
to the sum of annual property tax 
payments. 

Once again, the committee had 
to contend with frustrated Oak 
Hill residents and officials from 
the Solomon Schechter Day 
School, the only private school 
group that has expressed an in- 
terest in the building so far. 

Jay Orlin, past president of 
Schechter, called the suggested 
$100,000 annual lease figure ‘‘un- 
workable"’ when compared to the 
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site’s appraised sale price of 
$515,000. He said he has been ad- 
vised that the building is in exten- 
sive need of alterations likely to 
total in the “high six figures.” 

Coletti said ‘‘the inside track"’ 
Schechter officials have had 
since nearly the beginning of the 
reuse process sets a ‘dangerous 
precedent” that will make it 
harder for future deliberations to 
take place objectively. 

Many of the residents groaned 
loudly when the low to moderate 
income housing and con- 
dominium reuse options were 
mentioned. Several, including 
Ward 8 Alderman Robert L. 
Shuman, did not know that the 
planning department will solicit 
plans from interested organiza- 
tions for using the site as a 
private school if the Board of 
Aldermen affirms the commit- 
tee’s final recommendation. 

Several aldermen said there 
was little doubt that the private 
school use recommended earlier 
by an Oak Hill citizens’ group 
would be supported by a majority 
of the board. 

“T really think we should face 
reality. The community wants a 
private school and I don’t think 
we have to justify a whole lot of 
other uses at this point. ... I don’t 
think delaying any longer is go- 
ing to be in anyone’s best in- 
terest,’ Board President Carol 
Ann Shea said. 

“Everybody knows there’s on- 
ly one school that’s looked into it. 
There’s only one school the 
mayor has already talked to," 
said Alderman Rodney Barker in 
reference to Solomon Schechter's 
informal bid for the site.

frames, as if he and Walter 
Cronkite were engrossed in a 
discussion of world politics. 

At the age of 19, Ricciardi 
of Newton is one of the 
yougest professional news 
castors. WNTN News Direc- 
tor Te Leone says Ricciardi’s 
“willingness to learn and en- 
thusiasm” prompted her to 
promote the student last May 
from intern to morning news 
anchor. 

For Ricciardi, it was an 
fortunate career step in a 
competitive field that’s tough 
to crack. Forecasts about the 
availability of newscasting 
jobs are gloomy but Ricciardi 
is determined. He works 
almost every waking mo- 
ment, hoping to land a full- 
time position when he 
graduates from Boston 
University in 1987. 

After compiling and 
delivering news for WNTN’s 6 
to 9 a.m. slot each weekday, 
Ricciardi drives to Boston 
University’s College of Com- 
munication to study broad- 
cast journalism. After 
classes, he works at the 
school radio station, WTBU, 
where he is assistant news 
director and conducts an in- 
terview show. 

“It’s kind of strange driv- 
ing to work in the dark and 
coming home at night in the 
dark,” admits the overwork- 
ed sophomore who never gets 
home before 9 p.m. “It’s 
crazy but necessary. 


“TI know I have to work 
hard,” he explains. ‘‘There 
are a lot of kids out there 
with the same ambition. I’m 
trying to stay ahead of the 
pack.” 

His WNTN salary barely covers his gas and cough drops 
money, but Ricciardi is not complaining. “I like that I’m not an 
intern, that I have real responsibility,”’ he says with obvious 
pride. He works Saturday mornings at Fox Pharmacy in Newton 
to compensate for his newscasting salary. 

Ricciardi steadily speaks on air for about five minutes before 
his voice is relieved by a prepared tape of Attorney General 
Francis X. Bellotti. 

Seizing the moment, the news anchor furiously sucks a cough 
drop, removing it just in time to announce the winning 
Megabucks numbers to listeners tuned into the 10,000 watt, ur- 
ban contemporary music station which fills 40 percent of its 
morning show with news. 

The second hand of the clock sweeps the face once more, just 
as Ricciardi has delivered the last news item of the seven- 
minute spot. But they’re running behind schedule so there's no 
time for breaks. Ricciardi sorts through piles of papers divided 
into categories of news, sports, weather and public service an- 
nouncements. He pops another Vicks. 

“My voice usually gets a bit hoarse by this time — I have to 
conserve my voice more,” he admonishes himself. ‘‘I have to 
make sure I’m not over inflecting on those seven minute 
newscasts.”’ 

In his ‘‘spare time,” the young news anchor listens to tapes of 
himself, always working to improve his delivery. ‘‘Then I find 
out all the things I wasn’t aware I was doing — but most of them 
are bad,’’ he confesses with a sarcastic chuckle. ‘‘The only way

to learn to do it is to sit and listen to yourself.”” 

Ricciardi is modest and the first to point out his lac! 
perience. During these self analy sions, he discovered a 
number of weakni “T used to swallow the last word of every 
sentence, which jatural in conversation but not for the radio,” 
he says. ‘‘I also have a problem with cadence — I tend to sound 
sing 

He's not as quick to talk about his strenghts. ‘I don’t know if 
it’s a strong point or an inspiration,”’ he begins, modestly, after 
much prodding. ‘‘But I like to think my newsce; are in- 
formative in a simple way — they’re not just headlines.” 

As he speaks, however, his confidence incre. work hard 
to put together a newscast so people will remember what they 
hear,” he says in a louder voice. ‘‘The early morning hour is the 
best radio time; it’s the time when most people listen. And peo- 
ple like to start the day informed.” 

When he delivers the news, Ricciardi says he imagines in- 
dividual listen ather than a sea of tired faces sitting behind 
steering whee It’s important to have a delivery that sounds 
as if it were being spoken to one person, not a lecture,” he says. 

Newscasts don’t always work out as well as he would like. One 
time, Ricciardi broke into uncontrollable laughter on air after 
dropping the paper he was reading on his feet. Another time, he 
nervously began laughing while reading an obituary. 
“Sometimes, I go a week slurring words and flubbing lines,’’ he 
admits, ‘But I’m sure my most embarrssing moments are yet to 
come.”’

Computer systems priced at 
less than $1,000 may be suitable 
for many home uses. But for 
more advanced computing, you’ll 
have to pay more. 

A computer system based on 
the Apple IIc that’s capable of 
many business uses as well as 
most home uses was assembled 
by Consumer Reports’ elec- 
tronics engineers. While it lists 
for around $2,000, components 
are typically discounted. 

The Apple system combines 
the IIc computer with its 
monitor, stand and printer. The 
computer comes with a built-in 
disk drive and 128K of user 
memory. 

The computer's main unit, con- 
taining the electronics, keyboard 
and built-in disk drive, is about 
the size of a looseleaf notebook 
and weighs about 7 pounds. It’s 
attached to a 3-pound power sup- 
ply unit. 

On the back of the sealed main 
unit are ports to plug in a 
monitor, second disk drive, serial 
printer, modem, and a controller 
port that can accommodate joy

The recent landmark victory of the Boston College Football Team 
in the Cotton Bowl has moved us to depart from our weekly editorial 
policy. For the second time in three and a half years we are submit- 
ting an opus which is not strictly concerned with Newton athletics.

Instead we (Newton Graphic) are interviewing a Boston College 
alumnus and sports fan (BCF). Our only excuse is that he is a Newton 


resident. 
So, without further ado.... 


NG: I imagine you were pretty excited on New Year's Day. 

BCF: I certainly was. It was an epoch in B.C. football history. 

NG: I understand that you didn’t go to Dallas, I wonder why not? 
BCF: There were seven reasons. The first was that I couldn’t af- 


ford it. 


NG: As a wise old English archer once said, ‘That is enough for 
thee and for me.’ You must be pretty proud of your school at this 


point. 


BCF: I wouldn't go that far. I disagree with several of its policies 


and practices. 


NG: Well at least of its athletic department which brought about 


this whole thing. 


BCF: I’m sorry to be negative so earlyy in our conversation but 
there is much about the athletic department of which I also disap- 


prove. 
NG: What. For instance?

For 
example, the recent Cotton Bowl ticket distribution. I have listened to 
several alumni who were very disatisfied. Last Monday’s edition of 
your paper cited a similiar situation.

BCF: Again, the same ones as everyone else. Strachan did 
everything asked of him and more. Walpole High had a tough time 
containing that boy back in 1980. Bill Romanowski has develoiped in- 
to an outstanding linebacker and that boys is still a freshman. John 
Bosa was great as was Scott Harrington. 

NG: What about what's his name, the quarterback? 

BCF: You know, you just sort of take him for granted; he just does 
everything right. I’ll bet he was instrumental in the late game deci- 
sion to stick with the running game. He must be very strong mentally 
to go through all the adulation of the last month and still perform nor- 
mally. I wouldn’t worry about him making it in pro football and if he 
doesn’t he’ll make it big in something else. The one thing I can’t 
understand is why he risked his million dollar body in that mean- 


ingless all star game Saturday. 


NG: How would you compare Flutie with other all time gridiron 


heros at BC? 


BCF: That’s nearly impossible to do largely because of the dif-

BCF: Well, I assume the word heros eliminates linemen of which 
there have been scores of great ones including several genuine All 
Americans.

WATERTOWN Scott 
McGahey’s goal with 4:18 to play 
in the game gave the Quincy 
Presidents a 3-3 tie with Newton 
North in Suburban League 
hockey action on Saturday at the 
Watertown Skating Arena.

After the teams had played to a 
2-2 tie after two periods, the 
Tigers seemed determined to 
take control of the game early in 
the third. They dominated play, 
recapturing the lead after only 41 
seconds had gone by. 

Co-captains Tim Marchand 
and Paul Healey combined for 
the score, with Marchand picking 
up his second goal of the game. 

The captains broke in as a 
tandem, with Healey flipping the 
puck across in front to his 
linemate. Marchand finished off 
the play with a quick wrist shot. 

Though the Tigers had a huge 
territorial edge for the next eight 
or nine minutes, they would 
never score again. By the last 
five minutes, it was North which 
was hanging on and Quincy 
which was pressing the ad- 
vantage. At one point in the 
period, the Tigers owned a 10-1 
margin in shots, It finished at 11- 
6. 


At 11:42, McGahey picked up a 
loose puck in the corner and 
simply skated out unmolested to 
put the puck between Ken 
Castriotta’s pads for the 3-3 final. 

North coach Dick Fletcher at- 
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* Insurance Claims 
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tributed much of his club’s pro- 
blems to a series of penalties in 
the second period. In the short 
run, they enabled the Presidents 
to battle back from a 2-0 deficit to 
tie the game. In the long run, it 
meant that the Presidents were 
the fresher team in the game’s 
closing minutes. 

“We don’t have the depth to kill 
all those penalties,’ said Flet- 
cher. “We can’t keep skating the 
same guys.” 

The whistles wasted a very 
good first period by Newton. The 
Tigers efficiently built a 2-0 lead 
on goals by Jim Proia and Mar- 
chand. 

Proia opened the scoring at 
7:19, He took a pass from Mike 
Kornitzer right off a faceoff and 
ripped it over goalie Bill Cahill’s 
stick side. 

Marchand made it 2-0 on the 
power play with 2:44 on the clock. 
Sophomore Greg Burke came 
down the left slot, faked a slap 
shot and tossed the puck into a 
crowd in front. Marchand 
somehow managed to slide it 
under Cahill. 

Between periods, Fletcher ex- 
pressed concern about several 
penalties that his club had taken, 
and he proved to be a prophet, 
They took four more minors in 
the next 15 minutes and Quincy 
converted two into goals. 

The first came at 2:33, 10 
seconds after Charlie Albanese 
went into the box for tripping. 
Steve Constas took a pass from 
Tim Hall and flipped it past 





Charlie O'Rourke of course and Mike Holovak. 

Holovak was the only one that was strictly a running back on of- 
fense but was also the only consensus All American. All of these were 
pre-World War II players. There simply hasn’t been another fran- 
chise player until Flutie. I suppose that, given the acknowledged im- 
provement in all athletics over the years, the fact that there are 
many more football players nationally now, Flutie’s obviously 
deserved recognition as the best in '84 and my personal conviction 
that he would play equally well on defense I would have to go with 


Doug. 


NG: How about the game, was it the biggest Eagle victory ever? 

BCF: It was certainly one of them in terms of establishing BC as a 
football power. There were others however which accomplished the 
same thing in different eras. In 1919 Frank Cavanaugh’s first BC 
team had the temerity to go to Yale Bowl to play one of the top three 
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Mike Holovak played for and coached at Boston College 


teams in the country. They beat the Elis 5-3 on Fitzpatrick's 47 yard 


drop kick field goal with two minutes to play. 

This was the first time that the Eagles had attracted anything but 
local attention. Even the stuffed shirts at the New York Times sat up 
and took notice. When a year later one of four undefeated BC teams in 
history went back and repeated the feat 21-13, Eagle power became 


an accepted fact. 


The 1928 win at Annapolis, 6-0, was another landmark as was the 27- 
7 win over Tulane in New Orleans in 1940. But probably the biggest 
victory was the Sugar Bowl conquest of Tennessee on New Year’s 
Day 1941. That was the one that really projected Boston College on 


the national scene. 


NG: Which do you think was the best of the BC teams. 

BCF: There's no doubt in my mind about that. I started going to the 
games in 1936 so I never saw the undefeated teams of 1920, 26 and 28. I 
saw six of the Sugar Bowl team’s regular season games and that was 
a great team. The best of all however was the 1942 team which lost to 
Holy Cross, 55-12. I can’t explain that phenomenon any more than 
anyone else nor the subsequent loss to Alabama in the Orange Bowl. 
Maybe Alabama was just a better team but I doubt it. 

NG: If you've been attending BC games since 1936 you've obviously 
seen quite a few. What are some of your greatest memories? 

BCF: Well of course in the early days I was pretty young so a lot of 
memories are not concerned with the games themselves. Things like 
the top to bottom silver uniforms worn by North Carolina State in 1937 
(although young as I was and sitting where I was I’m positive that 
Tom Guinea did not step out of bounds as alleged during what would 
have been a game winning 60 yard touchdown run). I remember the 
Indiana University Band in 1938. I have never seen a greater one. 

Gamewise, this year’s Miami game was a thriller in its own way as 
have been several other barn burners of the Flutie era. With all due 
respect however I'll stick with the 1940 Georgetown game, won by BC 
19-18, as my greatest. Grantland Rice agreed. I’ll never forget the 
1939 Auburn game which BC pulled out 13-7 with two touchdowns in 
the last five minutes. I almost missed O’Rourke’s game winning pass 
to Vito Ananis with 55 seconds to play because of my bursting juvenile 


bladder, 


No game was ever looked forward to anymore than the first post 
war contest. A jam packed Braves Field saw Wake Forest upset BC's 
immensely talented but out of condition veterans, 12-6, 

The best of Mike Holovak’s nine teams met an undefeated Boston 
University eleven in 1954 at the peak of the Terriers’ football em- 
phasis under Buff Donelli. The Eagles won it 7-6 in a thriller played to 
an SRO crowd at Fenway Park. In these bowl happy days that team 


would have gone somewhere. 


NG: Hold it. We're running out of space. 
BCF: Okay. I’ve got to go wash out my maroon socks, Flutie T-shirt 
and Boston College sweat shirt. I’ll see you later.

NEW YORK (UPI) — ‘Weekly Reader,” 
the national school newspaper, touches 9 
million kids 27 times a year and, as such, is 
in a position of influence. 

But, it tries not to influence, propagandize 
or sway readers one way or the other, says 
Dr. Terry Borton, editor. He is a former 
Philadelphia public school curriculum 
development specialist who taught school 
before getting a doctorate from Harvard. 

The newspaper for children takes no ads, 
by the way. 

“That's part of our editorial policy,’ the 
editor said. “We feel our mission is to con- 
‘tribute to the education of children, not to 
sell things to them.

Borton said there is no problem about kids 
who can’t afford the $2. 

He said subscriptions are paid by either 
school boards, schools, teachers, the PTA, or 
through bake sales or car washes.

Cultural challenges 
along with education

SIMSBURY, Conn. (UPI) — 
The most difficult lessons high 
school senior Edward Ramos 
confronts don’t often come from 
a teacher, a textbook or a 
classroom. 

Ramos left his Jersey City, 
N.J., home to attend Simsbury 
High School under a special pro- 
gram which places minority 
youths in small communities 
with excellent school systems. 


He says the hardest part of t 
program called ‘‘A Better 
Chance” is coping with the 
culture shock of plunging into a 

quiet all-white community in the 
“countryside. 


“It’s a big change,” says the 
“New Jersey youngster in a quiet 
careful manner. ‘‘They’re so 
many people who like to label us 
— there are some people who 
treat us differently.” 


But he says he likes the pro- 
gram because after his old 
school, Simsbury High was like 
“going from a Datsun to a 
Cadillac.” 


Created in 1963 by the head- 
masters of exclusive private 
schools, the non-profit ABC pro- 
gram currently enrolls 1,500 
academically gifted students at 
some 143 boarding schools and 24 
public schools across the coun- 
try, 

Students are referred by their 
guidance counselors, or like Ed- 
ward or many of his seven fellow 
ABC students in Simsbury, apply 

, after meeting one of the ABC 
“talent scouts’ who visit hun- 
dreds of schools nationwide each 
year 

Most come from inner-city 

“areas, from schools with majori- 
ty black populations and the 
shock of an all-white community 
in the suburbs or the country can 
be a major one. 


“The towns typically are very 
quiet towns," says Anita Pace, 
the housemother in the 200-year- 
old brick house where the 
Simsbury ABC boys live. ‘‘When 
it gets dark at 8 p.m., Simsbury 
closes down,” 


Most of the ABC students have 
never experienced an environ- 
ment where ‘they live and 
breathe the major! 
in the minority,”’ s! 





Thus, the program not only 
gives students a chance to 
receive a good education, but 
challenges them culturally as 
well by plunging them into a new 
environment 

“It’s a culture shock for a kid 


from the South Bronx to be taken 
to a suburb where they may see 
two or three black faces,” says 
Reggie Kennedy of the Trinity 
College admissions office. 

But, he says, ‘‘I think it helps 
overall ... to be brought into a 
predominantly white situation; it 
will prepare them when they are 
looking at predominantly white 
institutions.” 

Adds Anita’s husband Tony: 
“Students can learn a lot from 
the town — seeing the other side 
of the coin. It shows there’s 
something to shoot for. Hopefully 
we're giving them exposure.”

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Students, teachers weary of stalemate

NEWTON — Demonstrating that unsettled 
teacher contract negotiations are pushing 
people to the end of their patience, students, 
teachers and parents packed into the Brown 
Junior High School auditorium Monday 
night to demand that a resolution be found to 
stalled bargaining sessions. 

The negotiations, which have virtually 
come to a dead end, are eroding teacher 
morale, interrupting student activities and 
creating a gradual feeling of bitterness and 


anxiety throughout the school system, the 
angry citizens told School Committee 
members. 

Although the teachers who lugged signs

ly, Bigelow is also the most feasi- 
ble junior high school to close, 
Silluzio said, because it would 
“eliminate the least number of 
student spaces"’ and leave extra 
room for possible future in- 
creases in enrollment.

Jews have been in the forefront 
of the civil rights movement in 
South Africa as they were in the 
United States in the 1960s, Levine 
said, though fear of survival and 
the future is driving many South 

rican Jews to embrace the Na-

jicies. During the ’60s, Levine 
said she was active in student 
protests and a committee 
member of the National Union of 
Sct African students, a group 
that invited civil rights leader 
Martin Luther King to speak in 
1966. When the government 
would not grant King a visa, the 
students invited Robert Kennedy 
instead. Levine remembers well 
traveling in Robert Kennedy’s 
motorcade, ‘‘20,000 blacks lining 
the streets of Soweto.” The mili- 
tant black protesters that 
plagued Edward Kennedy on his 
trip 19 years later were an indica- 
tion of how much racial tension 
has worsened she said. It was 
also a sign of how much black 
consciousness had risen. ‘Before 
Kennedy came, few outside South 
Africa knew about AZAPO. (the

“I hope I get beyond 
the stage of thinking who’s black 
and who’s not black.”” 

In addition to being able to 
speak critically about the govern- 
ment without fear of being im- 
prisoned, Levine says she 
relishes living without fear of 
threats from right wing ter- 
rorists. “I had telephone calls, 
letter threats against my life. 
You live in conscious knowledge 
that at any moment a fanatic 
could do something. Friends of 
mine, black and white, have had 
windows smashed at night by 
bullets or bricks.” 

Levine is currently involved in 
the writing of two books, one 
about the decline of white 
liberalism South Africa, another 
about a Jewish ‘‘missionary” 
who solicits business contribu- 
tions to improve the lives of South 
African blacks. She also hopes to 
lecture. 

“TI feel I can do more outside 
South Africa, than in it,’ she 
said.

Feeley case 


City willing to share blame

NEWTON Charles E. 
Feeley, the former police lieute- 
nant who retired a year ago after 
42 years of service, illegally 
parked his car on Columbus 
Street last March while stopping 
in at a Newton Highlands eatery. 

Minutes later, a public works 
employee making a right hand 
turn onto Columbus from Lincoln 
Street struck Feeley’s vehicle 
with the city-owned pick-up truck 
he was driving. 

Monday night, the aldermanic 
Finance Committee refused to 
pay the $1,292 insurance settle- 
ment for the case recommended 
by City Solcitor Daniel M. Funk. 

Instead, FinCom voted 5-2 to 
authorize a settlement payment 
of no more than $750 and attached 
a suggestion that city lawyers try 
to whittle the claim down to $650, 
The matter will come before the 
full board Monday night. 

“It's obvious that if the car 
wasn't there, the acc 
wouldn’t have occurred,’ 
FinCom Chairman Paul E, Colet- 
ti. 

The case raised a few eyebrows 
among aldermen because 
Feeley, now chairman of the ci- 
ty’s Council on Aging, was never 
cited for illegally parking in a 
“No Parking” zone and received 
a rental car, the cost of which is 
included in Funk's recommended 
settlement, while his vehicle was 
in the shop for repairs. 

According to Assistant City 
Solicitor G. Michael Pierce, who 
presented the appropriation re- 
quest to FinCom, there was ‘‘no 
indication” that the illegal loca- 
tion of the car, which he 
characterized as ‘‘a slight 
wrinkle,’’ contributed to the acci- 
dent

the accident, but, in this case, it

was merely a condition of the oc- 
currence, not the cause,”’ Pierce 
said. 

“Both the police report and an 
interview with the city employee 
(Thomas DiSario) confirm the 
facts of the case ... and that the 
accident was caused by the 
employee's negligence in making 
the turn,” according to Funk’s 
written appropriation request.

NEWTON HIGHLANDS 
Janice Rabb Pollock will ‘‘never 
again drive past a multitudinous 
array of garbage without slowing 
down.”' And with good reason. 

It was her midnight trash- 
picking escapades that eventual- 
ly led to her establishing two anti- 
que shops and maintaining an 
auctioneering business. She 
made the unexpected career 
move when she found herself at 
loose ends after a_ painful 
divorce. 

Pollock, a woman who 
describes herself as ‘‘an_ en- 
thusiastic participant in life,” 
has been proprietor of ‘‘Yester- 
day’s Yield’’ on Walnut Street in 
Newton Highlands for a year and 
a half, and recently opened ‘‘The 
Auction Place,’ an old movie 
theatre in Hyde Park that she 
and her staff of 11 have converted 
into a retail store and auction 
house for collectibles, old and 
new. 

Eight years ago the former 25- 
year Waban resident, who now 
lives in the house where she grew 
up in Brookline, found herself in 
the midst of a divorce, with ‘a 
flock of children and no liquidi- 
ty.” 

“It was an anguishing time. ... 
I didn't know how to cope or what 
to do,’’ she remembered. ‘‘Final- 
ly, I stared in a mental mirror 
and wondered ... ‘What’s left of 
me, that’s still fresh and untouch- 
ed?” 

While she and a friend, who had 
helped Pollock raise her six 
children, were trying to make 
ends meets, Pollock got an idea. 
“T remembered two old dressers 
that were in the attic. I stripped 
them and sold them. I think I got 
$80 and $60 for them,’’ she said 
with a chuckle. 

Then the fun began, She spied a 
Chippendale chair in a neighbor's 
trash one day, picked it up and 
polished it with the only thing she 
had in the house — a mixture of 
Mazola corn oil and iodine! She 
sold it the next day. 

“Then I told Sunny (Crepeau, 
then friend and now production 
manager) ‘You sleep all after- 
noon. We're going out at mid- 
night every night.’ I had a roof 
rack put on the car the next day,” 
Pollock said. 

After her children were tucked 
tightly in bed, the midnight prowl

would begin. The two would comb 
the streets of the Garden City in 
her Cadillac Fleetwood, hauling 
their treasures back to her 
mother’s home in Brookline, so 
her children would remain ig- 
norant of their late night adven- 
tures. 

She began refinishing and re- 
upholstering their finds, two 
tasks she had never undertaken 
before. She found herself fre- 
quenting antique shops, asking 
dealers ‘‘How to do? How to do?” 
she said. “I approached the 
whole process as a student.”” 

She chatted about some of the

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A muzzle for 
Ald. McGrath? 


There is an interesting contrast develop- 
ing between our city and state legislative 
bodies. While the House of Represen- 
tatives has been going through a much 
publicized series of changes designed to 
open up the legislative process, Newton’s 
own 24-member legislative body, the 
Board of Aldermen, has been leaning in 
the other direction. 

Alderman Sondra Shick, from Newton 
Corner, has proposed a change in the rules 
under which the board works which, if ap- 
proved, would allow members to “‘ter- 
minate’’ the commentary of any alderman 
deemed ‘“‘offensive to the process and 
nonresponsive to the issues before the 
board.”’ 

It is a fact that Alderman Richard 
McGrath, the West Newton representative 
who is generally recognized as being the 
prime target of Shick’s proposed rule 
change, drives some people “‘up a wall.” 
But the proposal that would allow a ma- 
jority to deny the basic rights of an “‘offen- 
sive”’ minority is ‘‘off the wall.” 

Granted, when McGrath gets to wailing 
and sputtering, his bright red face the pic- 
ture of indignation, it is hard to derail him. 

Granted, he has a host of detractors and 
precious few supporters on the board. 

Granted, he is still stung from having his 
chair on the Public Facilities Committee 
pulled out from under him when a 
bloodless coup elevated Alderman Carol 
Ann Shea to the office of president of the 
board and she reallocated chairmanships 
to her supporters. 

Granted, the bulk of McGrath’s work as 
the ‘‘watchdog’” of the board has a 
decidedly negative slant to it. 

Granted, if the mayor’s office asked the 
Board of Aldermen to reaffirm its commit- 
ment to Motherhood, McGrath would in- 
form his colleagues there was more to the 
proposal than meets the eye. 

On the other side of the ledger, it must 
also be granted that McGrath takes his 
aldermanic duties more seriously than any 
of his colleagues. His flawless attendance 
record testifies to that. 

It must also be granted that, whatever 
his colleagues on the board think of 
McGrath, the city’s voters gave him the 
most votes of any alderman in the most re- 
cent city election. 

It must also be granted that, quite often, 
McGrath has a very good point to make, 
even if it is buried in a mess of verbiage 
and ‘‘pretzel logic.” As a watchdog and a 
gadfly, he has saved the city from making 
some very serious errors, the costly after- 
math of which would be paid for by the ci- 
ty’s taxpayers. 


But McGrath is not really the issue. The 
issue that has been dealt with so effective- 
ly on Beacon Hill can not escape the 
aldermen. This is not the time to facilitate 
“the fast gavel’ or to stifle debate con- 
sidered, by some, to be ‘‘offensive.”’ To- 
day’s trend is to open up the legislative 
machinery to include all participants. 


If Alderman Shick’s proposal is not 
driven down in a resounding defeat, one 
that will carry the message that such 
regressive nonsense will not be given 
serious consideration, the aldermen 
should be ready with some good explana- 
tions.

Open door

There's ferment galore at the State House 
these days, but the biggest news is George 
Keverian’s office door. 

The solid oak panel at Room 356 on the third 
floor is now refreshingly and welcomely open. 

To stroll along the corridor, to find the en- 
trance to the new House Speaker's offices 
ajar, to be smiled in and offered a hot cup of 
coffee by receptionist Maureen Hegarty and 
to see people chatting aimably in the 
anteroom is symbolic of the changes taking 
place around here. 

It hasn’t been like that since Joe McCor- 
mack left embattled Speaker Tom McGee's 
ice four years ago as chief administrative 
Ss nt. Thereafter, McGee’s enclave began 
to acquire the characteristics of a besieged 
bunker — supporters admitted, critics not 
bothering to approach, attitudes polarizing. 

Keverian is moving slowly and methodical- 
ly to take control. First order of business, 
after becoming Speaker, was putting up to 
members the task of promulgating their own 
House rules. This year, because of the reform 
movement which Keverian embraced, adop- 
ting rules has been anything but routine. A lot 
of creative thinking went into the final 
package. 

This week, Keverian unveiled his leadership 
nominees. By the new rules, these are to be 
ratified by secret ballot in party caucuses. 
This is a major departure from custom, a 
deliberate involvement of the full member- 
ship in committee assignments; previous 
speakers picked their team as only they saw 
fit.

A third change is transferring to a newly- 
formed Personnel and Administration com- 
mittee the responsibility for the physical and 
staffing needs of members. 

In one stroke here, Keverian has eschewed 
the most powerful disciplinary tool previous 
speakers had, turning on or off the spigot of 
members’ perks — office location and space, 
number and salary of aides, parking 
privileges, even access to stationery supplies. 
This divestiture of authority suggests 
Keverian has considerable confidence in 
himself. 

The status of virtually every present staffer 
in the House is in limbo till this new commit- 
tee gets to work. It will review the background

and qualifications of the hundreds of aides ac- 
cumulated over the years, though their ‘‘spon- 
sor’ may have long since departed. Watch for 
gradual but considerable House-cleaning. 

As for committee assignments, there is a 
certain sense of idealism among some who 
have rallied to Keverian’s cause. The man 
seems to have tapped a latent magnanimity; 
these particular members appear more con- 
cerned with the overall success of Keverian’s 
initiatives than with the power and prestige of 
their own assignment. 

They're human, of course, but they haven't 
demanded comittee status as the price for 
their commitment. Keverian enlisted them by 
his rationale, not by his rewards. Thus he 
takes the reins remarkably free of conven- 
tional baggage. 

You'll be seeing, reading about and hearing 
from a fresh cast of characters in the House — 
men and women who saw things Keverian’s 
way well before the tide began to turn. A cer- 
tain camaradeie has developed among them — 
and a certain battie toughness, by and large 
free of vindictiveness. 

Among those around Keverian, besides his 
closst colleague and adviser, Charles Flaher- 
ty of Cambridge who is also an administrator 
at Boston College, are Bill Mullins of Ludlow; 
Nick Paleologos of Woburn; Michael Rea of 
Billerica; Jack Flood of Canton; Mary Jane 
Gibson of Belmont; Bill Galvin of Brighton; 
Steve Karol of Attleboro; Richard Voke of 
Chelsea; Dave Cohen of Newton; Robert Cor- 
reia of Fall River. 

Some freshmen will be heard from too, even 
some Republicans. The latter, despite gaining 
four net new seats, got off to a sticky start this 
year with internecine criticism of their shab- 
by end to last year (as party to an abortive 
and self-serving rules deal with McGee).

Our frustrations yield another hero

The outpouring of support for subway gun- 
man Bernhard Goetz demonstrates the 
vigilante fantasy harbored by many crime- 
weary Americans, sociologists say. 

“There is the frustration of having the 
criminal justice system seemingly incapable 
of securing the streets and subways. People 
feel that if the government can’t do it, we have 
to fall back on our own resources,”’ said David 
Greenberg, a professor of sociology at New 
York University. 

Goetz, 37, has admitted to authorities he 
was the gunman who wounded four teenagers 
who harassed him on a Manhattan subway 
Dec. 22. 

The Guardian Angels, a group of young peo- 
ple who patrol the subways to help combat 
crime, turned over more than $1,200 they rais- 
ed for Goetz’ defense. 

Comedian Joan Rivers said she had sent 
“love and kisses” to Goetz at his Rikers Island 
jail cell, along with a promise to pay his legal 
expenses, The chairman of the New York 
State Republican Party offered $5,000. 

Youngsters who lived in Goetz’ Manhattan 
apartment building emptied their piggy 
banks, and an Argentinian national who said 
he had been mugged in 1971 appeared at the 
Corrections Department with a $50,000 check, 
offering to bail Goetz out on the spot. 

Radio and television call-in shows across 
the nation also have been flooded with calls 
from vigilante supporters. 

President Reagan was asked about the 
vigilante at a news conference and the wide 
swath cut by fear of crime has made Goetz a 
topic of conversation from Maine to Hawaii. 

“People identify with Mr. Goetz, Many of us 
have had the experience of being stopped on 
the streets and asked for money,’’ Greenberg 
said. ‘‘We would like to fight back but feel in- 
capable of doing so. We sympathize with so- 
meone who does,"’ 

“It’s a national outpouring,’ said Herbert 
Gans, a sociologist at Columbia University. 
“New York has always been a symbol of 
things people don’t like about America, The 
subways are a symbol of the stereotype of 
New York.” 

But Gans has doubts about the scope and 
depth of public sympathy for Goetz. 

“T think the sympathy for this man is a 
cheap and easy reaction — he’s the one who

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stands to go to jail,’’ Gans said. ‘In that sense, 
Mr. Goetz is just another entertainment star, 
the hero of a melodrama, non-fiction for a 
change.” 

A Daily News poll showed 49 percent of New 
York City residents surveyed approved of 
Goetz’ action, while only 31 percent disap- 
proved, 

Only 17 percent of those interviewed, 
however, said they believed Goetz deserved a 
medal for gunning down the teenagers. 

While some civil rights leaders have claim- 
ed support for Goetz was a racist reaction by 
white subway riders, the poll showed 49 per- 
cent of blacks also supported Goetz’ behavior, 
The four teenagers are black; Goetz is white. 

Greenberg said he believed public reaction 
had a racial component. 

‘Had the colors been reversed, I don’t think 
we would have had the same outpouring of 
sympathy. I think we would have had more of 
a clamoring for gun control,” he said, 





Goetz was sitting in a downtown IRT train 
when he was confronted by two of the youths. 
One asked him for a match, the time, and 
then, $5. 

“T have $5 for each of you,” Goetz replied. 
He pulled out a handgun and shot the two 
youths and their companions, who were 
seated across the car from him. 

Three of the young men were carrying 
screwdrivers, but police said contrary to 
earlier reports, the tools had not been altered 
or sharpened. 

One of the youths, Barry Allen, 19, said in an 
interview with The Washington Post that he 
and his companions had no intention of robb- 
ing Goetz but were on their way to break into 
video arcade game machines — using the 
screwdrivers to do so, Allen said he had been 
looting “‘pinball”’ machines for a year and a 
half, making as much as $500 on a good day.

To the Editor: 


I was gratified to read (Newton 
Graphic, Dec. 26) that Newton 
realtors support the teachers in the 
current contract negotiations 
Newton's excellent educational 
reputation is a primary factor that 
attracts homebuyers to our city. It 
was a major reason why my wife 
and I moved to Newton. If Newton 
is to live up to this reputation, it 
seems incumbent on us -the 
citizens of Newton- to give our 
teachers the financial and moral 
Support they deserve. 


We expect high quality education 
for our children, but we will not get 


it in the long run from digruntled 
teachers. The question at the mo- 
ment is how to pay for increased 
teachers’ salaries and still main- 
tain our vital services. 


Another result of Newton's being 
a desirable place to live and have 
one's children educated is that pro- 
perty values increase. This affects 
nearly all the homeowners, 
regardless of whether or not they 
have children in the school system. 

Yet, in recent years, the rate of 
taxation has been much less than 
the rate of property value increase. 
It seems hypocritical and irrespon- 
sible to expect to maintain an ex- 


cellent school system and other 
municipal services, which con- 
tribute directly to high property 
values, and not to have to pay for 
them. 

The only real solution to 
Newton's fiscal problem is more 
revenue, and if this means over- 
riding Proposition 2 1/2 to generate 
sufficient taxes, I'm for it. The ma- 
jority of Newton voters did not vote 
for 2 1/2 in the first place. It might 
not be necessary to override if the 
properties were taxed according to 
their full value. I have seen houses 
selling recently 20-30 percent 
higher than their 1984 assessed 
values. 


I am for economy and efficiency 
in government, but there comes a 
time when cost cutting is non- 
productive. I do not like paying for 
taxes anymore than the next per- 
son; but, at least in Newton, I feel 
that I might get some value for my 
tax dollar. At any rate, it is not be- 
ing spent on misguided missile 
systems. Newton is a wonderful 
place to live and will continue to be 
if we have a school system, a 
library and other municipal ser- 
vices we can be proud of

With her election to the board

In an effort to demonstrate the 
problems many low-income peo- 
ple are facing, Robinson invited 
four local women to talk about 
their living arrangements. They 
all have had to deal with 
numerous obstacles and barriers 
in their struggle to find housing. 
But one of them in particular is 
faced with an increasingly 
tenuous existence. 

Barbara, who asked to remain 


about,’ she charged. ‘‘They don’t 
understand that, when a tire 
blows out on your car, you have 
to make a decision whether to 
buy a new tire or something to 
eat.” 

Robinson lives in a subsidized 
unit of a mixed-income housing 
complex. On the Board of 
Aldermen, she is uniquely 
qualified to explain the problems 
and frustrations of the low- 
income. ‘I’m one of them,” she 
says proudly. ‘We get together 
and have lived together for a long 
time.” 

The obstacles low-income peo- 
ple face, she says, are more than 
financical. ‘The name of this 
game is people who don’t unders- 
tand,”’ she explains. ‘‘We wear a 
label (low-income) and we learn 
to suffer through it. Most of these 
guys (who complain) don’t 
understand that our rent is often- 
times higher than their mortgage 
payments. 

“It’s very easy for people to 
say ‘Why don’t you go 
somewhere else?’ but I was born 
and raised here in Newton — I've 
never known anything else,’’ she 
says. ‘Once you leave, you sever 
your roots and your rights as a 
resident." 

But, Robinson says, the lack of 
affordable housing has forced 
many of Newton’s oldest 


anonymous for fear of antagoniz- 
ing her landlord, lives, along with 
her husband and son, in a two- 
room, ‘“‘illegal’’ apartment. 
“We've been there since June 
and it’s been hell,’”’ she says. 
They were forced out of their 
previous home when her husband 
had a heart attack and was 
unable to continue working. They 
have been looking ever since. 


Her inability to find a decent 
home for her family has left her 
with furstration and bitterness.

residents to leave the city for less 
affluent suburbs. ‘‘There is a 
waiting list for subsidized hous- 
ing and there is no short-term 
housing available. So, how can 
you expect someone who makes 
$200 a week to pay $800 a month in 
rent?” she asked. 

Robinson admits the problem 
is simple in comparison to the 
solution. She revealed she is 
preparing an agenda for the 
Board of Aldermen that she 
hopes will solve some of the pro- 
blems. 

She has targeted the city’s “ten 
percent ordinance” for her initial 
thrust. The symbol of the city’s 
drive to make residential 
developers designate at least ten 
percent of their units for low- 
income renters needs to be ex- 
panded and updated, according 


“In Newton, it is easier to get 
housing for an animal than for 
people. If you have children, they 
(landlords) treat you like you 
she says. 


“All I'm asking for is four 
rooms," she explains, ‘‘But 
because the rents are so high, it is 
virtually impossible for us to find 
a place. I was told by one person 
that if I didn’t like it, I could go to 
the Pine Street Inn (in Boston). 
In Newton, it’s a landlord's 
gourmet dinner. He can rent 


to Robinson. However, a commit- 
tee meeting on the topic made lit- 
tle headway last week. 

But Robinson says the or- 
dinance is only one ‘‘vehicle”’ for 
increasing the housing stock. 
“People view the ten percent or- 
dinance as a viable housing pro- 
gram,"’ she said, ‘‘But it is not. 
New housing is the answer to the 
housing shortage.” 

Although Robinson 
acknowledges the city has 
generated approximately 90 units 
during the seven years the law 
has been on the books, she says it 
will require more dense develop- 
ment to accomodate all of the 
people who need housing. 

That, she admits, is the real 
problem. The opposition of most 
neighborhood groups to denser 
developments has created a

almost immediately at any price 
he wants.” 


Despite the setbacks, Barbara 
refuses to give up. She has lived 
in Newton most of her adult life. 
Her obstinance stems, not from 
concern about her own future, 
but her son’s future. 


“I want to stay in Newton 
because I know my son will get a 
good education,” she says as she 
prepares to leave Robinson’s 
apartment. ‘‘So, keep me in mind 
if you hear about a good place.”

A graduate of the Newton 
Schoo!

Carmen came within 1,444 
votes of Mann in a three-way 
preliminary challenge and then 
lost by 3,453 ballots in the 1973 
general election that saw the 
mayor capture every south side 
precinct but one. 

Harrington survived a crowded 
six-way preliminary race in 1977 
to move into the general election 
field, where Mann emerged vic- 
torious by a 3,100-vote plurality. 
Although Harrington won 10 of 
the city’s 16 north side precincts, 
Mann sealed up his re-election by 
capturing 14 of 16 south side 
precincts. 

Since then, however, astute 
financial planning has helped 
Mann deftly avoid the financial 
problems wrought on other com- 
munities by Proposition 2%, 
management that has made the 
Garden City one of the few 
municipalities in the state to end 
fiscal cycles with surplus monies 
measured in the millions of 
dollars.

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sharpened his political profile by 
assuming strong leadership roles 
in such organizations as the 
Massachusetts Municipal 
Association, the Mass.

A successful 1985 re-election 
campaign would mean a salary 
jump for Mann of almost $17,000 
to about $52,000 annually. It 
would also give the mayor an op- 
portunity to leave his mark on the 
city’s seemingly endless struggle 
to build a new main library.

political impasse on the board. 
“I'm not sure there is the 
political will on the board to ad- 
dress the problem,"’ she says. 

However, Robinson has her 
own plans for turning up the 
political heat during this election 
year. She notes that fully one- 
fourth of Newton's residents are 
considered low to moderate in- 
come and she ruminates on the 
impact they might have if they 
were organized. 

“One of the things we (the 
board) never see is people com- 
ing up to city hall and demanding 
housing,”’ she says. ‘We get all 
the abutters and all the 
neighborhood groups, but no 
tenants. What would happen, if 
all of the renters in this city show- 
ed up at Land Use (Committee) 
and said they needed housing. 

“There's too many people mak- 
ing the decisions for us. We 
should be making the decisions 


ourselves,’ she adds. ‘We can 
build a housing constituency in 
this city. It might be political 
suicide for me, but (if we suc- 
ceed) it’s worth it.”” 

As to the argument that land 
for large developments is scarce, 
she suggests the use of city- 
owned property to solve the pro- 
blem. ‘This city hasn’t made a 
real commitment; it hasn’t built 
enough housing,”’ she said. 

Robinson is afraid that if the ci- 
ty does not act to address the pro- 
blem of the low-income in the 
near future, it will lose many of 
the residents who provide its 
cultural diversity. ‘‘We’ll end up 
like a Weston or Wellesley,” she 
warned. 

A fact that is only now beginn- 
ing to dawn on the experts. ‘It 
(Newton) runs the risk of becom- 
ing more and more 
homogeneous,’’ acknowledged 
Canner.

ceedings in recent years. 

The last episode, which took 
place during the final meeting of 
1984, saw Ward 4 Alderman-at- 
Large Richard McGrath and 
Board President Carol Ann Shea 
engaged in a shouting match on 
the floor of the chamber. 

McGrath was upset with Shea’s 
decision to have committee 
chairmen record absent 
members from their meetings. 

McGrath, who has the best at- 
tendence record of anyone on the 
board, was noted as absent from 
one committee meeting while at- 
tending a public hearing. 

During debate on an unrelated 
issue, McGrath used his time to 
lambast Shea’s decision. When 
he was ruled out of order by Shea, 
he went on a 15 minute tirade 
against the policy. In all, 
McGrath was ruled out of order 
seven times, each time refusing 
to heed. ‘‘Would the president 
please explain....how I can be in 
two places at one time?’ he 
demanded. 

The standoff ended when 
several board members, led by 
Ward 5 Alderman Michael 
Malec, walked off the floor. He 
returned a short while later to 
force a suspension of the pro- 
ceedings until a quorum was pre- 
sent. “It was clear something 
had to be done to restore some 
semblance of order,’’ Malec said 
afterward, 

The incident left many 
members visibly angry and upset 
over the tone and content of 
McGrath's remarks, with several 
of those standing in the hall out- 
side the chamber clamoring for 
“something to be done,”’ and 
others for ‘‘censure.”’ Only Shick 
has ultimately proved willing to 
follow through with any of the 
suggestions that were made that 
night. 

McGrath apparently hit a raw 
nerve when, during the course of 
the battle, he verbally attacked 
Shick, and accused her of tar- 
diness at committee meetings. 

Although her response, the 
docketed item, is directed 
towards the entire board, it is 
clear it is aimed at McGrath. In 
an interview she admitted that 
her proposal was prompted by 
the events of that night. ‘‘Alot of 
aldermen are upset with

McGrath and his strategy of in- 
sult and intimidation,’’ she said. 
“I thought what he did was 


outrageous.” 
Shick’s move is certain to 
generate considerable debate 


and may, as many members 
fear, open old wounds between 
competing factions on the board. 
But she believes she has the sup- 
port to pass the measure. Ap- 
proval, she said, would require a 
simple majority vote. 

“Since I docketed the item, 
several aldermen have spoken to 
me about it. I have the feeling we 
have enough support on the board 
to pass something,”’ she said. 

When McGrath was asked his 
reaction to Shick’s proposal, he 
defended his earlier actions and 
called her proposal an obvious at- 
tempt to restrict debate and 
“prohibit certain ideas from 
coming before the board." 

He said a new rule was un- 
necessary and that the members 
already have recourse: ‘They 
can speak, they can answer the 
dialogue. Their problem is, they 
do not have the ability to argue 


their position. Rather than 
debate, they would rather pro- 
hibit comment. That is not 


democratic.”” 

McGrath questioned the rule’s 
chances for passage. But he left 
no doubt that such legislation 
might create more problems for 
the board than it would solve. 

“T would be surprised if it pass- 
ed. But if they do pass it, they will 
never invoke a rule to prohibit 
me from making my comments. 
They can bang the gavel all night 
(and I won't stop),’’ he warned. 

Legislation and Rules Commit- 
tee is scheduled to discuss the 
item early next month. Shick said 
she hoped the discussion would 
be objective but she admitted ob- 
jectivity is a precious commodity 
when it comes to the internal af- 
fairs of the Board of Aldermen.

Old hoopsters never die ...

NEWTONVILLE — It isn’t much to look 
at: an old multi-colored gym barely large 
enough for the single, smaller-than- 
regulation size basketball court it contains. 
An indoor wooden jogging track built 
overhead prevents a ball player below from 
making corner shots. 

But who cares about the limitations? Not 
these men in their 30s, some approaching 50 
who come to the Newton Corner YMCA 
every Monday, Wednesday, and Friday at 
noon to play pick-up basketball during lunch. 

This is the place where a grown man can, 
for an hour and half, play with the abandon 
of youth, and work up a sweat for a nice cold 
beer. 

“I love the extra punishment, getting 
pushed around,’’ said Boston Globe sport- 
swriter Leigh Montville of Waban who 
stands 5 ft. 8 in. 


“It’s a good release. You can yell, swear. 
Not like the newsroom. And it’s not boring 
like running,” said the 41-year-old Montville. 
“After a while people start saying they’re 
too old for this.”” And those that do, he said, 
quit to join the jogging set on the track 
above. 

After 17 years of noontime attendance, 
Montville has become one of the regular 12. 


Of that circle Warren Delaney, owner of the 
local Travel Lodge is really king, having 
played noontime ball at the Y ever since he 
graduated from the University of Notre 
Dame in 1959 where he played freshman 
basketball. 

“This is a critical decision, deciding who's 
going to be shirts and who's going to be 
skins,’’ said Delaney, peeling off his T-shirt. 
Why so critical? ‘Because it’s cold,’ he 
grins, entering the game. 

At 6 ft. 7 in., Delaney usually plays center, 
has a pretty mean hook shot, and a mean 
look on his face when a teammate misses a 
pass. There is little talking that goes on dur- 
ing the game, just enough yelling to ‘‘assist"’ 
a teammate in making a play. 

“One of the most memorable quotes I ever 
heard here,”’ said Montville, ‘‘was when one 
guy was getting ready to take a long shot. 
Another player on the team kept saying

either." Nicholson said better players prefer 
playing Friday evenings where the skill level 
is higher. 

Besides the regulars, another 40 men drop 
in now and then. They come from all walks of 
life: church pastor, school teacher, an 
undertaker who comes in after funerals. 

“We're lucky if we just have 10 (play’ 
said Nicholson. ‘Sometimes 20 guys s 
up. Then you have to just sit around, 
especially if you're on a losing team.” 

When there are extra players, losers must 
shoot a free throw after the game to deter- 
mine if they get to play in the next one. A 
game is usually the first team to make seven 
baskets. But when players are waiting, the 
game is only five baskets. 








Don Kittle, 33, who owns a cemetary 
monument company in Belmont, has made 
noontime basketball a habit for three years, 
even inthe summer. ‘‘It can get pretty bad in 
here because of the heat,’’ said Kittle, who 
says he has played one-on-one full court 
basketball for a half hour with Montville 
when no one else shows up. 





“It's an opportunity to clear the cobwebs,”’ 
says a lean and sweating Dick Carey, a 49- 
year-old Needham resident sitting out one 
game on the narrow sidelines. ‘‘It's like a 
sanity break. I feel much better all around."

Pleads innocent to 
34 larceny charges

CAMBRIDGE — A 46-year-old 
Chelsea man last week pleaded 
innocent to multiple charges of 
larceny from numerous 
businesses in Middlesex County 
including several in Watertown, 
Newton, Groton and Billerica. 

Following his recent indict- 
ment by a county grand jury, 
Charles EB. Stevens, 82 Captain’s 
Road, was arraigned in Mid- 
dlesex Superior Court on 34 
charges of larceny over $100 and 
one charge of larceny under $100. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Frances Robinson said it is alleg- 
ed that Stevens posed as a 
telephone yellow pages salesman 
while obtaining checks for adver- 
tising from businessmen 
throughout Middlesex County. 

Frances said Stevens solicited 
advertising orders in 1982 and 
1983 assuring businessmen 
delivery of the new directory ear- 


ly in 1983 but that no directories 
ever were delivered. 

Checks were made out to 
Advertising Local Yellow Pages, 
a company allegedly represented 
by Stevens who used the alias, 
Mr. Lee, according to Robinson. 

The case resulted from At- 
torney Gen. Francis X. Bellotti’s 
Consumer Protection Division 
responding to complaints from 
merchants concerning the defen- 
dant’s activities. 

According to the indictments, 
Stevens is charged with larceny 
over $100 from two Newton firms 
— C.H. Johnson Corp. and Focal 
Point Opticians — which alleged- 
ly were victimized in March, 
1983. He also is charged with 
larceny over $100 from a Water- 
town business called Sako Seto, 
an alleged incident that also oc- 
curred in March, 1983. Other 
businesses allegedly victimized 
by Stevens are located in 
Tewksbury, Wilmington and 
Carlisle.

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Estate becoming a show house 


80-year-old mansion will be transformed “i decorators this spring

DEDHAM The stately 
yellow mansion on East Street, 
Dedham with its rolling lawn and 
long straight driveway, has been 
known for years as the Endicott 
Estate.

The house is operated by the 
Endicott Estate Commission, a 
town body, but help has come 
from the Department of Public 
Works, the Rotary Club, and 
group of local citizens called the 
Friends of the Endicott Estate. 

It has been rented out for func- 
tions, used for meetings of town 
boards and commitees, and the 
Endicott Commission has even 
consented to allow beer and wine 
to be consumed on the premises 
to stimulate use. But the 
resources are not enough to pro- 
perly restore the turn-of-the- 
century mansion. 

But help may come from the 
Junior League of Boston, a non- 
profit group of women who 
specialize in doing charitable 
work. The league takes over the 
estate this month in preparation 
for the Decorators’ Show House 
and Garden Tour which will run 
from Sunday, April 28, through 
Sunday, May 19. 

Decorators will take over the 


first two floors of the mansion 
and completely refurbish 24 
rooms. 


It is the second year in a row 
that the Junior League has 
chosen a Dedham home for their 
show house. Last spring the 
league renovated a private 19th 
century home on Court Street. 
This ‘‘Show House” was opened 
to public tours, attracting some 
500 people per day through May. 
It was then put on the market. 

But the Endicott Estate will 
reamin Dedham’s. 

“We're not giving it to the 
Junior League. We just want it 
fixed up,’’ said Endicott Estate 
Commission member Virginia 
Schortmann in recent interview. 
“It's an excellent way to fix it 
up.” 

It is hoped that the 
redecorating of the building will 


go more smoothly than the 
original construction. 
A historical sketch of the 


house, provided by the Junior 
League, paints the following pic- 
ture: 

The original home on the site 
burned to the ground in 1904. The 
family of Henry Bradford En- . 
dicott was not at home when the 
home burned in January of that 
year. The house that Endicott 
had been born in 51 years earlier 
was empty. Their absence spared 
them the fiery fate of the 
homestead. 

There were three fires in 
Dedham that night. One was in 
the fire house itself and demand- 
ed the immediate attention of the 
volunteer fire department. Once 
this was doused the firefighters 
proceeded to the home of a Mr.

burglar alarm can be expensive — and such a 
system can be complicated to install. However, 
Consumer Reports’ engineers say there are 
other less expensive types of alarms that offer 
somewhat useful, if limited, protection. 

For instance, the Colorado Electro-Optics 
Lightwatch II combines a floodlight and an in- 
frared motion detector. It’s intended to alert you 
to a burglar who tries to approach your house by 
way of a darkened yard. It’s priced at $159 
without light fixtures; $179 with the fixtures. 

The unit is usually hard-wired to the electrical 
system, but installation is not beyond the 
abilities of anyone reasonably familiar with 
household wiring. 

When an intruder enters the infrared motion- 
detector’s range (an area roughly 25 feet by 40 
feet) the floodlight is triggered, illuminating the 
area. The light will remain on for a few seconds 
or for as long as 23 minutes, depending on how 
you've set the controls. 

The instructions that accompany the 
Lightwatch II say that it can handle up to 500 
watts of light. However, the engineers found that 
the light fixture bears a warning that it can han- 
dle only 150 watts. The Lightwatch II is intended 
only to shed light; it isn’t intended to be con- 





of security to an otherwise vulnerable back yard. 

THERE ARE a lot of approaches that you can 
take to protect yourself and your property. But 
adequate security is not always possible if you're 
ona trip. 

To obtain more protection when you're in a 
hotel or motel room, you might consider some 
alarms designed to warn you of an attempted en- 
try into the room. Two relatively inexpensive 
traveling alarms evaluated recently by Con- 
sumer Reports’ engineers are the Amway 
rae Door Alarm, $50, and the Emhart 154, 

Both are battery-powered units that you hang 
from a doorknob. They’re designed to sound an 
alarm whenever someone touches the knob from 
either side of the door, 

Although the Amgard is supposed to work on 
both wood and metal doors, the engineers had 
trouble adjusting its sensitivity properly when 
the unit was tried on a metal door. 

The Emhart doesn’t work on metal doors. 

Of the two devices, the engineers would recom- 
mend the Amgard. Its loud, shrill alarm sounds 
for up to a minute. The Emhart’s rather weak 
alarm sounds for only 20 seconds; it may not 
rouse a heavy sleeper. 








Tips on dressing before going out in the winter cold 


Dress warmly by layering. 
Wool is best. The outer layer 
should be windproof and water 
repellent. Be certain clothing 
does not restrict normal blood 
circulation, Clothing should allow 
some venting of moisture from 
perspiration. 

—Pull parka hood or wool cap 
down over the head to protect 
face or wrap a wool scarf loosely 
over lower half. In extreme 
temperatures wear a wool face 
mask. Make sure it does not 
block vision. 

—Wear two layers of gloves for 
warmth or dexterity when 
temperature goes below 20 F 
Layers of mittens are best in ex- 
treme cold. 

—Protective footwear should 
be roomy enough to provide in- 
sulation, Wear two layers of 
socks. 


Avoiding falls 

“Winter snow falls more than 
once,” the National Safety Coun- 
cil says in a “Winter Snow Falls” 
leaflet 

“Careful people shouldn't fall 
atall.” 

The front porch and steps are 
no place for winter sports,’’ the 
council adds with a wink, adding 

“Get rid of snow and sprinkle 
icy spots with salt or sand. Snow 
falls gently. People don’t.” 





Other tips 
Should you fall, don't tense 
up. Go limp and try to roll as you 


land 


—Avoid overexertion when 
shoveling snowl or during any 
outdoor activity. Moving around 
helps the body generate its own 
heat but overexertion can cause 
problems because cold weather 
puts a strain on the heart. 
Overexertion or even walking 
fast can increase the risk of a 
heart attack or stroke in persons 
who are not perfectly well. 

—Lookout for frostbite. At 
wind-chill equivalent 
temperatures below minus 25 F, 
exposed skin can freeze within 
one minute. White or grayish- 
yellow skin is among early warn- 
ing signs of frostbite. Others: 
stinging or tingling sensations or 
dull aches in uncovered parts of 
the anatomy. Next: numbness, 
possibly followed by blisters. 

Avoid alcoholic beverages. 
They speed up loss of body heat.

NEWTONVILLE — Two years 
ago, John McGrath, who had no 
formal training in publishing or 
journalism, decided the runners’ 
mecca had been without a 
publication long enough 
Boston Running News was born. 

McGrath and his staff, three 
full-time employees, office per- 
sonnel and a host of contributing 
reporters, began in a small office 
in Boston’s North End. When the 
magazine's office was being con- 
verted into condominiums, 
McGrath moved the magazine’s 
newsroom to his Simpson Ter- 
race home in Newtonville. 

“I like the convenience of 
working at home,’’ McGrath 
said, ‘‘but sometimes it's nice to 
get away from the office.” 

McGrath and his staff have 
been putting the magazine 
together in his home for about a 
year and a half. He thinks Boston 
area, Newton in particular, is a 
perfect base for his magazine's 
operations. 

“The hills of Newton and 
Boston are world famous,” 
McGrath said. “If you go to 
Japan and mention Boston, peo- 
ple don’t remeber the Tea Party 
but they do know the Marathon.” 

The Simpson Terrace head- 
quarters are only temporary, but 
McGrath hopes to keep the 
magazine based in Newton. 
“Newton is a nice place for us to 
be,” he said. 

Because McGrath is a New 
England runner and member of 
the Greater Boston Track Club, 
he felt that runners, like 
plumbers and doctors, should 
have their own trade journal. 

“The magazine grew out of my 
own frustrations,’ McGrath said. 
“There were no serious publica- 
tion for runners in New England. 

“What I mean by a serious 
publication is a magazine which 
has regional running informa- 
tion, calendar events, race 
results from the area, features 
and general items of health in- 
terest,’’ McGrath said. 

Originally the magazine hit the 
newsstands once a month, 
McGrath said, but he soon realiz- 
ed the staff could not keep up the 
pace they set for themselves.

of the magazine’s publication to 
once every six weeks. He and the 
staff of Boston Running News 
have published 16 editions since 
the magazine's inception. 

“The six week time frame is 
something we can deal with,” 
McGrath said.” “I have always 
been amazed by organizations 
which put out weeklies and 
dailies.” 

McGrath, who also owns a 
sports promotion business which 
is responsible for coordinating 
the fourth annual Boston Milk 
Run in April, feels that New 
England is a perfect market for 
his magazine. 

“It's an open market,’’ 
McGrath said, ‘‘There are no 
other publications like Boston 
Running News in the area.” 





McGrath intends to take full 
advantage of the vacuum that ex- 
ists in New England. In the spr- 
ing, he plans to change the name 
, of the magazine to New England 
Running and Fitness. The main 
focus of the publication will still 
be running, McGrath explained, 
but he hopes to expand its reader- 
ship to people who are interested 
in fitness, not just running. 


“Runners are doing different 
things,’’ McGrath said. ‘‘The run- 
ning boom has leveled off and 
there is a growing awarness of 
fitness as a lifestyle for in- 
dividuals, groups and corpora- 
tions.” 


During the magazine’s infancy, 


McGrath, who calls the magazine 
a “labor of love,” was concerned

with only covering the eastern 
portion of Massachusetts. He had 
no idea of the interest he was 
creating. 

“People would call from other 
parts of New England and 
ask,‘Why can’t you cover our 
event?"’’ He now has cor- 
respondents covering events and 
runners in the six-state region. 
McGrath claims Connecticut has 
become a major distribution area 
for the magazine. 

Like most publications, the 
financial success of Boston Runn- 
ing News is based on advertising 
and subscriptions. 

“We're still going through 
some growing pains like any new 
publication,’ McGrath said, ‘‘but 
by the spring of next year we 
should be over the hump and 
hopefully in the black.” 

Even though McGrath 
publishes 15,000 copies every six 
weeks, he does not think the 
magazine is out the woods yet. 

“People love it. They really 
do,” McGrath said.‘‘It’s tough to 
put together and expensive; 
sometimes we’re a little more 
ambitious than our budget allows 
us to be.””

Seniors’ Corner: 


Help for meeting 
high heating costs 


(Editor's note: This column is a regular feature compiled by the 
City of Newton's Department of Human Services. ) 

Q. What is the Heating Bill Assistance Progam? 

A. The Heating Bill Assistance Progam is a state and federally 
funded program designed to assist eligible low-income households 
meet the high cost of energy. Those with the lowest income are 
eligible for the largest benefits. 

Q, Is it too late to apply for fuel assistance this year? 

A. No, the fuel assistance program takes applications from Oct. 
15 thru April 30. 

Q. How can I apply? 

A. You can either call the Department of Human Services at 
Newton City Hall for an appointment (552-7170), the Newton Senior 
Center for an appointment (552-7178), Bob Matheson at the Nonan- 
tum Multi Service Center (965-6390), or if your a client of West 
Suburban Elder Service, you can call your case manager (969- 
0170). 

Q. What does my income have to be inorder to get help with my 
fuel bills? 

A. The fuel assistance guideline for a person living alone is a 
maximum of $8,715 per year. Allowable income for a two-person 
household is a maximum of 11,760 per year. Income refers to gross 
income from all sources, including (but not limited to) earned in- 
come, social security, SSI, unemployment compensation, pensions 
and annuities, dividends, interest of $100 dollars of more on sav- 
ings and rental income (less allowable deduction. 

Q. Just how much help will I get? Will fuel assistance pay my 
heating bills for the winter? 

A. The amount of heating assistance varies from one household 
to another. It depends on the household income and whether or not 
the applicant has a rent subsidy. The maximum benefit is $750, the 
median benefit is $500 and the minimum benefit is $325. For those 
households receiving a rent subsidy which includes a utility 
allowance the benefit is halved.

The proposal, part of a larger ef- 
fort by aldermen to address 
Garden City parking problems, 
would require residents in cer- 
tain sections of the city to get a 
“color or letter coded’’ permit to 
park in their neighborhood.

Police charged with 
selective enforcement

NEWTON — What started out 
as a seemingly harmless revision 
to the city’s parking ordinance, 
sparked a fiery debate Monday 
night as members of the Board of 
Aldermen clashed over the police 
department's selective enforce- 
ment of the overnight parking 
ban. 


Backers of the amendment to 
permit overnight parking on city 
streets between May 1 and Oct. 1, 
said it was necessary to ‘legalize 
an existing condition,”’ and to end 
the selective enforcement of the 
ban during summer months. 


The aldermanic Public Safety 
and Transportation Committee 
had given the measure 
unanimous approval earlier this 
month after Police Chief William 
F. Quinn acknowledged the 
department’s de facto policy 
towards overnight parking dur- 
ing certain months, 

“The chief (Quinn) admitted 
that, although the ordinance is 


for a year-round ban, during the 
summer months it is not a priori- 
ty to ticket overnight parking,”’ 
said PS&T Acting Chairman 
Robert Shuman. 

Shuman told the board that 
Quinn had admitted the policy 
was not “‘legally correct,’”’ and 
that a few ‘vindictive’ neighbors 
sometimes forced him (Quinn) to 
issue selective tickets. 


Ironically, Quinn has been one 
of the ban’s strongest supporters 
over the years. Previous efforts 
to pass similar legislation have 
failed, in large part, due to lobby- 
ing by Quinn.

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A day in the life of a teacher

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rounded by overhead 
projectors, typewriters and books. Though 
not really an ideal office setting, it is the only 
quiet place Cohen has to prepare next week’s 
lesson or to fine-tune questions on upcoming 
exams. 

It is a place the 13-year teaching veteran 
uses today for angry reflections on the cur- 
rent state of education. His morning, he 
says, is a sign of how teachers have become 
increasingly saturated by political and 
physical demands and a concomitant lack of 
compensation and acknowledgment. 

‘Money is not the main issue in these con- 
tract negotiations,’ Cohen says, slamming 
his fist down on the table. ‘Money is just a 
symptom of a much larger problem in 
education. 

“In the 1970s, education was where it was 
at. The job was different. I taught four 
classes, had time to get together with col- 
leagues, team teach, share ideas and grow. 
Now, I teach five classes and am also asked 
to be combination social worker, job 
counselor, father and mother.” 

Cohen flips through a notebook to reveal a 
syllabus designating assignments and class 
content for the rest of the spring semester. 
With his other hand, he marks the place in an 
updated textbook he must finish reading in 
order to keep his class on current terms. 

“This is what I do on weekends and during 
the summer,”’ he says. ‘‘When done right, 
teaching is a tiring job. You can’t do it any 
other way. You can’t let things go.” 

The problem, Cohen says, is combining the 
full-time work of researching, reading, lear- 
ning and teaching with the added duties of 
social worker and school system sustainer. 

“The pervasive attitude is bottom line,” 
Cohen says. ‘‘How things can be done most 
efficiently and the least expensively. And 
while our duties increase every year, we

watch our time, our buying power and our 
recognition decrease.” 

Cohen says the current work-to-rule situa- 
tion, which forces teachers to squeeze duties 
into a shorter work day, is a reflection of the 
general direction in which teachers are 
headed. 

“There is a discrepancy between mind and 
body,’ Cohen says. ‘As physical and 
political demands increase, other things are 
eroded. They can make us run faster, but 
they can’t make the mind go faster.”” 

George White, an English teacher who has 
been in the Newton schools for 15 years and 
is a former professor at Harvard University, 
drops in to add his thoughts about the decline 
in Newton's educational environment. 
“Schools used to be the center of 
everything,” White says. ‘‘Al Mandell (a 
former School Committee member who 
recently wrote a letter to the editor in which 
he questioned teacher concerns) used to visit 
my classroom all the time. Now you never 
see any School Committee members coming 
in. There is no participation or understan- 
ding.” 

White, Cohen and other teachers also 
decry their physical surroundings. ‘‘The 


building is filthy and today there is no heat,” 
Cohen said. “The work environment is 
dreadful.” As soon as work-to-rule ends, 
White is going to spend his own money to 
paint and brighten up his room. 

White, who traded his position at Harvard 
for the challenge of shaping the lives of 
younger students, says he would like to see 
more community involvement in schools. It 
could be done, he says, through the initiation 
of pre-school programs, allowing senior 
citizens to drop into classes and the library 
and by inviting others to join school events. 
“I don't see any reason why these things 
can’t be done,” he said. 

If something is not done soon, high quality 
teachers will not stick around, according to 
Cohen. 

“People don't realize how bad off it is,” he 
says. ‘‘We still have kids who are more 
prepared for college and teachers who are 
better than the average in the nation, but we 
are heading toward the brink of mediocrity. 
Goodwill is running thin. 

“Tf there were a rider attached to the con- 
tract from the School Committee saying they 
understood, that they would try to make up 
for the years of low pay and to look into this 
large range of issues, we would have ac- 
cepted the contract yesterday,” Cohen says. 
“Why do they have to keep language in the 
contract about using evaluations to deter- 
mine which teachers they can get rid of?” 

Cohen closes his textbook, and gathers the 
rest of his scattered belongings, among them 
a private school application one of his 
students has asked him to complete. ‘‘She 
thinks she can get something there we can’t 
give her here,’’ he says, looking at it sadly. 
“T'll probably do this at home tonight.” 

For now, however, Cohen must abandon 
depressing thoughts of declining educational 
quality and support, return to his classroom 
and try to continue what he still feels the 
strongest commitment to do, despite all of its 
perceived shortfalls — teaching his students. 


Frustrated teachers are quitting 
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Hansen appears much younger 
than his 30 years. The electric 
blue eyes of the brown-haired and 
moustached man emit the same 
spark of idealism espoused by his 
justice-wielding heroes in Don 
Quixote. 

But the former Spanish and 
Education major at William and 
Mary College is also bright 
enough to discern between false 
hopes and reality. He is leaving 
the field and job he loves most 
because he sees support for ex- 
cellence and ideas in education 
turning into an_ indifferent 
mechanism of supply and de- 
mand. 

“People don’t realize what it 
takes to keep things going,” 
Hansen says. ‘‘They ask us to 
watch for kids who are messing 
up, take attendance, monitor the 
hallways, participate in ex- 
tracurricular activities and sit in 
on committees. I started counsel- 
ing some students who were do- 
ing drugs and a couple of girls 
who thought they might be preg- 
nant. I know of some teachers 
who go out on Saturdays to do 
these things.” 

Although Hansen does not deny 
the importance of close student 
relationships and exchange trips 
to Venezuela, he does bemoan the 
fact that other added duties leave 
little time for maintaining ex- 
cellent academic standards. 

“The monitoring of individual 


students is becoming impossi- 
ble,”’ says Hansen, who had a 
couple of classes with 30 students 
recently. 

“The system is promoting 
mediocrity. People don’t realize 
what it takes to make up a good 
test. I don’t have to do that. I can 
spend an hour turning out 
something which is okay, but I 
have too much pride and concern 
for my work to do that. You are 
not recognized for what you do.”” 
Although Hansen admits that 
“money talks” and higher wage 
offers would improve the situa- 
tion, he points to lack of recogni- 
tion and community support as 
his major grievances. 

“If students are flying easily 
through their exams, and I 
realize it is due to being able to 
memorize the material and not 
linguistic ability, I might give 
them a ‘B’. Then their parents 
come down and scream to see the 
grade book, They don’t trust your 
professional ability.” 

Hansen considers himself 
lucky, because his age and 
relative freedom from a family 
and children allow him more 
rewarding and higher paying 
alternatives than those available 
to his older colleagues. 

“There is a lot of bitterness 
from people who have been here 
for a long time,” he says. ‘They 
don’t get paid well enough and 
aren't recognized either.’” 

One irony of Hansen’s switch to 
the computer field is that it may 
give him more time to pursue the

same intellectual pursuits 
formerly shared with his 
students. 

“When they told me I might 
have to work an occasional Satur- 
day, I almost laughed,’ says 
Hansen. “‘I felt like saying, ‘I 
work every Saturday anyway.’ 
They told me it was a 38-hour 
week. I don’t know what I'll do 
with myself in my free time. 

“I’m sick of hearing the argu- 
ment that we only work nine 
months out of the year,’’ Hansen 
continues, his blue eyes blazing 
indignantly. 

“As a new teacher, I got up at 
five in the morning, prepared 
from six to seven, worked from 
eight to four, then went home to 
prepare again from six to nine. 

“T squeeze the same amount of 
hours into nine months as the 
average businessman does into a 
year,” he says. ‘They can’t fool 
me if they tell me I’m not work- 
ing as hard now as then. I was in 
business for two years. And I'll 
be damned if the outside world is 
harder. Teaching is definitely the 
most demanding, time- 


consuming job I have ever had.” 

It will also be a hard one for 
Hansen to leave. 

“T will miss the people here ter- 
ribly,”” he says. ‘The faculty 

there is as good as in most col- 

\ leggs. But it won’t be that way in 
' the*future. Young professionals 

{are} not coming in anymore. 
Those who do are leaving as fast 
as they get here.” 

Hansen noted that although his 
students were saddened by the 
news of his departure, they were 
also happy to see a man with 
much talent go somewhere where 
it would be appreciated. 

“It’s a shame that the younger 
people don’t see the worth in in- 
tellectual pursuits,’ he says. 
“But it is understandable. The 
carrot has been dangling out 
there in front of teachers for 
years. But now it is rotten. Or 
maybe we just got close enough 
to see that it was plastic. 

“T’m absolutely discouraged,” 
Hansen concludes. ‘There is no 
future in this for me. I can’t take 
such low esteem for the quality 
work I do.”

Opinions differ on

Half city’s unions reach 
agreement on contract

NEWTON — The Board of 
Aldermen has approved the fun- 
ding for the first of what is likely 
to be several contract set- 
tlements in the works with the ci- 
ty’s municipal labor unions. 

A $136,279 appropriation to pay 
for the first-year 5 percent pay 
hike due members of City Hall 
Associates, the union represen- 
ting city clerical workers, passed 
easily Monday night with no 
discussion and the board’s 
unanimous approval, 

Aldermen are now awaiting an 
appropriation request from the 
executive department to fund a 
contract settlement for members 
of Local 800, the city’s largest 
municipal union. 

By a narrow 131-123 vote, the 
public works employees in Local 
800 gave their support to the ci- 
ty’s standard ‘‘five-five-one”’ for- 
mula in a session held last week 
at the Crafts Street DPW yard. 
Sixty-four workers in the 318 
member union did not vote in the 
ratification effort. 

According to Larry Zastrea, 
Local 800’s treasurer, the 
‘“‘mumbo-jumbo formula 
package’’ offered by city 
negotiators and the city’s 
premature assumption that the 


Three smaller unions, 
representing engineers, building 
inspectors and police traffic 
supervisors, are also reportedly 
ready to follow the lead of their 
municipally-affiliated col- 
leagues. 

In all cases, according to Chief 
Administrative Officer Richard 
Kelleher, the unions have either 
accepted or are close to accep- 
ting the same collective bargain- 
ing offer soundly rejected by 
teachers here. 

The agreements provide for 
two 5 percent increases in base 
wages, one effective retroactive- 
ly from July 1, 1984 and the other 
effective on July 1 of this year. 


If the city receives more than 
$1.2 million in local aid from the 
state, which should be known by 
spring, the workers will then 
receive a one-time bonus that 
would amount to a 1 percent pay 
hike, 

Teachers here have rejected 
the 5 percent first-year and 6 per- 
cent second-year pay hikes of- 
fered by the city.

City takes couple to court over zoning 


WEST NEWTON — Criminal complaints have been issued 
against the owners of West Newton home that building department 
officials claim is violating the city’s zoning ordinances. 

Newton District Court Clerk Magistrate Henry Schultz said two 
misdemeanor charges involving the house at 58 Winthrop St. have 
been lodged against Leon and Shirley Jaffe, of 32 Holman Road.

Estimated school costs over budget 


NEWTON — Anestimate of school expenditures still exceeds the 
FY '85 budget by $110,000, although it is $13,000 lower than a 
previous estimate given in October. 

Director of Budget and Accounting James E. Egan recently sub- 
mitted to the School Committee an expenditure estimate of 
$41,382,600, a figure which exceeds the FY '85 budget of $41,271,600 
by $110,000, 

Egan says that anticipated low fuel bills, in addition to frozen 
maintenance and equipment funds, will make up the deficit. 

In a memo submitted to Supt. of Schools John M. Strand, he at- 
tributes the budget changes — which amount to $13,100 lower than 
the $4,395,000 estimate of last October — to shifts in salaries, 
transportation, athletics and tuition.

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Flynn recruits Mann for bailout effort

NEWTON Boston Mayor 
Ray Flynn took his latest cam- 
paign for a _ Boston-bailout 
package to the suburbs last week 
and, in the process, recruited 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann to his 
cause. 

The stop, the first of many, is 
part of an overall plan by Flynn 
to win support for a new $45 
million tax package he has before 
the State Legislature. Flynn has 
directed his lobbying efforts 
toward municipal officials in 
hopes of engendering the 
necessary political support to win 
passage. 

He called his 
revenue package”’ an attempt to 
give ‘“‘structu relief"’ to all 
Massachusetts cities and towns.

School search ruling 


Officials react to new power

NEWTON — Reaction to a re- 
cent supreme court ruling which 
allows the discretion of school ad- 
ministrators and teach to 
govern student searches is varied 
within the ranks of both school of- 
ficials and pupils here. 

While some say it is a step in 
the right direction and an indica- 
tion that schools are regaining 
some of the disciplinary power 
they have lost in past j is 
others spot ambiguities in the r ul: 
ing’s language which they say 
could lead to potential abuse 

Last week, the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled, 6-3, that teachers 
and administrators who have 
“reasonable’’ cause to believe a 
search would reveal evidence in 
violation of school or community 
laws may take action without a 
warrant. 

The decision loosens the provi- 
sions of the Constitution's Fourth 
Amendment, which states that 
one must have ‘‘probable cause,"’ 
or sufficient evidence, in order to 
conduct searches of suspected 
persons. 

Housemaster of Newton Nor- 
th’'s Adams House Norman A. 
Gaudet said he is ‘very en- 
couraged" by the ruling, which 
he sees as a reflection of increas- 
ed court sensitivity toward the 
schools and a step toward regain- 
ing school discipline. 

“If you know something is go- 
ing on, due process places 
obstacles in the way of justice,"’ 
Gaudet said. ‘We are involved in 
a violent society where no one 
can move until something actual- 
ly happens, Now teachers will be 
encouraged by the possibility of 
more support.”’ 

School Committee Chairman 
Leonard Gentile agrees that the 
ruling will make teachers and ad- 
ministrators feel ‘‘less threaten- 
ed’’ about pursuing problems 
“In the past, people probably did 
not go ahead and search when 
they should have,’’ Gentile said, 
“This ruling will make people 
feel a little less concerned about 
lawsuits."’ 

Some students, however, say 
the ruling is vague, ambiguous 
and potentially dangerous. ‘‘It is 
generally a move in the right 
direction, but I have mixed feel- 
ings,’’ Newton South senior 
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David Pemstein said. ‘‘The use of 
the term ‘reasonable’ is very am- 
biguous and invites potential 
abuse of the ruling by teachers.’ 

Although Pemstein thinks law 
breakers should be held accoun- 
table, he says it is ‘‘difficult to 
draw the line’’ between enforce- 
ment and infringement upon stu- 
dent’s rights. ‘I don’t think there 
is a middle ground. You either 
have inhibited teachers or 
threatened students. There’s 
nothing you can do which 
ywouldn’t antagonize one side or 

anothe 
' Gentile, Gaudet and other sup- 
jporters disagree. ‘‘We have too 
'much respect for individuals”’ to 
allow abuse of the ruling, North 
Principal Marya Levenson said 

Levenson and Newton South 
Principal Van Seasholes added 
that the ruling would not make 
much difference anyway, as the 
schools have always used 
reasonable cause to follow up in- 
stances. They also say the pro- 
blem is not that big in Newton. 

“This ruling doesn’t overturn 
anything. It simply clears up the 
policies,"’ Newton Police Lt. 
James O'Donnell concurred. 
“Searches were always a grey 
area, This case addresses exact- 
ly how far schools can go."’ 

“In 16 years, I don’t recall any 
occasion where we had sufficient 
evidence to search a locker or 
student,'' Housemaster of 
South’s Wheeler House Robert S. 
Wicks said. ‘And it is my feeling 
that parents here don’t want a 
rigid system, We've tended to 
take a degree of sloppiness in ex- 
change for humane relation- 
ships."’ 

Wicks says the ruling might do 
some damage to the system, 
however, as it could try to make 
schools accountable in a way 
they are not able to be. ‘‘Parents 
in the community might 
‘Now you have a law, so why 
you still have drugs in 
lockers?’ Wicks said. 

Matthew Green, co-director of 
the Newton Youth Alcohol pro- 
gram, says the ruling may be too

The seat belt law 


Soon, it is certain, Massachusetts will be 
deciding whether to join New York and 
other states with a mandatory seat belt 
law. Just introduced, the New York law 
has stirred enough controversary to put a 
repeal movement in the works. But the 
trend across the nation is on the af- 
firmative side. 

This state is among the more safety con- 
scious in the U.S. It already has a seat belt 
law on the books which requires children 
under five to be afforded such protection. 
That age provision might be significantly 
increased even before a Massachusetts 
Seat Belt Coalition pushing for the total 
statewide requirement gets to the crucial 
stage. 

Over in New york, a small group of 
senators has mounted a fight against the 
mandate to buckle up on two main 
premises. They believe it is an infringe- 
ment of personal prerogative and are 
skeptical about its efficacy in reduction of 
highway fatalities. 

On both sides, the arguments aren’t per- 
suasive. It has been well established under 
law that operating a motor vehicle is a 
privilege, not a right, subject to regulation 
in the public interest. Any statutory com- 
pulsion will hold up, therefore. With rare 
exceptions, accident statistics cited by 
reliable sources show belt usage cutting 
the death toll. 

Auto owners are under the threat of ex- 
pensive seat belt installation after 1987 if 
mandatory seat belt laws aren’t in place in 
two-thirds of the states. But that shouldn’t 
be the compelling reason. We believe a 
Massachusetts law for all will save lives. 
Non-use by more than 80 percent gives it 
special priority. 


Fixed camera 
folly in House 


Among other items in the attempt to 
recast himself as a public servant of 
stature, House Speaker Tom McGee open- 
ed the chamber to television. The result is 
an exercise in utter boredom after the 
novelty quickly wears off. It costs the tax- 
payers $1.5 million annually, a sum which 
could be better spent elsewhere. 

In crafting the arrangement with Chan- 
nel 44, McGee forced a focusing of the 
camera at all times on the speaker’s 
rostrum or the podium at which members 
stand to address the body. 

“Most of what comes through on the pre- 
sent coverage is propaganda,” says the 
Massachusetts Newspaper Publishers 
newsletter. The reference is to the ‘‘hand- 
ful of irrepressible performers’? who 
posture and pontificate before the fixed 
camera in gavel-to-gavel telecasts. 

In the first place, the assignment of 
coverage to one outlet brings up a question 
of First Amendment infringement which 
should be tested. Even more so was the 
proposition that commercial TV stations 
be invited to pay $10,000 for the privilege. 
The fixed focus stipulation is preposterous. 

Television access should be open to all 
news cameras, print and electronic media 
both, particularly when the major issues 
are being discussed. George Keverian, the 
new House speaker who is doing some im- 
age building of his own, wisely threw out 
the $10,000 sales option once in control. He 
would do well to make changes aimed at 
wider public exposure.

Dissecting teachers’ jam

A recent Newton Graphic opinion article, 
purporting to ‘‘set the record straight’’ on con- 
tract negotiations between the Newton School 
Committee and the Newton Teacher’s 
Association instead manages to distort basic 
facts and ignore the central issue at stake. 

As a former School Committee member who 
shares Newton’s strong community support 
for a continuing and excellent public school 
system, I would like to correct some of the ar- 
ticle’s inaccuracies and focus attention on the 
kind of compensation and recognition the City 
of Newton must offer to attract and retain a 
first-rate teaching staff for its public schools, 


The article implies that the average Newton 
teacher’s salary of $27,500 for 37 weeks of 
work is equivalent to a $40,000 salary for the 
standard professional work year of 48 weeks. 
Unfortunately, the only way this theoretical 
notion could become a fiscal reality would be 
for the ‘“‘average”’ teacher to earn $12,500 dur- 
ing the summer break, a period of 10 weeks at 
most. 


Surely, the author, former School Commit- 
teeman Alvin Mandell, does not believe that 
part-time summer jobs, paying over $1,200 
per week (or an annual rate of over $60,000 per 
year) are available for 753 full-time Newton 
teachers. The truth is that teachers who do 
find summer employment earn only a modest 
supplement to their teaching salary. 
Therefore employer and employee must start 
negotiations from the basic premise that 
teacher’s income consists esstentially of what 
can be earned during the school year. 


A more crucial question is whether the 
average teacher’s salary of $27,500 is ap- 
propriate in a community like Newton where, 
in 1980, average family income of $38,401 was 
the highest among the nation’s 250 largest 
cities. The question takes on added 
significance in view of the fact that 76 percent 
of the veteran Newton staff is at maximum 
salary. 


Therefore $27,500 does not represent a stan- 
dard average of salaries, but is much nearer 
the actual ceiling of the Newton pay scale. 


In addition, the rise in teachers’ salaries has 
not kept pace with the rate of inflation in the 
years since I left the School Committee in 
1975, and thus Newton’s teachers have ex- 
perienced erosion in purchasing power over 
this time. The net compound increase 4n 
teacher salaries between 1976 and 1984 was

70.61 percent, while the net compound in- 
crease in the Consumer Price Index during 
that period was 94.75 percent. We should ask 
what message Newton’s salary rates convey 
about the community’s recognition for the 
professional training and personal investment 
required of a good career teacher. Such ques- 
tions should be addressed thoughtfully rather 
than dismissed with statistical tricks. 

The article also claimed that a certain 
number of the teachers’ “fringe benefits’’ are 
uniquely adventageous to teachers, leaving 
the implication that these benefits should help 
compensate for low salaries. To my 
knowledge, there has been no change in the 
teachers’ benefits since I served on the School 
Committee; to now urge that these benefits be 
considered as offsetting the erosion in teacher 
salaries is fallacious. 

Moreover, there is no evidence that the total 
value of teachers’ benefits is out of line with 
the total value of benefits available to many 
other categories of workers. In fact, despite 
Mr. Mandell’s call for ‘‘full disclosure,” his 


discussion of the benefits falls far short of that 
goal. For example, he mentions, “unlimited 
accrual of unused sick days from year to 
year” in conjuction with “payment at retire- 
ment for a certain number of these unused 
sick days,” but he does not disclose that such 
a payment is limited to a maximum of $1,000. 
At current per diem rates, this comes to less 
than two years worth of accrued sick days. 


While I could continue to challenge Mr. 
Mandell’s misleading presentation of such 
issues, I would prefer to focus, instead, on 
what really needs to come out of sucessful 
contract negotiations and their impact on the 
future of the Newton schools. 


Reasonable compensation, job security, 
adequate support services and opportunities 
for advancement and renewal for teachers 
are basic components in maintaining the kind 
of school system Newton citizens have sup- 
ported in the past and want to continue in the 
future. But more than teachers’ salaries are 
at stake. A variety of support systems - train- 
ing and supervisory consultation, sabbaticals, 
opportunities to attend conferences and 
assistance for specialty teachers - programs 
which have served to re-equip and re- 
invigorate the teaching staff, have all been cut 
back. 


Not only have such programs been cut, their 
usefulness has been increasingly questioned 
or minimized. Under these circumstances, 
Mr. Mandell’s proposal to effect savings by 
further increasing pupil-teacher ratios, if 
adopted, could well bring an already besieged 
profession and school system perilously close 
to the breaking point. It is an omnious sign 
that Newton teachers have voted to reject the 
contract package presented to them. 


I do not underestimate the financial con- 
straints of the city, nor do I wish to second- 
guess the responsible and hard-working 
Newton School Committee members who 
have the difficult task of finding a solution. 
But as someone who has participated in 
negotiations and who is representative of the 
citizens who strongly support good schools in 
Newton, I would stress the absolute necessity 
of providing appropriate working conditions 
for teachers in order to prevent the decline of 
the school system. Ultimately there is no 
other viable choice.

It's ‘a dangerous time’ for Newton teachers 


Dear Editor: 


In a recent issue of the Graphic, 
you ran an editorial entitled ‘‘War- 
ning Teachers,” and an article by 
Alvin Mandell entitled ‘‘Straight 
Talk to Teachers,”’ 

Your editorial writer and Alvin 
Mandell premised their articles on 
the apparent “fact” that our work 
schedules are shorter than those in 
other professions, Mandell made 
the point with skewed statistics, 

He writes, ‘information 
available to me...indicates that 
junior and senior high teachers 
work about 30 hours a week.” 

Let me make contradictory in- 
formation available, Thirty hours 
is time spent in our buildings, Add, 
please, a conservative average of 
two hours per day, weekends in- 
cluded; that brings it to 45 hours 
per week 

This teacher, no more conscien- 
tious than most, just spent the 
equivalent of four working days 
this past Christmas reading 
papers, planning lessons and 
writing a stack of college recom- 
mendations. 

Mandell should know better, but 
he muddles pupil-teacher ratio 
with pupil-staff ratio, A pupil- 
teacher ratio of 18.4 percent would 


be sheer heaven, I haven't met a 
social studies class of less than 25 
in at least seven years. 

I do not wish to quibble further 
about Mandell’s cost accountant’s 
approach to something as per- 
sonal, as intangible and as far- 
reaching in its effects as good 
classroom teaching. When a piece 
of art is sold, we do not figure its 
worth on the price of the paints, the 
canvas and the time that went into 
its production, A piece of music is 
not priced on the basis of ink and 
paper. But teachers, according to 
the conventional wisdom of the 
Graphic and Mandell, are worth 
nothing when they are not perform- 
ing in the classroom. 


For almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury, I have liked my work. I have 
enjoyed my colleagues and (with 
an occasional exception) my 
students. I revere my school. What 
I don't like is being “salted down” 
with stingy contracts by a city 
which, sooner or later, will get ex- 
actly what it pays for. 

Our purchasing power has been 
decimated over the past decade: 
discouragement will breed poor 
perfromance. To quote Dorothy 
Parker, ‘Slipping is crash’s law.”’ 

Work-to-rule? I hate it. Everyone 





of us does, Maybe we have done a 
poor job in making our case heard, 
but the Graphic, in its astonishing 
editorial, '’ Warning to Teachers,” 
admonishes its readers not to be 
misled by letters presumably 
chosen by the same editor who 
“warns teachers,”” 

It is a dangerous time for us. We 
need help convincing the mayor 
and the School Committee that a 
great faculty will wither if this 
strife continues.

No recourse 
for teachers 


Dear Editor: 
A letter concerning our teachers’ 
contract stalemate appeared in 
your Jan. 9 edition. It contained a 
glaring error and this is submitted 
to correct the record for the benefit 
of your readers, 


The writer (who was granted 
anonymity) alleged that Newton’s 
teachers are “getting full salary, 
but are not working full-time.” 
Since they “have not been earning 
their full salaries this year,” the 
writer concluded, they “do not 
deserve extra pay for a reduced 
work load.” 


If Newton teachers were to 
withold any service for which they 
are paid, that action would con- 
stitute a strike. It is illegal for 
teachers in Massachusetts to strike 
and, until all else fails, our staff is 
loathe to violate the law. Newton 
teachers have been witholding 
voluntary services. These volun- 
tary services may have had a rela- 
tionship to classwork, and clearly 
they have provided enrichment op- 
portunities and experiences for our 
students. Indeed, they have con- 
tributed to the acclaimed excep- 
tional quality of public education 
here in Newton. But the une- 
quivocal fact that these activities 
are part and parcel of neither our 
curricula nor our contractual 
responsibilities, 

It is most unfortunate that some 
students may miss some of these 
experiences, It is most unfortunate 
that teachers have been driven to 
take this drastic step. And it is un- 
fortunate that the laws and courts 
of the commonwealth give angry 
and frustrated teachers no other 
recourse 

But Newton is now fortunate to 
have a selflessly dedicated, 
capable and professional teaching 
staff. We are proud of our singular 
contribution to Newton's record of 
educational leadership. We trust 
that, along with us, the community 
wishes to see this record continued 
into the future. We therefore con- 
tinue to hope and work for a pro- 
mpt and fair settlement of the con- 
tract issue. Only then can we truly 
get on with our business of adding 
new chapters to Newton's record of 
educational excellence

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Quality education threatened 


Dear Editor: 


I strongly support quality 
education. I can not support 
public education which lacks 


quality. My children presently at- 
tend an elementary, a junior high 
school and a high school in 
Newton. 

Each of my chidren is receiv- 
ing an education of the highest 
quality from teachers who are 
both competent and dedicated, 
and whom I greatly respect and 
appreciate. 

However, I am very distressed 
at the current contract impasse 
between the NTA and the School 
Committee/city administration 
and the teachers and students 
alike. The current situation br- 
ings back the memory of two 
years ago and raises the spectre 
of facing a similar situation in 
another two years. Quality public 
education will not survive in 
Newton if we must face a con- 
tractual crisis every two years. 

Neither side involved in the 
struggle is clearly wrong, selfish 
or dealing in bad faith. The 
School Committee and city ad- 
ministration must be cognizant of 
the budgetary constraints facing 
the city - they can not spend more 
money than is available. The 
teachers are entitled to a 
reasonable standard of living for 
themselves and their families. 

In the Jan. 8 issue of the Boston 
Globe, it was reported that in 1983 
a family of four living in 
Metropolitan Boston needs to 
spend $31,500 to support itself on 
what the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics considers an im- 
termediate budget. The current 
level of teachers’ salaries is not 
too high - the teachers’ requests 
for salary increases are 
reasonable, 

The root of the problem ap- 
pears to be that the revenue in- 
creases available to the city are 
not sufficient to compensate fair- 
ly our present teachers or attract 
new teachers of comparable 
quality in the future. Further- 
more, were it not for the buffer- 
ing effect of declining enroll- 
ment, the shortfall between 
available revenues and costs of 
education would be many times 
more than the $250,000 to $300,000 
annual difference now seperating 
the School Committee and NTA. 

What is the answer? I believe 
the first step is to reaffirm, une- 
quivocally, our community’s 
desire to maintain the quality 
educational system which has 
been built in Newton over a 









period of many years. Fortunate- 
ly, we are starting with a system 
which is at or near the top by any 
standards. We must consider 
priorities and conclude (as our 
parents and grandparents did) 
that the strength of our society 
and security of our future is bas- 
ed upon education - education of 
the highest quality possible made 
available to all. 

Quality education is the foun- 
dation upon which our country is 
built. If revenues are not suffi- 
cient, our choice is to find a way 
to raise revenues or let our 
educational system deteriorate. 
Is this really a choice? 

We must continue to be mindful 
of the burdens of increasing 
revenues. Perhaps some money 
can be found by saving in other 
areas of the city’s budget. Even- 
tually, however, tax increases 
will have to reflect fair and 
reasonable salary increases for 
our teachers and other city 
employees. 

Our Mayor, Board of Alderman 
and School Committee face a dif- 
ficult task. Their leadership will 
have a great impact on the future 
of all of us and on future genera- 
tions. I hope they will take a 
strong stand in favor of quality 
education in Newton, and that 
public education in Newton will 
continue to serve as a model for 
other communities throughout 
our country. 

Although I strongly support 
Newton's teachers, I have one 
suggestion relative to the im- 
plementation of ‘‘work to rule.” 
Work to rule is significantly im- 
pacting our children’s education. 
While I understand the teachers’ 
need to attract community atten- 
tion and sympathy to their cause, 
I believe that teachers have a 
responsibility to consider the ef- 
fect of each individual decision to 
withold services rather than to 
make a_ blanket decision to 
withold all voluntary services. 

Exceptions can and should be 
made where warranted by par- 
ticular facts. For example, the 
senior class has worked hard for 
almost 12 years. Is it fair or 
necessary that long-anticipated 
senior class activities be cancell- 
ed? 

I urge teachers to consider a 
more flexible approach in order 
to minimize the unfairness in- 
herent in impacting a few 
students who are not responsible 
for the current problem.

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Quality education overrated Board beleaguers democracy 


In certain skills development 
areas, the fruits of homework re- 
quire time-consuming teacher 
thought and correction not easily 
accomplished during the 8-3 p.m 
school shift. It is in these skills 
area where ‘‘Work-to-Rule” has 
done its damage. 


Such damage rears its ugly 
head during January, known as 
college application time for 
seniors applying to selective 
private colleges. All applicants 
are required to write a variety of 
essays, such as describing a most 
influential person/experience in 
one’s life or to elaborate on an 
important personal event. 


As a parent asked to critque 
my son’s final drafts, I have been 
appalled by his frustrating strug- 
gles and by the products of his 
hard-driven, earnest efforts. I 
know this boy as a proud, sen- 
sitive, bright boy who applies 
himself to his studies. He has 
received good grades and the 
respect of his teachers, including 
those of his Curriculum I English 
Classes. 






His thoughts and activities are 
analytical,, abstract, often 
sophisticated - well beyond what 
I hear of many other 18-year-old 
youngsters. Despite this rave 
review, I know that my son is not 
“verbally gifted’’, and thus is one 
student who requires solid, 
ble instruction in all expres: 
areas. 


What have I discovered in 
these college essay drafts? For 
one, they surely do not accurate- 
ly depict who he really is and 
what he stands for. Instead, what 
shoots out at the reader is a lack 
of precision and organizational 
technique, a host of run-on 
sentences, strings of inap- 
propriate jargon and an aura of 
pomposity and superficiality. 


I know that these writing 
weaknesses seem minor, when 
compared to products of many 
other Newton students who can 
barely string thoughts together in 
paragraph form. Still, in my 
book, the errors and style of my 
son’s essays are telltale signs 
that he does not know how to 
write, rewrite and edit to final, 
polished product. 






I have puzzled and probed 
about how this bright, sensitive 
boty has gone through 13 years of 
Newton education, and yet ended 
up so deficient in written ex- 
pressive abilities.

Concensus breeds resentment 
of any threat to it. Therein lies 
the danger to democracy. Accord 
may be more pleasant and effi- 
cient, but clearly it is not more 
tic 
al power, however well- 
intentioned, requires chee! nd 
restraints. When the minc is 
sizeable, dissent is accepted, 
whatever its tone. If it takes the 
form of a gadfly, the majority 
may focus and personalize its ir- 
ritation. Sometimes that irrita- 
tion translates into extreme per- 
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sonal measures (Socrates was 
forced to drink hemlock), 
sometimes extreme political 


measures, such as regulating the 
offending member to ig- 
nominious isolation 

If Alderman McGrath's dissent 
is ‘offensive’ or uncivil, he has 
the breadth of democratic tradi- 
tion on his side. Members of the 
Canadian and British 
Parliaments mercilessly 
harangue one another and their 
Prime Ministers. Debate in our 
own Senate and House of 
Representatives can be searingly 
vituperative. 

The majority may rule, but it is 
not necessarily right; and it 
harms itself, the people and 
democracy in attempting to stifle 
dissent, however ‘‘offensive’’ it 
may deem the challenge.

nel and their need to concentrate 
on more important “priorities” 
during the summer and early 
fall, while still maintaining the 
ability to clear the streets of cars 
during winter plowing emergen- 
cles. 

Monday night, supporters of 
the five-month reprieve, led by 
Alderman Michael Malec, used 
those arguments as justification 
for changing the ordinance. 

“It is a change that conforms to 
present practices,” said Malec, 
the amendment’s sponsor. “‘It is 
much healthier than having the 
laws abused."” 

That sent Alderman Edward L. 
Richmond into a fit of anger. He 
ed that the revision was a 
“major change” in the city’s 
parking policy and would under- 
mine the purpose of the original 
ban. 

He said residents were opposed 
to the amendment and asked the 
board to recommit the item to 
PS&T for further discussion. 

But supporters of the measure 
were prepared for the motion and 
moved quickly to blunt Rich- 
mond’s arguments. After several 
parlimentary moves by Rich- 
mond were defeated, he was fore- 
ed to fall back on the ‘charter 
motion” to delay final action, but 
not before some heated debate. 

Alderman Bruce Carmichael 
claimed the change was long 
overdue. ‘This item has been ful- 
ly discussed in the past. The only 
difference is that the chief 
(Quinn) has not opposed it this 
time. Frankly, I am glad to see 
the chief is coming around and 
will not be selectively enforcing 
the law anymore,” he said. 

That led Alderman ;Matthew 











Jefferson to ponder Quinn's 
change of heart. “The chief has 
said this law is helpful. I don’t 
know why he is now changing his 
mind,” he said. Jefferson said 
the ban had been on the books too 
long to change it. 

Alderman Rodney Barker 
followed with some dire warnings 
on the impact of the amendment 
“We shouldn't open the 
floodgates to parking for the 
summer. (If we change the 
policy,) there could be hundreds 
and hundreds of cars parking all 
summer long,” he said. 

“It's not a policy change - 
policy is what the chief does,” 
countered Alderman Richard 
Bulwinkle. ‘‘What he’s doing is 
ignoring the law. What we (the 
board) are doing (if we refuse to 
pass this) is saying, ‘fine,’”’ he 
added. 

Selective enforcement by 
police prompted several com- 
plaints from angry residents, ac- 
cording to Alderman George 
Mansfield. ‘‘Some of these people 
have charged police with 
discriminating against them,” he 
explained. 


Alderman Paul K. Daley said 
the department's enforcement 
practices were ‘'50 percent of the 
problem.” He related a story 
about how a friend’s car, that had 
been the subject of a neighbor’s 
complaint, was ticketed, while 
several other illegally parked 
cars in the immediate vicinity 
were not tagged. 


That left Alderman Ronald 
Marini to inject his perspective 
into the debate. ‘‘We should not 
be making laws according to 
what the police do ... We make 
the laws,” he said. ‘Either we 
revoke the laws or force the 
police to enforce the policy.”” 


Sticker parking is 
being considered 
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might want to test the concept 
through a “‘pilot project’ on the 
streets bordering Boston College. 


“Try it out in Chestnut Hill,” he 
said. ‘Especially before the start 
of the football season. Between 
the students, businessmen and 
sports fans we have a serious pro- 
blem up there.”” 

Other problem areas mention- 
ed during the meeting included 
the residential neighborhoods 
surrounding Newton Centre’s 
business district and the 
commuter-clogged streets of 
Newton Corner. 

Details of the plan are still 
sketchy, But based on the sub- 
committee's discussion, a rough 
outline of the process emerges, 

The board would create several 
zones throughout the city, 
However, residents from a 
specific neighborhood would 
have to petition the board before 
it would be implemented in their 
area. Certain streets or parts of 


streets would be designated 
strictly for resident parking. 
Residents within the zones would 
have to purchase, for a minimum 
fee, a color or letter-coded 
sticker for each of their cars. 
Cars parked illegally would be 
ticketed. 

The subcommittee noted that 
similar systems are in use in 
Boston, Cambridge, Brookline 
and Somerville. The constitu- 
tionality of permit parking has 
been upheld by both the Mass. 
Supreme Judicial Court and the 
U.S. Supreme Court, according to 
members. 

However Mansfield said 
several legal questions remain 
unanswered and that the subcom- 
mitte is still discussing options. A 
second meeting is scheduled for 
later this month. 

“At this point everything is 
very tentative,” he said. ‘‘But, 
we hope to have something in 
place before the summer so peo- 
ple can begin the petition pro- 
cess, especially in Chestnut Hill 
before the start of school at 
Boston College.” 


Discrepancies in pact costs

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50 units of mixed housing proposed

NEWTON CENTRE The 
Newton Community Develop- 
ment Foundation (NCDF) has 
floated a proposal to build as 
many as 50 new, low and 
moderate-income housing units 
in a Newton Centre 
neighborhood. 


Although he said all plans are 
still “very tentative,” NCDF 
Director Rick Bohn admitted 
that a proposal for developing a 
5-acre site at 600 Beacon Street is 
under consideration. The group, 
however, has yet to make a for- 
mal offer on the privately-owned 
estate, he said. 


“We're still kicking it around,”’ 
Bohn said, adding that NCDF haa 
also looked at several other pro- 
perties in the city. He refused to 
discuss the state of negotiations 
over purchase of the site but he 
commented, ‘‘If we don’t buy it 
(and develop it), someone else 
will."" 

If constructed, the project 
would be the fourth developed by 
the private, non-profit develop- 
ment group. NCDF currently 
owns and manages three other 
housing sites in the city, in- 
cluding: 50 units of mixed- 
income housing at The Hamlet, 
43 elderly apartments at the 
Casselman House and 75 mixed- 
income units in the former Weeks 
Jr. High School. 


News of the latest proposal 
comes on the heels of moves by 
several Newton Centre 
neighborho»d organizations to 
limit new developments in the 
area, A new association was 
formed last week to fight traffic 
and parking problems in the one 





square mile area surrounding the 
business district. The property at 
600 Beacon Street falls within 
that perimeter, 

The property is currently zoned 
for single-family residential 
housing, according to Bohn. He 
said NCDF would be looking at a 
“bigger development,’ and 
would seek a change in zoning 
from the Board of Aldermen, if 
they went ahead with the project. 


“Tt might be rental units or it 
might be condominiums, but it 
would be housing affordable 
housing,’’ he explained. Twenty 
percent of the units would be 
reserved for the low-income 
tenants, he said, and the rest 
would be sold or rented for mixed 
or moderate-income housing. 


Bohn admitted he has floated 
the idea of the project before the 
aldermanic Land Use Committee 
but he refused to speculate on the 
board’s willingness to approve 
such a project. However, if the 
board rejected their proposal, 
Bohn said, they have the option of 
going to the state Executive Of- 
fice on Communities and 
Development for the necessary 
approval. 


Planning and Development 
Director Barry Canner confirm- 
ed that a developer can bypass 
the Board of Aldermen, and go 
directly to the state, for authority 
to build low and moderate in- 
come housing if less than 10 per- 
cent of a community's housing 
stock qualifies as low income. 
Newton is one of those com- 
munities, he said. 


“They can’t go straight to the 
state. They have to go before the 
Zoning Board of Appeals first,” 
Canner explained. “But they (the 
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Board of Appeals) have little 
basis to deny a_ permit. 
Therefore, it is usually in the 
community's best interests to put 
conditions on the development.”’ 

But Bohn denied NCDF would 
attempt to bypass the board. 
“Our policy has always been to 
try and work through the Board 
of Aldermen,”’ he said. ‘‘We try to 
be very flexible ... we would try 
and meet any conditions they 
(the board) put on.” 


Word of the proposed project 
came as a surprise to many 
residents. Ward 6 Alderman-at- 
Large Rodney Barker told the 70 
members of the newly-formed 
Newton Centre association about 
the proposal last week. The group 
was unaware of the plan and 
reacted with dismay when 
Barker mentioned ‘50 to 70 new 
condominiums’’ in the 
neighborhood. 


“T suspect people will be upset 
because it would be a very in- 
tense development,”’ Barker said 
ina later intervie A lot of it is 
concern over density,’”’ he added. 


Newton Centre Neighborhood 
Association President Tom 
Paulini confirmed Barker’s 
prediction when asked about the 
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plan. He cited the increased traf- 
fic and intensity of use the units 
would bring to the area. 


“Does anyone think Newton 
Centre can take that kind of 
pressure?" he rhetorically ask- 
ed. ‘The answer is a resounding 
no. I shudder to think what will 
happen.”’ 


Paulini questioned NCDF's in- 
terest in Newton Centre, saying 
that all of their previous projects j 
were also built in the area. He 
said his association would like to 
see how the foundation manages 
the ‘‘Week’s project” before 
reacting to their latest proposal. 


Bohn defended NCDF’s record 
and said that he ‘‘doesn’t want 
people to think they zeroed in on 
their neighborhood.’’ He said 
that, as a community group, | 
NCDF has not tried to ‘‘hide”’ 
their interest in the property and 
that they have no ‘‘secrets.”’ 








He said the foundation tries to 
address the concerns of 
neighborhood residents but that 
it is oftentimes ‘‘difficult.’’ He 
adds: “If we waited until 
everybody was in agreement, we 
would never have built 
anything.” 
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_Development at Corner detailed 
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Morris emphasized that Turchon’s plans, 
unlike those involved in developer Ronald M. 
Druker’s neighboring One Newton Place 
project, call for new construction that is con- 
siderably less than what can be built on the 
site by right 

By-right development, the maximum 
allowable under city zoning and building 
code restrictions, would allow a four-story 
structure of about 115,000 square feet to be 
built the length of the block behind the pre- 
sent building, he said. The proposed develop- 
ment encompasses about half that square 
footage

Turchon, whose family has owned the 
building for nearly 40 years, will ‘‘probabiy 
seek historic designation” of the Washington 
Building’s facade so that the exterior can be 
restored to its original look, according to 
Morris. 


The new four-story office building to be 
built at a seven-and-half-foot setback to sur- 
rounding property lines will be connected to 
the existing structure by an atrium and 
could house as many 10 tenants, he said

Gateway Center built on air rights over the 
highway has been the most sought after 
commercial property in the city. 

Neighbors had little to say about the first 
phase of developer Ronald M. Druker’s One 
Newton Place project after the Board of 
Aldermen objected to the size of a proposed 
project that would include commercial and 
residential space. The “‘by-right’’ construc- 
tion of purely commercial space is expected 
to be completed in the spring and the second 
phase of Druker’s plans for the area will be 
announced soon after. 

According to Dr. Frederick C. Whoriskey, 
NCNA's current moderator, the 
neighborhood group has ‘‘had no formal con- 
tact’? with officials at Homes, Inc., the 
Washington Street real estate brokerage 
firm that has asked a state agency for $7.4 
million in industrial revenue bonds for con- 
struction work on the Washington Street 
block between Bacon and Peabody streets. 

Whoriskey said neighbors intend to voice 
their concerns about the Homes, Inc., pro- 
ject at their Jan. 30 meeting — after they 
finishing discussing developer Jack Antara- 
mian’s plans for new construction at a 400 
Centre St. lot, across the Mass. Pike from 
the Homes, Inc., site. 

Recently, officials representing Antara- 
mian presented scaled-down renderings of 
their plans for the site to a NCNA task force 
meeting at the Eliot Church and it was clear 
that the developer had acceded to many of 
the neighborhood's concerns. 

Although Antaramian could, by right,

build a 54,000-square-foot office building and 
two two-family homes on the Centre Street 
site behind the city’s main library, he is now 
considering a project that would bring a 
three-story, 38,000-square foot structure and 
12 condominium units to the area. 

The plans presented to the task force call 
for an elongated building that would house 
offices and a small retai] establishment to be 
constructed with frontage along Centre 
Street, near the area’s highly used MBTA 
bus stops. The structure would be cut in half 
by an enclosed pedestrian walkway and 
would include new shelters for bus riders.

NEWTON — The city’s well- 
documented shortage of af- 
fordable housing surfaced Mon- 
day night as the undeniable 
“cause celebre’’ of the city’s 1985 
aldermanic election. 

During a 242-hour-long tangent 
from the issue of the best reuse 
for the former Oak Hill School, 
the Board of Aldermen par- 
ticipated in what Alderman 
Richard J. Bullwinkle aptly 
described as ‘ta symposium on 
housing.”” 

Not surprisingly, the only 
aspect of this burgeoning issue 
aldermen were able to agree on 
was the need to create housing, 
but they could not come to a con- 
census on where, when, how or 
what kind of housing should be 
built. 

The weight the housing issue 
holds in election year politics was 
amply demonstrated by the fact 
that 16 of the 23 legislators pre- 
sent rose to speak on a motion 
that had failed soundly in com- 
mittee only four days before. 

Alderman Matthew Jefferson 
opened Monday night's discus- 
sion by reviving the same hous- 
ing proposal defeated by a 7-1 
vote during last week's Real Pro- 
perty Reuse Committee delibera- 
tions and asking that it be 
substituted for the committee’s 
private school recommendation. 

Jefferson, who said he was not 
against a private school reuse for 
the Oak Hill, urged his colleagues 
to ‘look beyond” the parochial, 
“easy, non-controversial’’ deci- 
sion of returning a school to 
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where a school had been located 
before. 

Although his motion eventually 
failed by a 17-6 vote, Jefferson's 
suggestion compelled his col- 
leagues to take to the stump on 
the issue. 

Despite ‘ta great deal of sym- 
pathy and respect’’ for Jeffer- 
son’s idea, Alderman Louis Irwin 
said the gain in housing at Oak 
Hill would be “relatively minor 
in terms of what is really need- 
ed.” 

Alderman Ronald Marini then 
came to Jefferson’s defense, 
arguing that selling the Oak Hill 
for housing would not only fulfill 
a desperate need, but also bring 
annual property tax revenue into 
city coffers. 

“The bottom line here is 
politics. People in this area are 
deadset against housing ... but, 
you have to look at the pros and 
cons and what will benefit the ci- 
ty as a whole,’”’ Marini said. ‘‘I 
say to the aldermen here who 
have run their campaigns on the 
housing issue that it’s time to put 
up or shut up. A lot of times, we 
speak with two tongues here.” 

Alderman James Regan 
countered Marini’s speech by 
claiming that Ward 8 ‘has done 
its share”’ to provide housing for 
the city and that it was time for 
aldermen to ‘‘reciprocate.”’ 
Aldermen Robert Shuman and 
Wendell R. Bauckman later 
reiterated this stand. 

Aldermen Cynthia Creem then 
unsuccessfully attempted to per- 
suade her colleagues that ‘‘hous- 
ing is not the issue before us,” 
and Sondra Shick, who agreed 
that ‘‘more subsidized, 
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moderate-income housing’ is 
needed here, said she could not 
support such a reuse for the Oak 
Hill. 

Alderman Bruce B. Car- 
michael, who called the Wheeler 
Road site ‘‘an excellent location 
for housing,’’ took the floor next 
to accuse some of his board com- 
patriots of ‘‘paying lip service’’ 
to the housing issue during cam- 
paign years. 

“The misconception (about 
who will live in the housing) is 
that it’s going to be a welfare wife 
with five kids from somewhere 
outside the city who has 20 
husbands. ... Let's talk about the 
real people who need it. The time 
is here for us to utilize a site that 
can handle the type of housing 
that we’re talking about,”’ he ad- 
ded. 

Alderman Carol J. Robinson 
reminded her colleagues that 
“‘affordable housing for 
families” represents the kind of 
accommodations most needed 
here. 

The fact that only 20 subsidized 
family housing units exist in a ci- 
ty of close to 90,000 people, she 
said, ‘“‘doesn’t say too much for 
any of us."” 

Alderman Edward L. Rich- 
mond, who said he considers 
housing ‘ta very important 
issue,’ noted that nine of 12 
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recently closed schools have been 
used to create housing and that 
the Oak Hill site would better us- 
ed as a private school. 

Alderman George Mansfield 

then tied the housing issue to the 
city’s residential character. 
(Jou can’t support housing 
without also supporting 
neighborhood integrity. People 
not only live in houses, but they 
also live in neighborhoods,” ac- 
cording to Mansfield. 

Alderman W. Arthur Reilly, 
who works for the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority, 
brought the ‘‘symposium”’ to a 
close by injecting some as yet un- 
considered insights into the 
discussion. 

“Politically and realistically, 
the afforable and _ subsidized 
housing issue died yesterday 
when Ronald Reagan was sworn 
in for the next four years as presi- 
dent of the United States,” Reilly 
said, adding that he expects 
federal, state and local housing 
funds to be almost unavailable 
for the next several years.

NEWTON Back in 1971, it was being 
touted as a “revolutionary,’’ new form of 
self-government. ‘Power to the people’, was 
to become more than a slogan to the people 
and neighborhoods of Newton, as first the 
Charter Commission, and then the Board of 
Aldermen endorsed the concept of elected 
“village councils.’ 

Today, almost 14 years later, the idealism 
of the early 1970s has been tempered by the 
realities of the ‘80s and the idea of 
“neighborhood area councils,"’ as the 
charter officially refers to them, has been all 
but abandoned. 

Since 1975, no neighborhood group has 
“chartered’’ with the board — a process re- 
quiring 20 percent of the local residents to 
sign a petiton. The Highlands Area Council is 
the only officially sanctioned neighborhood 
group in the city

Few of the lawmakers and officials from 
that time are still active today. But two of 
them, Ward 4 Alderman-at-Large Richard 
McGrath and Ward 8 Alderman-at-Large 
Wendell R. Bauckman, still remember the 
excitement and controversy surrounding the 
debate over the charter changes. 

The mood at the time was for stong 
involvement and_ participation,” 
rath recalled. ‘After tremendous 
pressure to support neighborhoods, the 
neighborhood council was written into the 
charter after some rather intense debate.” 

For Bauckman, currently entering his 48th 
ye s an alderman, those years saw him at 
the zenith of political power. As chairman of 
the Board of Aldermen, he appointed the 
commission that came up with the recom- 
mended changes. 

“We were hopeful that it would be an idea 
picked up by all the villages," Bauckman 
said. “At that time, the board thought it 
would be very helpful as adjuncts to the ci- 
ty.” 

But Bauckman added that, in hindsight, 
the lack of participation by community 
groups, other than the Highlands, has proved 
to be a ‘‘disappointment” — a fact he at- 
tributes to the “‘lack of leadership’? among 
neighborhood organizations.

In fact, when the Highlands Council 
presented its petition to the board, McGrath 
opposed their formation, He expressed sur- 
prise that the group has been able to survive 
for almost a decade. 


“Fortunately for that community, they 
have a large number of activists in their 
community. They have kept that 
neighborhood alive,”’ he noted. 


Susan Mirsky is not surprised. As presi- 
dent of the Newton Highlands Area Council, 
she said the residents work very hard to 
maintain the access and accountability of 
the council. 


“I think that when people are involved 
with the electoral process, they become 
more active and interested in what the coun- 
cil can do for themselves and the communi- 
ty,’’ she said. 


The group has been at the center of efforts 
to focus attention on neighborhood issues, 
and is credited with helping to revitalize the 
village center, redesign streets and plazas 
and resolve traffic problems. However, the 
council members were unsuccessful in stop- 
ping the closure of the Hyde School early this 
year. Other members have admitted the 
defeat caused some bitterness towards city 
hall. 

But Mirsky said that bitterness has not 
carried over to their attitude towards the 
process itself. ‘We feel, very much, a 


responsibility to work with the people in city 
government,”’ she said. 

The Highlands Council is currently in the 
midst of preparations for new elections, 
scheduled for May 7. Nine members will be 
elected to two-year terms. 

Over in Newton Centre, the local 
neighborhood association is not as anxious to [ 





get involved with the mechanics of city hall 
President Tom Paulini said his organization 
briefly flirted with the idea of becoming an 
area council but decided it was not the 
“direction’’ they wanted to go. 

“We felt being an area council might 
create too many ties with the city and that 
we would not be able to represent the 
neighbors in quite the same way (as we do 
now),”"’ he explained. ‘‘It could create a loss 
of objectivity.” 

Paulini attributed the Highlands Council 
success to the small and tightly-defined 
neighborhood that it represents. But he said 
that Newton Centre is different, because the 
area is so ‘‘large and diversified,’’ and that it 
would be more difficult to maintain. 

In nearby Newton Corner, members of the 
Newton Corner Neighborhood Association 
are not worried about the politics of city hall, 
but the politics of their neighbors. 

Former President Anton Pruckner 
remembers the early days of his association. 
Days when the biggest issue was who would 
receive the most urban development funds. 
The Mass. Turnpike divided the 
neighborhood into north and south, but, ac- 
cording to Pruckner, it also divided the 
neighbors.

Couple tells tale of anti- war process

Nancy Zaroulis was sleeping 

one fall night in 1978, when she 
suddenly awoke and found 
herself sitting straight up in bed. 
She recalls hearing a voice, her 
own, telling her, ‘“‘No one has 
written a history of the anti-war 
movement.” 
* A successful novelist, Zaroulis 
was used to getting her ideas 
“out of the blue;’’ they often 
struck at odd moments. But those 
jarring notions usually concern- 
ed the fate of her fictional, 19th 
century characters. She had 
never received a message with 
such intensity and one with a non- 
fictional nature. 

The next morning, Zaroulis in- 
vestigated. She searched 
libraries and bookstores, hoping 
to find a history of the anti-war 
movement so she wouldn't have 
to write one herself. But the voice 
was right, the book didn’t ex: 

Heart thumping, Zaroulis call- 
ed her agent and suggested she 
start writing about the anti-war 
movement. Her agent advised 
her to forget the idea, insisting 
the subject was not marketable. 

Zaroulis is not easily dissuad- 
ed. ‘I’m very stubborn and I’ve 
learned to trust my instincts and 
they were telling me this is a ter- 
rific idea for a book,’’ she éx- 
plains during a recent interview 
in her Chestnut Hill home. 

Despite the fact she was in the 
middle of her third novel at the 
time and had two childfen and a 
house to look after, Zaroulis, 
whose fictions include ‘‘The Poe 
Papers,’’ ‘‘Call The Darkness 
Light” and ‘“‘The Last Waltz,” 
began researching her new pro- 
ject. 

She was riding the Green Line 
one day in 1979, loaded down with 
books about the Vietnam war, 
when she met Gerald Sullivan, a

He has bushy eyebrows and 
brown, unruly hair graying at the 
edges. His blue eyes are gentle 
and piercing, lined from long 
hours of studying and life in 
general. 

Zaroulis, 47, has large s that 
blaze through her glasses when 
she speaks. She drags deeply on 
her cigarette while forming her 
thoughts, then unleashes them 
eloquently, gesturing in an 
animated, intense manner, She 
flicks her cigarette deliberately 
and often stabs the air with long 
fingers to illustrate a point. 

Their home also fits the 
“bookish” image. Volume-filled 
shelves dominate every 
room...the kind of place where 
you could stretch out on the floor, 
forget about time and do nothing 
but read. 

Zaroulis and Sullivan would 
rather discuss the anti-war 
movement than the time and ef- 
fort it took them to write about it. 
At every opportunity, the authors 
burst into lengthy explanations, 
detailing the incidents that led to 
the Oct. 15, 1969 Moratorium Day 
or the Dump LBJ campaign, the 
Gulf of Tonkin resolution or the 
November march on 
Washington. 

The first page of the book lists 
two quotes explaining the motive 
behind the six-year undertaking. 
The initial quote is an excerpt 
from Carl Schurz’s address to the 
Anti-Imperialistic Conference in 
Chicago in 1899 and it reads, 
“Our country, right or wrong. 
When right, to be kept right; 
When wrong to be put right.”” 

The second passage is by I.F. 
Stone from Oct. 17, 1966 and it 
reads, ‘‘This (the destruction of 
Vietnam) is the crime our coun- 

‘s committing. And this is 
> must condemn, lest a 
:ration ask of us, as they 
e Germans, who spoke 
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on the 25-foot sailboat he lives on 
off the coast of Maine and Rennie 
Davis in the mountains above 
Denver. 

“Lots of these people hadn't 
thought about the movement for 
a long time,’’ Zaroulis says. 
“They'd become very emotional. 
One person in the book told me he 
always felt guilty for neglecting 
his family. ‘I had children but 
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spent more time with other peo- 
ple’s children,’ he told me. You 
could see how consumed these 
people were.” 


And the authors were consum- 
ed by their project. Zaroulis was 
accustomed to writing for five or 
six hours straight a day. But this 
was a new experience for 
Sullivan. “It was a lot of long, 
hard days,” he admits. 


They do not own a word pro- 
cessor; Zaroulis says she 
“loathes” the very idea of one 
and does not care for typewriters 
either. ‘‘When I’m writing, I have 
to hear the words in my head,” 
she explains, adding that she 
writes in longhand during the day 
and types up the days work at 
night. Her children said the typ- 
ing was like a bedtime lullaby. 





Friends warned the couple 
against writing a book together, 
fearing it would ruin their rela- 
tionship, But Zaroulis’ instincts 
told her they’d be a successsful 
writing duo. Again, her hunches 
proved correct. 

Despite their triumph, they 
have no plans for a similar pro- 
ject. ‘‘That was my first and last 
non-fiction,’ Zaroulis vows. 
“Never again. I'm a novelist. I 
like writing about characters 
who come up in my mind and see- 
ing what happens to them. I kept 
thinking about an end to chapter 
seven, for example and I couldn't 
write it because we already know 
what happened.” Sullivan plans 
to return to teaching in the fall. 

Unless, of course, a voice ap- 
pears in the middle of the night 
and instructs them otherwise.

And 
Boston Mayor Ray Flynn seems to unders- 
tand the appeal of the concept. He rode to 
victory on the promise to return power to the 
neighborhoods and is currently attempting 
to fashion a similar system of representa- 
tion.

In focus 
Couple tells tale of anti- war process

Nancy Zaroulis was sleeping 

one fall night in 1978, when she 
suddenly awoke and found 
herself sitting straight up in bed. 
She recalls hearing a voice, her 
own, telling her, ‘No one has 
written a history of the anti-war 
movement.” 
* A successful novelist, Zaroulis 
was used to getting her ideas 
“out of the blue;’’ they often 
struck at odd moments. But those 
jarring notions usually concern- 
ed the fate of her fictional, 19th 
century characters. She had 
never received a message with 
such intensity and one with a non- 
fictional nature. 

The next morning, Zaroulis in- 
vestigated. She searched 
libraries and bookstores, hoping 
to find a history of the anti-war 
movement so she wouldn’t have 
to write one herself. But the voice 
was right, the book didn’t exist. 

Heart thumping, Zaroulis call- 
ed her agent and sugges! 
start writing about the ant 
movement. Her agent advi 
her to forget the idea, insisting 
the subject was not marketable. 

Zaroulis is not easily dissuad- 
ed. ‘I’m very stubborn and I’ve 
learned to trust my instincts and 
they were telling me this is a ter- 
rific idea for a book,’’ she éx- 
plains during a recent interview 
in her Chestnut Hill home. 

Despite the fact she was in the 
middle of her third novel at the 
time and had two childfen and a 
house to look after, Zaroulis, 
whose fictions include ‘‘The Poe 
Papers,’’ “Call The Darkness 
Light” and “The Last Waltz,” 
began researching her new pro- 
ject. 

She was riding the Green Line 
one day in 1979, loaded down with 
books about the Vietnam war, 
when she met Gerald Sullivan, a 
Greek and Latin professor at the 
University of Massachusetts, 
Boston. He was readying for his 
sabbatical at the time. By the end 
of the trolley ride, Zaroulis had 
convinced Sullivan to help her 
write the book. 

He lived in Newton and his 
house was filled with books they’ 
needed to research the anti-war 
movement. Her Chestnut Hill 
home was also loaded with bound 
volumes needed for the project. 

Soon, they were married. ‘It 
was easier than schleping books 
back and forth,” Zaroulis offers, 
smiling. 

Last October, ‘‘Who Spoke Up? 
American Protest Against The 
War in Vietnam 1963-1975" was 
published by Doubleday. In 
December, ‘‘The New York 
Times”’ placed the 460-page book 
on its list of Notable Books of 
1984. 

The book is a narrative account 
of the anti-war movement, built 
around interviews with the 
leading participants, including 
Tom Hayden, Dr. Benjamine 
Spock, Rennie Davis and Philip 
and Daniel Berrigan as well as 
people relatively unknown but 
just as important. 

“It's not a book about Viet 
Nam, it’s a book about 
Americans and how they reacted 
to the war,’’ Sullivan em- 
phasizes. ‘It’s a book for people 
who remember parts of it and 
want the whole picture of what 
happened and for those who are 
too young to remember it and 
consider it another piece of an- 
cient history.” 

Zaroulis and Sullivan look ex- 
actly the way you'd expect a 


novelist and a professor-turned 
author to appear. Wearing 
courderoy pants and a tweed 
blazer, the 68-year-old, pipe- 
smoking Sullivan has a_ soft- 
spoken demeanor. But although 
is voice is low, it's also deep and 
powerful commanding attention 
He has bushy eyebrows and 
brown, unruly hair graying at the 
edges. His blue eyes are gentle 
and piercing, lined from long 
hours of studying and life in 
general. 

Zaroulis, 47, has large 
blaze through her gle 
she speaks. She drags deeply on 
her cigarette while forming her 
thoughts, then unleashes them 
eloquently, gesturing in an 
animated, intense manner. She 
flicks her cigarette deliberately 
and often stabs the air with long 
fingers to illustrate a point. 

Their home also fits the 
“bookish? image. Volume-filled 
shelves dominate every 
room...the kind of place where 
you could stretch out on the floor, 
forget about time and do nothing 
but read. 

Zaroulis and Sullivan would 
rather discuss the anti-war 
movement than the time and ef- 
fort it took them to write about it. 
At every opportunity, the authors 
burst into lengthy explanations, 
detailing the incidents that led to 
the Oct. 15, 1969 Moratorium Day 
or the Dump LBJ campaign, the 
Gulf of Tonkin resolution or the 
November march on 
Washington. 

The first page of the book lists 
two quotes explaining the motive 
behind the six-year undertaking. 
The initial quote is an excerpt 
from Carl Schurz’s address to the 
Anti-Imperialistic Conference in 
Chicago in 1899 and it reads, 
“Our country, right or wrong. 
When right, to be kept right; 
When wrong to be put right.” 

The second passage is by I.F. 
Stone from Oct. 17, 1966 and it 
reads, ‘‘This (the destruction of 
Vietnam) is the crime our coun- 
try is committing. And this is 
what we must condemn, lest a 
later generation ask of us, as they 
ask of the Germans, who spoke 
up?" 

“In the sense of this quote, this 
is a timely book,’’ Sullivan says. 
“‘What’s coming out of 
Washington now is a view of 
patriotism that’s scary. They 
say, ‘My country, right or wrong 
— that’s it.’ But this (anti-war 
movement) is what patriotism 
really is.”’ 

Since Zaroulis did not play a 
major part in the anti-war move- 
ment, she admits she was ner- 
vous about interviewing some of 
the leaders like Tom Hayden, 
people who devoted much of a 
decade pushing to get the troops 
out of Vietnam. 

“I thought I'd have no credibili- 
ty with them,” she explains. 
“But it turned out to be good. 
People in all different groups 
talked to us because they realized 
we had no ax to grind.” 

Zaroulis and Sullivan ‘‘criss- 
crossed’’ the country together, 
armed with tape recorders, 
determination and commitment. 
They interviewed Dr. Spock, 81, 
on the 25-foot sailboat he lives on 
off the coast of Maine and Rennie 
Davis in the mountains above 
Denver, 

“Lots of these people hadn't 
thought about the movement for 
a long time,’’ Zaroulis says. 
“They'd become very emotional, 
One person in the book told me he 
always felt guilty for neglecting 
his family. ‘I had children but 
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spent more time with other peo- 
ple’s children,’ he told me. You 
could see how consumed these 
people were.”” 


And the authors were consum- 
ed by their project. Zaroulis was 
accustomed to writing for five or 
six hours straight a day. But this 
was a new experience for 
Sullivan. “It was a lot of long, 
hard days,” he admits. 


They do not own a word pro- 
cessor; Zaroulis says she 
“loathes” the very idea of one 
and does not care for typewriters 
either. ‘When I'm writing, I have 
to hear the words in my head,” 
she explains, adding that she 
writes in longhand during the day 
and types up the days work at 
night. Her children said the typ- 
ing was like a bedtime lullaby. 


Friends warned the couple 
against writing a book together, 
fearing it would ruin their rela- 
tionship. But Zaroulis’ instincts 
told her they'd be a successsful 
writing duo. Again, her hunches 
proved correct. 

Despite their triumph, they 
have no plans for a similar pro- 
ject. ‘‘That was my first and last 
non-fiction,’’ Zaroulis vows. 
“Never again. I'm a novelist. I 
like writing about characters 
who come up in my mind and see- 
ing what happens to them. I kept 
thinking about an end to chapter 
seven, for example and I couldn't 
write it because we already know 
what happened.” Sullivan plans 
to return to teaching in the fall 

Unless, of course, a voice ap- 
pears in the middle of the night 
and instructs them otherwise.

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‘Childproofing’ your home

“Childproofing’’ your home 
just might be the most important 
thing you can do for your child 
Recent studies indicate that the 
greatest number of accidents in- 
volve fire, but others involve 
falls, drownings, poisons and 
firearms 

Frequently 





after a household 
accident occ parents say they 
“had no idea’’ their child was 
able to climb to reach something 
on a high shelf. In other words, 
they were not prepared for their 
child having the physical skills 
that led to the accident. 

In planning how to make your 
home safe, think first about what 
stage of development your child 
is in. Make a list of what he can 
do and then think about what he 
will likely do next. Devise your 
safety plan based on the future, 
not the present. 

For example, if your baby is 
just beginning to sit up, think 
about when he will be crawling; 
when he’s crawling, think about 
him standing; then walking; run- 
ning; pulling himself up; climb- 
ing. Then think about him putting 
those boxes in the closet on top of 
one another to climb even higher. 

Here are some guidelines to 
help prevent tragic accidents: 

POISONS — Be sure that all 
medicines and poisonous 














substances are locked away ona 
high shelf. Cleaning materials 
should be locked away as well. 
Mothballs are another culprit; 
not only are they poisonous, but a 
child could get the tiny ball lodg- 
ed in his throat and choke 

FIRES The most common 
fire and burn injuries result from 
children playing with matches 
and setting their clothes on fire. 
Matches that children find are 
often those left about in- 
advertently by an adult. For ex- 
ample, matches might have been 
left out from a party the night 
before, or on the dining room 
table after the candles were been 
lit. Long wooden fireplace mat- 
ches that are made to look attrac- 
tive so they can be displayed are 
also attractive to little children. 
Matches should be safely hidden 
at all times until children are old 





enough to understand their 
danger. 
DROWNING Drownings can 





occur when the cover of a swim- 
ming pool does not totally cover 
the pool. A child can fall in and 
get trapped under the cover, 
unable to find his way back to the 
open area. Securely lock the area 
around the pool when it’s not in 
use and remember to remove the 
ladder after the day’s play. 

Hot tubs are another serious of- 
fender. If you have one or are get- 


ting one, do not install it without a 
heavy, protective cover. 

And remember, swimming 
lessons for very young children 
will not ‘drown proof’? your 
child. Falling into a pool by acci- 
dent will usually panic him. 

These safety precautions go for 
households without children as 
well; wandering neighborhood 
children should be kept in mind. 

FIREARMS — Guns, especial- 
ly loaded ones, should not be kept 
in the home. If you have a licens- 
ed handgun for your own protec- 
tion, this may be a good time to 
re-evaluate your reasons for hav- 
ing it. The dangers to your child 
far outweigh the perceived sense 
of safety that a gun might pro- 
vide. If someone in the house is a 
hunter, he should store his guns 
elsewhere. 

Accidents are a part of life, of 
course. But realize that most of 
the motivation that prompted the 
activity leading to the accident 
was the result of curiosi 
child’s natural curio;

So, to make your home safe, 
think about your toddler’s new 
movement abilities and his in- 
satiable curiosity. It will be a 
good guide to preventing ac- 
cidents.

Tips on avoiding winter troubles

NEW YORK (UPI) — Now’s 
the time to worry about winter- 
time, focusing on possible situa- 
tions that can cause trouble on 
the road, in the house and 
elsewhere. 

With a worrywart’s proper 
countenance — deep frown — in 
place, this observer consulted 
with National Safety Council ex- 
perts about all of the above. Hans 
Grigo, Tod Turriff, Ray 
Burneson, respectively, are 
gurus in home safety, public safe- 
ty, winter driving. 

The following winter primer 
contains safety capsules the 
three came up with to help keep 
people out of trouble. 
When the power goes off 

A home energy kit to help 
weather a “power out’’ during 
cold weather should include: 

—Phone numbers you can dial 
for help: your neighbors, the 
police, fire department and other 
community help units. 

—Emergency food and water 
supply. Store some food that does 
not require refrigeration or cook- 
ing, plus drinking water. 

—Battery-powered radio and 
extra batteries so you can tune in 
weather forecasts, emergency in- 
formation and advice. 

—Flashlights and extra bat- 
teries. 

—Extra medication as may be 
required by family members. 

—Extra blankets or sleeping 
bags. 


-A fire extinguisher (UL 
Labeled, ‘‘All Purpose’’). — 
Keeping warm in a cold house 

—Dress warmly. Layers of pro- 
tective clothing are more effec- 
tive than a single layer of thick 
clothing. Entrapped by layers, 
insulating air is warmed by body 
heat. Peel off or add layers as 
needed to prevent sweating and 
subsequent chills. 

—Eat well-balanced, nutri- 
tional meals to allow the body to 
produce its own heat efficiently. 
Good quick energy foods include 
raisins and other dried fruit. 

—Put on a hat. Wool is best. 
When the head is bare, half to 
three-quarters of your body heat 
escapes. A hat conserves body 
heat. 





Use several lightweight 
blankets rather than than one 
very heavy one. It’s layering that 
provides better insulation, 

Smart moves when the lights go 
out 

If the power failure appears 
to affect only your house or 
apartment, check fuses or circuit 
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breakers. Replacing a blown fuse 
or resetting a circuit breaker 
may fix things. If that doesn’t 
work, call the power company. 
You'll get word on what’s the pro- 
blem, what’s being done about it 
— if you can get through. 

—Turn off most light switches 
and inactive appliances. This 
protects against an electrical 
surge damaging equipment when 
power returns. 

—When power does return, 
wait 30 minutes or so before turn- 
ing on lights or appliances. This 
eases load on the electric utility 
while it is trying to get all 
systems going after the big zap- 
out. 

—While power is off open and 
close refrigerator and freezer as 
little as possible. In a fully loaded 
freezer, food will be safe as long 
as it is frozen. If the house 
temperature is fiftyish, food in 
the refrigerator should keep at 
least 24 hours. Each opening of 
the doors, however, drains off 
cold air. 
Cooler temperatures and health 

—Lowering home and office 
thermostates to 65 F in daytime 
and 55 F at night won’t cause 
colds, flu or pneumonia. 
Tolerance to low temperatures 
and resistance to illnesses de- 
pend on one’s state of health and 
amount of exposure to the cold. A 
wet and windy environment 
boosts effects of cold and makes 
it tougher for the body to main- 
tain its natural warmth. 





—Most infants can cope well 
with temperatures in the 60-to-70 
range, if kept in warm clothes 
and if the relative humidity is 
kept high. 

—Some elderly have special 
problems. That’s why before 
lowering home _ thermostats 


drastically the elderly should 
consult with their physicians to 
determine the danger zone.

Burglar-proof your home

Most double-hung windows 
can be forced open, even when 
locked. So can sliding glass 
patio doors. 


But Consumer Reports’ 
engineers say that both win- 
dows and patio doors can be 
made more secure with simple 
do-it-yourself remedies. 


Window locks are usually 
weak because the screws or 
pins that attach them to the 
sash aren't very secure. When 
the engineers tried to force 
open a variety of window 
locks, the screws and pins all 
yielded quite readily 
regardless of the lock’s design. 





To remedy the window pro- 
blem, you can install your own 
lock. Drill a hole into the sash 
at a slight downward angle, 
where both the upper and 
lower window sashes overlap. 
Drill all the way through the 
inside sash and about three 
quarters of the way into the 
outer sash, Then insert an 
eyebolt 5/16-inches in 
diameter from the inside to 
hold the sashes together. 
Eyebolts of that size are 
strong enough to withstand ex- 
treme forcing and prying. 


The bolt should fit loosely 
enough in the hole so that it’s 


easy to insert and remove 


without threading 


One commercial product 
that uses this approach is the 
Fayle-Safe, $6. It comes with 
enough quarter-inch-diameter 
screws and mounting hard- 
ware for six windows. Each 
screw is mounted ina recessed 
cup. The screws can only be 
removed with Fayl fe's 
keylike wrench, In the tests, 
the Fayle-Safe resisted all but 
very heavy prying. The device 
might be suitable to lock 
seldom-used windows, but it 
would be inconvenient for fre- 
quently opened ones because 
you’d have to continually 
thread in or out to remove and 
reinsert the screws.

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Sportscaster draws from experience

NEWTON CENTRE — When 
high school football players clash 
with brute force on the field, var- 
sity baseball players swing bats 
to spring's timely rhythms and 
slick young skaters slam and 
bounce hockey pucks off arena 
walls, Gary Sementelli is usually 
there 

But when the 24-year-old sport- 
scaster for Newton Cablevision 
peers out of the Garden City’s 
gameside pressboxes, he spots 
something more than just 
physical competition. 

Quarterbacks who stumble 
past the lunging opposition to 
complete the ultimate touchdown 
and basketball players whose 
sweaty tangle ends in a madden- 
ing foul are symbols for 
Sementelli of individuals con- 
quering adversity, scraping the 
mud off of their faces and forging 
on, despite setbacks and occa- 
sional failures. 

It is a human pattern 
Sementelli remembers well. 

“When I was at Newton North 
High School, I was passed 
through the barrel and cut from 
teams all the way down until the 
sophomore team,’’ Sementelli 
says, relaxing in the cable 
studio’s screening room on Cen- 
tre Street. ‘‘I was pretty depress- 
ed about it.” 

The sense of unfairness he felt 
from the coaches and the painful 
perseverance which finally land- 
ed him on the varsity and All Star 
baseball teams as a high school 
senior forced Sementelli to look 
at sports and sportscasting in a 
different light. 

His experiences were also the 
impetus for two docudramas he 
recently wrote and helped pro- 
duce for the station. 

“A Cut Above the Rest’ is a 
video drama which displays the 
persistent gumption of a young 
baseball player like Sementelli — 
played by Sementelli — who was 
not chosen for the baseball team. 
“The kid was off of the team in 
three days, because the coach 
had already drawn up a list of 
players,” Sementelli says in- 
dignantly. ‘‘I made the show us- 
ing my own experience and also 
what I’ve heard from other 
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Gary Sementelli works on anew 


players since. The theme is that, 
no matter how many times 
you're discouraged, you have to 
pop back up and keep on 
fighting.” 

Sementelli’s professional 
perseverance paid off recently 
when ‘A Cut Above the Rest” 
was awarded Best Sports Pro- 
gram of 1984 by the Cable TV 
Commission of Massachusetts. 

His stardom in the docudramas 
continued in his second piece, 
“Personal Foul,’’ a drama 
centering around the inability of 
a high school basketball player to 
face up to his girlfriend's 
pregnancy. ‘‘He’s so caught up in 
his sports career that he only 
sees the dilemma from a narrow 
perspective,’ says Sementelli, 
who portrays the main character 
in this production as well. 

When not focusing on the 
traumas and conflicts of high 
school basketball stars and 
baseball flunkees, Sementelli can 
be found yelping out play by 


project in the studio, 


plays for the station’s nightly 
“News Report’’ or interviewing 
coaches and sports stars for the 
weekly sports magazine, Sports 
Corner. 

In a series of replayed sports 
tapes, his young voice can be 
heard rising to a hoarse crescen- 
do of excitement over a backdrop 
of scrambling Newton South 
basketball players and 
screeching fans. ‘‘They’ve done it 
again.,"’ he screams through the 
din. “I can’t believe it ... and 
they’re going crazy in Lion’s 


Country. ...”” 
In his slightly calmer 
moments, a coat-and-tied 


Sementelli appears on the nightly 
cable screen to present sports 
wrap-ups in the likeness of one of 
his favorite Boston television 
sportscasters, 

“We try to use less anchor and 
more pictures,’’ Sementelli says. 
“If the play-by-play isn’t ex- 
citing, the viewer won't get ex- 
cited.”

It was Sementelli's excitement 
about sports in general and high 
school sports in particular that 
landed him a place at Newton 
Cable as a volunteer. 

“Getting high school students 
on TV is much more exciting than 
I thought it would be,” Sementelli 
says. 

A few stints at Thanksgiving 
football games and afterschool 
roundups placed the Curry Col- 
lege communications graduate 
on the staff at Newton Cablevi- 
sion, where he created the entire 
sports program from the ground 
up. 


“He’s a one-man army,” 
employer and director Steve Sera 
says. ‘‘He goes above and beyond 
what he has to do by creating new 
shows, shooting films for coaches 
and doing other things that aren’t 
necessarily a part of the job.” 


“The games are emotional. I’m 
emotional,’ Sementelli says with 
an explanatory grin.

Seniors’ Corner 


Social Security 
taxes explained 


(Editor’s note: This column is a regular feature compiled by the 
City of Newton's Department of Human Services. ) 

Scenario: 

Mrs. A of Newton Corner is a 72-year-old widow who lives alone. 
She receives a Social Security check in the amount of $560 every 
month, With her income, she must pay housing cost which include: 
taxes, water, sewer, oil, utilities, food and other various, unex- 
pected expenses that can occur during the normal course of 
events. Clearly, money is very tight for her. Mrs. A has been hear- 
ing news that Social Security checks are going to be taxed. 

With all the demands of her income, she is afraid that the addi- 
tion of an income tax would change a tight income situation into a 
desperate one. 

Mrs. A felt that she needed some more information on how this 
income tax was going to impact her life. Mrs. A’s neighbor sug- 
gested that she speak to Newton’s Social Security representative, 
Francine Colias. Francine visits Newton City Hall every Thursday 
from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m, 

On the following Thursday, Mrs. A did just that. 

Francine explained to her that as an individual if her income 
was $25,000 per year or less, or if she was married with an annual 
income of $32,000 or less, there would be no tax on her Social 
Security benefits (Income means: one half of the annual Social 
Security benefits plus other adjusted gross income). Francine also 
told Mrs. A that if her income was over $25,000 or $32,000, only part 
of her Social Security benefits would be taxed. 

Francine told Mrs. A that if she needed more detailed informa- 
tion, she could have either called the Internal Revenue Service (1- 
900-200-1099) or her local Social Security office (Cambridge - 576- 
3035). 

After speaking to Ms. Colias, Mrs. A was relieved. She 
understood that when the SSA-1099 form arrives in the mail before 
the beginning of February, she doesn’t need to worry or do 
anything with it. Her life can continue as it has without any addi-

Officials take aid with grain of salt 


By Edward Cafasso, Staff Writer 


Local officials in the four-town area are ap- 
proaching Gov. Michael S. Dukakis’ fiscal 1986 
local aid announcement with cautious optimism, 
despite the governor’s claim that the “‘record”’ in- 
crease in direct financial assistance will ‘‘ensure 
stability and equity among communities.” 

The local aid figures for Newton, Waltham, 
Watertown and Weston announced during a State 
House press conference show some substantial 
local increases in the amount of state aid available 
for the fiscal year beginning July 1 as compared to 
the cash distributed at the start of the current fiscal 


cycle. 


But financial experts in all four communities are 
withholding final judgement on the ‘‘bottom line’ 
value of the state’s heralded generosity until all off- 
setting charges are made known in early March. 

According to the state’s figures, Waltham will be 
the big winner as far as the increase in budgeted, 


direct aid monies are concerned. 


The Watch City will come away with a whopping 
$1,893,450 more in direct aid this coming fiscal year. 
Watertown is scheduled to receive $896,935 more, 
Newton can expect $831,043 in additional direct 
monies and Weston will see a total aid increase of 


86,605. 


In addition, Dukakis announced the supplemental 
distributions of lottery revenues for the current 


fiscal year. 


Waltham, which gained the most lottery money 
for its general fund of the four communities, will 
soon receive a check for $60,861, Newton will get 
$56,332, Watertown coffers will see $36,204 and 


Weston will receive $5,082. 


For the upcoming fiscal year, Newton can expect 
lottery revenue distribution, 


$421,711 more in

Students ‘explore’ career hopes

NEWTON Career decisions are pro- 
bably some of the toughest and most impor- 
tant choices in life 

Everyone, regardless of age, wonders

“We (the Norumbega Council) ask the 
organization which is sponsoring the post to 
provide a competent adult leader, an ade- 
quate meeting place and career field 
resources,’’ Weinstein said. ‘‘We provide the 
rest.”” 

The Newton-Wellesley Hospital posts, 
Posts 528 and 535, were instituted for young 
adults interested in the medical profession 
Post 528 is run under the supervision Dr 
Glenn Gleasmann, an intern with the 
Newton-Wellelsey Hospital and a professor 
at Tufts Medical School. Gleasmann, who 
has been involved with the program for 
about five years, meets with 25 explorers 
once ever two or three weeks for about an 
hour and a half. 








“There are some (explorers) who are ge- 
nuinely interested in the field of medicine,” 
Gleasmann said. ‘‘And there are some that 
come because their par ents want them to 
become doctors or nurs 










Gleasmann, who usually starts with a 
group of about 80 or more, finds the in- 
dividuals who are not interested in medicine 
usually ‘‘weed themselves out of the pro- 
gram.” 

Each meeting, Gleasmann introduces dif- 
ferent members of the medical profession to 
the explorers of Post 528. The explorers are 
not the only ones who learn from the ex- 
perience 

“T learn a lot from the speakers who come 
to the meetin, ann, who invites 
his colleagues to addr the post, said. “It 
gives me an opportunity to see what the 
other members of the hospital staff do.” 

John Wacker, a sophomore from Weston 
High School and the post’s president, feels 
the Explorer program has helped him focus 
his career. 

“T used to be a member of a law post in 
Weston,"’ Wacker said, ‘but I was really in- 
terested in sports and sports medicine so I 
switched.” 

Overall, the program 
sucessful, Weinstein said.

NEWTON CENTRE — A new 
neighborhood association 
blossomed last week as more 
than 70 residents from a Newton 
Centre neighborhood gathered 
together at the Trinity Church to 
fight expansion in the village 
business district. 


The organization, yet to be of- 
ficially named, will represent 
many of the residents of streets 
immediately surrounding 
Newton Centre Square (NCS), 
according to the group’s new 
president Ethel Sheehan.

means to voice their opposition. 

“We have a feeling that the 
residents have had control of the 
neighborhood taken away from 
them,"’ she said. 

Despite the anti-business tenor 
of the meeting, Sheehan and 
others insisted that the organiza- 
tion is not an ‘‘enemy of the 
businessmen.”

NEW YORK (UPI) — Once there 
was a perpetual fair part city 
slicker, part hoedown and 
hootenanny, part circus wonder- 
ment, part fairytale, part gentili- 
ty and celebrity called Times 
Square. 

It was built on light. And merri- 
ment. And gawking tourism 

For many years 
“Crossroads of the World" has 
been sinking into sleaze and sin, 
home of the honky-tonk and the 
derelict, fed by the porno dollar, 
beset with muggers and robbers. 

There is for some, now, an 
uneasy feeling that a character 
change is pending for the remain- 
ing bright remnants of the old 
Times Square that was wrought 
by the Age of Electricity, the 
theater, and tourists galore 

The city fathers have approved 
a state-city redevelopment pro- 
ject of nearly $2 billion for 13 
acres of the area centered on the 
notorious ‘‘sin strip’ of 42nd St 
between Seventh and shth 
avenues. Construction is to begin 
in 1986 and end in the early 1990s 

Widespread demolition is to 
clear the way for four massive of- 
fice towers at the world-famous 
intersection of Broadway, 
Seventh Ave., and 42nd St. and 
for a 2.4-million-square-foot mer- 
chandise mart on Eighth Ave 
and a 700-room hotel nearby. 
Nine movie houses are to be con- 
verted to legitimate theaters and 
the Times Square subway com- 
plex rehabilitated 

Opponents have charged that 
the huge project would deaden 
the ‘bright lights’? atmosphere 
and active street life of the area

Daycare 
dilemma 
persists

Anderson is an executive

growing corporation in 
Lexington. The 27-year-old 
Newton resident is 
energetic and hopeful that 
the two promotions she has 
received recently are in- 
dicative of an even better 
career picture down the 
road. 

There is only one 
obstacle to Anderson’s 
otherwise flawless plan: 
she is a divorced, single 
parent unable to find ade- 
quate and affordable 
daycare for her 19-month- 
old and 5-year-old sons, 
Sean and Stephen. 

Since Christmastime, 
when her previous pro- 
vider decided to withdraw 
a service for which she was 
paying $100 a week, Ellen 
has been scouring the 
neighborhoods of the 
Garden City and surroun- 
ding communities for a 
similar, dependable ser- 
vice. 

She has had no luck. 

Those centers which stay 
open late enough to suit her 
full-time schedule are too 
expensive or do not take 
youngsters less than two 
years old, she says. 

Her complaint is not un- 
common, Ellen is just one 
in an increasingly larger 
group of single, working 
mothers whose salaries 
cannot support most 
daycare and whose pa- 
tience is worn thin over the 
waiting lines, initial 
deposits and erratic hours 
involved with the average 
public and home-based 
centers 

Mothers and daycare 
professionals alike agree 
that finding care for 
newborns is almost im- 
possible, due to waiting 
lists for daycare licenses, a 
maximum allowance of 
two infants per house anda 
general preference on the 
part of providers for older 
children 

If that were not enough, 
the recent rash of publiciz-

a two-and-half story home at 172

Teachers lambaste officials 


Pent-up anger explodes

NEWTON — The sadness and frustration which 
has attended unsettled teacher contract negotia- 
tions for the past 13 months Monday night boiled

Death of hospice plan mourned

NEWTONVILLE — A plan to locate a 
facility to care for the terminally ill in the old 
Claflin School has, itself, been declared ter- 
minally ill. 

Calling the decision to drop the project a 
‘painful’ one, Linda Kilburn, executive 
director of the Hospice of the Good 
Shepherd, explained that a number of very 
recent economic, governmental and 
technological changes contributed to the 
demise of the plan. 


“A confluence of forces ... has changed the 
scene and the climate such that, in one short 
year, our forecasts of referrals, occupancy 
and reimbursement are drastically dif- 
ferent,’ Kilburne stated in a letter to 
“friends of the hospice.” ‘‘The bottom line of 
our restudy is that the facts no longer sup- 
port the feasibility of a free-standing in- 
patient unit, To put it another way, it is feasi- 


ble to build it by not to maintain it.” 

Kilburn emphasized that, while the plans 
for a permanent facility at the Claflin School 
might have fallen through, the Hospice of the 
Good Shepherd will continue to offer home 
care for the terminally ill, as it has for years. 
The decision to terminate the Claflin project, 
according to Kilburn, is ‘necessary in order 
to redirect program energies and resources 
towards the strengthening of our home care 
services for the terminally ill and 
strengthening contractual arrangements 
with area hospitals for in-patient backup.” 

Several aldermen who, along with scores 
of city workers and elected officials con- 
tributed to the huge effort that almost 
brought the hospice plan to fruition, bemoan- 
ed the demise of the project. “I've got a 
heartache myself that the thing has fallen 
apart,’ Alderman Robert L. Tennant com- 
mented, “'I just feel so bad that the thing fell 
on its face."

Shooting smacks of foreign intrigue

OAK HILL — The FBI has a prime suspect 
in the Dec. 15 machine-gun attack on the 
home of an Iranian family living in Oak Hill, 
according to law enforcement officials 

After a month-long investigation, a por- 
trait that smacks of international intrigue is

A four-page affidavit was made public 
Monday in U.S. District Court in Columbus, 
Ohio a document used as an application 
for a search warrant served last week at a 
home belonging to Behrooz Behzadi-Nejad, 
$2, an Iranian living in St. Clairsville, Ohio.

Several automatic weapons, including nine- 


millimeter machine guns of the type believ- 
ed used when Maragheh's home was hit in 
the late evening by two assailants carrying 
rapid-firing weapons. 

The affidavit is based on information sup- 
plied by two unnamed FBI informants who 
led agents to the home during an investiga- 
tion into the Newton shooting, said John 
Miller, who works out of U.S. Magistrate 
Nora King’s office 

According to those informants, Nejad is a 
professional hit man who has claimed to 
have killed ever 300 people across the globe 
and trains terrorist organizations in the use 
of martial arts weapons, 

‘Yes, he is considered a suspect,’’ said 
Newton Det. Lt. James Cox. The FBI, Cox 
said, is conducting the primary investigation 


into the shooting incident 

Attempts to reach Maragheh in Boston, 
where he owns a women's clothing store on 
Newbury Street, were unsuccessful, but his 
daughter said Maragheh ‘‘does not know this 
man... so far, we have no comment.” 

Five days after the attack, Nejad was ar- 
rested Dec. 20 and charged with murder in 
Dubai, a small shiekdom located on the Per 
sian Gulf, one of seven countries that makes 
up the United Arab Emirates, according to 
the affidavit.

WEST NEWTON 
foot tall, almost perfectly-

ed reports on daycare child abuse has made 
the process even more difficult for mothers who are 
so desperate for care they feel they have to “take 
what they can get.”’ Families who apply for home- 
based daycare licenses are registered by mail and 
never spot-checked or investigated until there is a 
complaint. 

The West Suburban Council for Children, a 
volunteer affiliate of the state’s Office for Children 
serving the Newton, Needham, Weston and 
Wellesley area, has a booklet available for mothers 
like Ellen which lists 86 center-based, or public 
daycare centers. 

“T looked through the booklet, which lists centers 
in six cities and ninety-nine percent of them won't 
take a baby,”’ Anderson said angrily in a recent in- 
terview. ‘Out of two or three ultimate possibilities, 
none offered full days or afternoon sessions.” 

Ellen earns a gross salary of $312 per week. In ad- 
dition to da re, this money must fund her son 
Stephen’s yearly private school tuition of $1200, 
payments on a car she needs to get to work, food, 
clothing and rent, 

Most of the centers Ellen located in the booklet 
charge between $2 and $3 per child, per hour. At 
these prices, Ellen would pay at least $195 a week, 
$780 a month and $9,360 a year for her two sons. 

Prices she was quoted for home-based private 
daycare have hovered around $3-$5 an hour, and 
sometimes $250 and up a week. 

“In a couple of months, maybe I'll be earning 
enough to afford it,’ Ellen says. “But what about 
mothers without skills or who are on welfare? 

One 27-year-old divorced Newton mother on 
welfare, who wished to remain anonymous, said it 
“would not be worth”’ getting a possible job she had 
considered as a supermarket cashier, because ‘‘all 
of the money I earned would have to be spent on 
daycare. As soon as I was given some prices for 
daycare, I said forget it.” 

Another Waltham mother said she had to stay 
home, on welfare, until her son was old enough to go 
to school. ‘It wasn't worth it to pack him up for 
daycare, tire myself out at work, then come home 
to a messy house all for an extra $10 a week,’’ she 
said. 

A Newton woman who finally found a home for 
her newborn said she is staying at work ‘“‘just long 
enough to get some insurance benefits.’’ After pay- 
ing $2.50 an hour for a full-time daycare week, plus 
other expenses, she has $16 left, a salary which 
would put her in the gutter if it were not for a sup- 
portive boyfriend. When asked if her baby was 
receiving good care, she said she ‘‘didn’t know.” 

“They are literally forcing us to stay on welfare,” 
Anderson says, fuming. ‘‘To have someone like me 
lose my job because of no daycare is ludicrous. I us- 
ed to be a daycare provider myself and I never bled 
anyone’s salary like this.” 

Havi Stander is the director of the Newton Com- 
munity Service Center’s daycare program, which, 
while non-profit, charges $153 a week for infants 
and $140 for toddlers. 

She says that although hers and other centers are 
able to offer partially subsidized daycare through 
the state Division of Social Services (DSS) and the 
Department of Public Welfare (DPW), the finan- 
cial eligibility guidelines eliminate those who make 
over $1,070 a month. 

“The problem is not with the very low income as 
much as with the low and moderate-income peo- 
ple,’’ Stander says. They are really in a terrible 
bind and the help that is available is minimal. Peo- 
ple who can’t afford daycare walk through my door 
everday. It breaks my heart.’’ Stander and Gary 
DeAngelis, director of a unique family daycare net- 
work run by the center, say a minimal amount of 
funds are earned through fundraising activities, but 
not nearly enough to help. 

“It is a seller's market now,’? Community 














Representative for the West Suburban Council for 
Children Karen Elizabeth King said. ‘‘We get a lot 
of calls, especially for babies. And the services just 
aren’t sufficient.” 


Because of the long waiting lists, King said often 
people call ‘‘before the baby is born.” People call- 
ing up to register their home centers with the OFC 
now have a waiting period of about three months, 
she said. DeAngelis says the slow licensing often 
encourages people not to bother becoming certified. 
This and the fact that there are no follow-ups or any 
quality control intensifies the process mothers go 
through. “Licensing is a farce right now,”’ he said. 

Sandra Bloom is office manager for Warmlines, a 
West Suburban parent volunteer group which 
serves as a clearinghouse of information and pro- 
vides workshops and support groups for all kinds of 
mothers. Bloom says that while it does what it can, 
Warmilines lacks a staff large enough to thoroughly 
investigate centers, help mothers choose the pro- 
grams or to provide subsidies. 

DeAngelis directs a network of about 16 family- 
based Newton daycare centers whose mothers are 
licensed by the OFC and trained by the Community 
Service Center. In exchange for insurance, vaca- 
tion and other benefits, the providers must hold 
rates consistent and are spot-checked on a regular 
basis. 

Although controlled, DeAngelis noted that the 
center’s rates of $3 an hour for under 20 hours and 
$2.80 per hour for full-time care are ‘‘still substan- 
tial costs.” He and Stander said they also usually 
have waiting lines for their programs. 

While many mothers like Anderson argue for rate 
controls and the establishment of more centers, 
DeAngelis and Stander counter that lowering prices 
which now simply go toward salaries and materials 
would damage the actual programs by eliminating 
quality workers who are already underpaid. 

Both daycare professionals argue instead for 
more state subsidizing, employer involvement, and 
action to make people aware of the importance of 
providing quality daycare. 

It seems that their concerns may be at least par- 
tially answered. Last Tuesday, Governor Michael 
S. Dukakis proposed a $17.8 million FY ’86 budget 
increase to assure more quality and affordable 
daycare programs. The Daycare Partnership Pro- 
ject, if approved, would provide $7.5 million to raise 
the wages of daycare workers by 30 percent over 
two years at private and non-profit centers sub- 
sidized by the state. $6.5 million would provide 
more subsidies for low and moderate-income 
daycare recipients, $500,000 would finance a 
statewide network of referral and resource centers 
to help mothers locate care and advise those in- 
terested in providing it. $400,000 would be spent for 
20 additional licensors and an investigative team 
for the Office for Children and other funds would 
sponsor programs to encourage more employers to 
provide daycare. 

“There’s absolutely no doubt that there has to be 
government support,’’ DeAngelis says. ‘‘It has got- 
ten beyond car washes and bake sales. The public 
has to get involved in providing for the young.” 

“It comes down to making daycare a priority in 
society,’’ Stander adds. 

Changing attitudes and increased subsidies are a 
positive start daycare professionals say. But the 
measures proposed by the governor last week come 
none too quickly for Anderson, who is still con- 
fronted with the immediate problem of finding 
daycare and the constant fear of losing her job 
when she has to stay home with her kids. 

“I go from day to day looking for someone who 
can take care of my kids so I can go to work tomor- 
row,” she says sadly. ‘First I split the family 
through divorce. Now I’m splitting it through this. 
My kids are being bounced around. I get knots in 
my stomach having to leave them at different 
places every day. I’m outraged and something has 
got to be done. But in the meantime, I have to do 
this. It is a matter of survival.”

where they want to live,’ 
Keaney. 


His previous home-hunting ex- 
peditions have shown him ‘‘the 
deplorable conditions that many 
of the single people here are liv- 
ing in” — conditions they cannot 
complain about for fear of being 
kicked out of the only place they 
can afford, he says. 

City building officials, ac- 
cording to Keaney, ‘should go 
looking for the slumlords’’ in 
Newton, not people like the Jaf- 
fes, who buy homes most realtors 
consider ‘‘dumps” and then in- 
vest the money needed to restore 
them for comfortable habitation. 

Shirley Jaffe says she and her 
husband plan to sink about 
$55,000 into the 172 Park St. home 
where Keaney lives, Keaney, 
himself, says he would someday 
like to own a home here. 


“It’s really sad that they would 
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attack someone whose doing all 
these great things with homes,” 
he says. ‘‘The whole issue at hand 
here is who should be able to live 
in this city and I just happen to be 
of the belief that anybody should 
be able to.” 

“Is it fair that certain people 
should be allowed to live in this 
town and others not? I’m about to 
be discriminated against because 
I’m single and live with people 
like myself. This is how people 
like us need to live. It’s a 
necessary fact of life for us. I 
think it’s healthy for a city like 
Newton to have a lot of young 
people who are professional 
types living here.”’ 

Neighbors’ arguments that 
such group residences depreciate 
their property values do not hold 
water for Keaney, who argues 
that not one single piece of 
residential property here has 
decreased in value over the past 
several years. 


vestments made to bring back 
the natural beauty of the homes 
automatically add to all the pro- 
perty values. 

The number of cars such dwell- 
ings bring to the streets is 
sometimes a problem, but, ac- 
cording to Keaney, ‘‘You have to 
weigh one person’s right to live 
where he or she choses against 
another persons right not look at 
three or four cars.””

NEWTON CORNER — The 
changing face of this 


neighborhood has come up 
with a new wrinkle — gourmet 
food shopping. 

Ever since developer Ron 
Druker’s plans for One 
Newton Place hit the drawing 
boards, speculation has been 
rife over the next development 
to sink roots in the 
neighborhood.

Vance proposes ‘linkage’ plan for city 


NEWTON — For Ward 7 Alderman-at-Large Verne Vance, the 
idea of ‘‘linking” commercial development to the financial needs 
of the city, is a logical extension of the city’s existing linkage pro- 


gram — the 10 percent ordinance. 


So Vance, a member of the committee revising the 10 percent or- 
dinance, put his thoughts on paper, copies of which are now cir- 
culating in city hall. Included is a letter asking the Board of 
Aldermen to act on his “Linkage Program for Commercial 
Developments” before the summer . 

“In view of the need for funds for low-income housing and other 
city needs such as a new main library, I think the proposal should 
be given serious consideration,” the letter stated. 

Under his plan, “‘Any commercial development requiring a 
special permit or a zone change, which consists of at least 100,000 
square feet of rentable retail and/or office space, the developer 
would be required to make a payment to the city.” 

Vance said the linkage program is “worthwhile” for large 


developments. 


“If the Board of Aldermen feel a substantial 


development is appropriate. Linkage would (at least) provide us 
with some financial benefit,’’ he said. 


Funds set for NNHS program upgrade 


NEWTON — The aldermanic Finance Committee has resisted 
the warnings of Newton Teachers Association President Tony 
Croce and given its unanimous support to funding the physical im- 
provement of two Newton North High School programs. 

FinCom voted 8-0 in favor of a $235,692 appropriation from 
surplus to pay for the expansion of North’s culinary arts program 
and the construction of the school system’s first, fully-equipped 


television production studio. 


The funding request, which originated from the School Commit- 


tee and M 


Theodore D. Mann, already has been approved by 
the Public F ac.lities Committee. 


The majority of the money requested — $162,000 — will be spent 
on the construction, design and equipment needed to upgrade the 
school’s culinary facilities, while about $74,700 is intended to

Daniel M. Funk delivered a

FinCom had previously 
recommended the city pay on- 
ly half of the $1,300 settlement 
sought by Royal Globe In- 
surance because Feeley’s car 
had been parked illegally last 
March when it was struck by a 
ladder protruding from a mov- 
ing, city-owned pick-up truck 
driven by a public works 
employee, 

Funk's explanation of a 
legal theory known as “‘prox- 
imate cause," in which he 
argued that Feeley’s illegally 
parked vehicle was ‘‘merely a 
condition of the incident, not a

home to FinCom. 

There is no stipulation in the

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Yippie vs. Yuppie at BC 
Times they are a-changin’ ... for some

NEWTON — Abbie Hoffman 
and Jerry Rubin, transformed 
from comrades in the social 
tumult of the 1960s into 
ideological foes two decades 
later, last week brought their 
disperate expections for the 
“baby boom” generation to near- 
ly 1,000 Boston College students. 

Billed as “Yippie vs. Yuppie: 
The Challenge of the 1980s vs. the 
Idealism of the 1960s,’’ the con- 
frontation between Hoffman and 
Rubin sought to highlight the 
modern-day differences between 
working for social change from 
within the system and from 
without. 

The pair achieved that goal in 
BC's Roberts Center gym, leav- 
ing many members of the au- 
dience, both young and old, sear- 
ching for some middle ground on 
which to build a foundation for 
the future of this country — a way 
to combine the achievement- 
oriented ways of today's Young 
Urban/Upwardly Mobile Profes- 
sionals (Yuppies) with the the 
former Youth International Par- 
ty’s (Yippies) sensitivity to 
social dilemmas. 

Rubin, who, after lot of 
rethinking’ in the 1970s, has 
become a successful business en- 
trepeneur promoting ‘‘network- 
ing,’’ opened the debate with a 
rare touch of humor. 

“T led thousands of students in- 
to the streets in the 1960s. I was 
the subject of much heated 
discussion around the dinner 
tables of America. Then, I took 
off my beard and no one recogniz- 
ed me, So, that’s why I carry my 
American Express card with me 
wherever I go these days,’’ he 
said holding up the well-known 
green charge card. 

“That's a joke,"’ added Rubin, 
who was dressed in a black two- 
piece suit. He finished the self- 
parody by placing a small bottle 
of what he called ‘designer 
water’? — Perrier — on the 
podium. 

With the humor out of the way, 
Rubin set down his vision of the 
country’s future and the role his 
former radical compatriots 
should play in it. 

The generation that ‘‘created 
the '60s,’’ baby-boomers from 
ages 25 to 40, has not ‘‘sold out”’ to 
the establishment, according to 
Rubin. 

“We're taking over. ... We are 
living right now in a time in 
history that’s every bit as impor- 
tant as the Industrial Revolution, 
but that revolution is coming to 
an end and we are at the beginn- 
ing of the Information Age. 

“Tn 1988 or in 1992, we will elect 
a Yuppie-oriented president who 
will be responsive to our needs 
and then our generation will con- 
trol every election into the third 
decade of the 2lst century. ... 
This is the take-over generation. 
This is the time for us to decide 
how we want the country to run,”’ 
Rubin extolled. 

And then came Hoffman, who 
went underground in the 1970s 
under pursuit from federal 
authorities only to surface a 
decade later in upstate New York 
as a nationally-recognized, en- 
vironmental protection advocate 
using the alias “Barry Freed.” 

Wearing ‘ta workingman’s 
cap” and dressed in scruffy cour- 
doroys, Hoffman rolled up his 
shirt sleeves and opened his 
presentation with a brand of ris- 
que humor that even the mostly 
Catholic BC students found 
amusing. 

“This is the first time I’ve been 
to speak in a planned parenthood 
center. ... The Jewish position on 
abortion is that the fetus does not 
achieve life until it finishes 
graduate school and the mother 
has the right to do anything she 
wants with it until it’s about 23."" 
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Abbie Hoffman 
hasn’t changed 
since the 1960s. 
That’s fine, but 
it’s not a message 
to a generation.

Hoffman contended that the 
“search for excellence’ pro- 
pounded by the Yuppie 
philosophy ‘only means making 
it big in the corporate rat race” 
and argued that ‘the rich, as a 
class, earn their money the old- 
fashioned way"’ — at the expense 
“of the poor, as a class.”’ 


He compared the ‘‘fashion’’ 
consciousness of Yuppies to 
“fascism,"’ describing Yuppies 
as ‘‘a small elite telling us what 
to spray under our arms, what to 
eat and, eventually, telling us 
what to think.’”” 


Summoning up the some of the 
catch-phrases that galvanized 
the thoughts of a generation, Hof- 
fman said, ‘‘‘Power to the people’ 
was the slogan of the 60's and it’s 
always been the slogan of the 
democratic process. ... It's in 
your best interest to be active. 
Better active today than radioac- 
tive tomorrow.”’ 

In rebuttal, Rubin painted his 
former colleague as ‘“‘cynical and 
disillusioned,’ saying Hoffman 
offered ‘‘an anti-success point of 
view that keeps people limited."” 

“I know about making people 
feel guilty. I made people respon- 
sible for burning babies in Viet- 
nam. I'm a great guilt-tripper, 
but guilt does not work. You do 
not succeed by making people 
feel guilty. ... You can be suc- 
cessful and also be moral,” 

Hoffman criticized Rubin's 


Yuppie movement as just 
another, but more serious form of 
“keeping up with Jon uA 
kind of ‘social Darwinis! 
punishes and excludes those 
unable to keep pace with the 
fashion-setting goals of modern 
life. 

During the question and 
answer period, several BC 
students pressed Rubin on how he 
is applying the values he espous- 
ed in the '60s toward bettering the 
world of the '80s and also whether 
the self-consciousness of Yuppies 
can be blended with the social 
consciousness of Yippies. 

His responses surprised many 
of those in attendance. 

“There’s not much I can do in 
my situation now. ... I don't see 
Yuppies or anybody. else giving 
away what they have to other 
people. The idea here is self- 
reliance. Everybody does it for 
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themselves, but everybody has 
the opportunity to do it,’ Rubin 
said. 

Asked ‘‘when is a Yuppie sat- 
sified with himself,’’ Rubin 
replied, ‘You can be satisfied 
and still want more. ... Money is 
often a good measure. Money 
kind of tells you if something is 
worth doing or not. It’s a pretty 
good arbiter of what to do on a 
personal level.” 

Hoffman then said Rubin “is 
talking the regime, but I can't see 
a balance being struck and I'm 
stuck in the balance.’’ He asked 
the audience to “look beyond the 
labels’’ and superficialty of the 
Yuppie persona to the real need 
for “grassroots” action to make 
the everyone’s futures better 

In response to the loud standing 
ovation he received as he con- 
cluded his remarks, Hoffman 
smiled widely, raised his arms 
over his head with his hands clen- 
ched into fists, and struck a pose 
that seemed to momentarily 

sport him back in time to the 
when his fiery rhetoric 
whipped the nation’s college 
campuses into a revolutionary 
frenzy. 

When the applause died down, 
a ruffled Rubin told the crowd, 
“Live like him if you're on his 
side. When you leave here tonight 
I want you to ask yourself who 
gave you more ideas to think 
about. Who challenged you 
more?” 
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Pro-business more 
than ribbon-cutting 


If the second rematch involving Michael 
Dukakis and Edward King does come 
about in 1986, as anticipated, the corner of- 
fice incumbent will be hoping to top his 
rival on familiar turf. It will be pro- 
business Dukakis against pro-business 
King. 


Out in voter land, the concern of most 
impacts on jobs and less burdensome 
taxes, not on party ideology.

With a bow toward the genius of MIT and 
the other think tanks close to Boston which 
nurtured the Computer Age, the aim is to 
“put in place the private, public and 
academic forces to create the next genera- 
tion of high technology,’’ states the an- 
nouncement brochure offered by Evelyn 
F. Murphy, economic affairs secretary. 


A related goal is to extend economic op- 
portunity to geographic areas other than 
those which have been feasting on the en- 
trepreneurial fruits of Raytheon, Digital, 
Wang Laboratories, Data General and so 
many more frontline firms. 


Thus, initial activity will be in four 
specific areas of advanced technology in 
as many locations. 


Southeastern Massachusetts, for exam- 
ple, should get a significant boost from the 
effort in marine sciences. The world 
renowned marine institutions at Woods 
Hole as well as Southeastern 
Massachusetts University and the 
Maritime Academy are part of the pro- 
gram, with ties to the Boston Har- 
bor/UMass campus. 


Worcester’s new Biotech Park comes in- 
to the picture, with private sector financ- 
ing and an alignment to the UMass 
Medical School in Worcester. 
Photovoltaics, the science of solar energy 
resource, will be centered in a University 
of Lowell productivity unit. Polymer 
sciences, embracing a broad range of 
materials that play key roles in energy, 
agriculture, food processing, medicine and 
national defense, are to be advanced in a 
University of Massachusetts center. GE 
and Monsanto in the western part of the 
state will have strong ties there. 


What the governor and his economics af- 
fairs secretary are demonstrating is an 
awareness that a pro-business stance is 
more than ribbon cutting. Results of what 
is being attempted should be eminently 
worthwhile.

Government with a grain of salt 


Democratic Rep. David B. Cohen was 
treated like a conquering hero when he ap- 
peared at a recent Real Property Reuse Com- 
mittee session to determine the fate of the Oak 
Hill Elementary School building. 

Showered with slaps on the back, hand- 
shakes and a few kisses, Cohen, a Keverian- 
supporter who was named as chairman of the 
House Committee on Bills in Third Reading, 
took the royal treatment with his usual grain 
of salt. 

Commenting that he was happy with his 
committee slot, Cohen added, ‘‘I never could 
understand them (House bills) by only 
reading them twice." 


Alderman Robert L. Tennant, whose consis- 
tent commercial rhetoric on the floor of the 
board has earned him the sobriquet ‘staunch 
business advocate,’’ blushed slightly while 
testing Economic Development Commission 
appointee Linda Whitlock with a question 
about ‘taxing commercial properties’’ up to 
the highest classification possible. 

Whitlock, who shot up through the ranks as 
a state planner to direct all of the Com- 
monwealth’s real property acquisitions and 
sales, showed her mettle by deftly avoiding 
Tennant’s snare. 

After saying she would have to ‘‘become 
familiar” with all the issues surrounding 
development here, Whitlock told Tennant the 
decision involved in fostering commercial or 
residential development is not a ‘‘mutually 
exclusive”’ one. 


Alderman Verne Vance smiled when he saw 


a recent headline touting his political ‘‘war 
chest’’ as the richest. 
“Now I gotta go look for a war,’’ Vance 


quipped. 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann continues to 
publicly straddle the middle of fence on the 
teacher contract issue. At a recent meeting of 
the Massachusetts Mayors Association, which 
he heads, Mann told a reporter the school 
department’s offer to educators here was 
“above and beyond anything else I heard the 
mayor’s here have offered their teachers.” 

Demonstrating the political savvy that has 
kept him in office for 13 years, Mann quickly 
added, ‘‘That’s not to say the School Commit- 
tee has done bad by offering it to them.”” 





Mayor Ted Mann took a break from wrestling 
with the “‘slow fiscal strangulation” that has 
been threatening the Garden City to show a 
few new holds to wrestling great ‘‘Killer’’ 
Kowalski. The mayor met the ‘‘Killer” during 
a recent CJP ‘‘Super Sunday’”’ phone-a-thon 
fundraiser. 


Mann also used a question about his opinion 
of the ‘‘big issues”’ of Election ’85 to renew his 
assault on ‘‘some members” of the Board of 
Aldermen and call for ‘‘a restoration of 
respect for each other and the body.” 

Although he believes that, ‘‘for the most 
part,’’ he can depend on the judgment of the 
board, the mayor said, ‘“‘There are some in- 
dividuals who run counter to the forces of 
good, progressive, orderly government,”’ and 
questioned whether their tactics are 
“necessary in the interest of dissent.’’ 

This ‘‘bickering and abuse of time’’ makes 
“many well-qualified persons simply not want 
to run’’ for aldermanic slots and, Mann added 
sadly, ‘‘just a few are the culprits.” 


Alderman James P. Regan has certainly 
washed away the insinuation, made just after 
riding Mayor Mann’s campaign machine into 
office, that he is ‘‘a clone’’ of Mayor Mann. 
But, at the same time, the freshman alderman 
from Newton Centre has left his colleagues on 
the board wondering just where he is current- 
ly coming from. 

Several board members say privately they 





were left befuddled upon reading Regan’s 
public claim that he has ‘‘voted against” 
every measure that would have increased 
traffic in Newton Centre, noting that such 
items have gone through the board on “‘first 
call’’ with no dissent. 

The final straw for some of Regan’s col- 
leagues came when he sat in the audience at a 
meeting to discuss the fate of Oak Hill and 
pleaded ignorance concerning a board policy 
allowing all aldermen to participate, if not of- 
ficially vote, in such deliberations. 

When he finally rose and chastized board in- 
action on the Oak Hill reuse by asking, 
“What's the big deal,’ he received a chilly 
reception from his freshman colleague Ward 2 
Alderman Louis Irwin. 

“Alderman Regan asked what the big deal 
is. The big deal, in my mind, is the respon- 
sibility of city government in this situation,” 
Irwin replied with a bite. 


Alderman Richard J. McGrath left his col- 
leagues on the Public Facilities Committee 
laughing during a recent discussion of how to 
save a Taft Avenue dogwood tree from a con- 
struction company’s wrath. 

McGrath, who managed to convince the 
others that the tree could be spared without a 
problem, opened his argument by establishing 
his credibility on the subject. 

“I’m a ditch-digger. I’m in a situation 
where I know what I’m talking about. All the 
other times I don’t, but this time I do,” the ir- 
rigation specialist said with his characteristic 
smile while the other aldermen made sure the 
reporter in the room noted McGrath’s admis- 
sion ‘‘for the record.” 


Here’s one for the ‘‘babies and bungalows”’ 
file ... A recent board session to discuss the 
fate of the former Oak Hill Elementary School 
caused two aldermen to explore the real 
reasons for declining public school enrollment 
here. 

Alderman Matthew Jefferson said he does 
not believe any of the city’s closed school 
buildings will ever be reopened as public lear- 
ning institutions. 

“The Pill has taken care of that,’’ Jefferson 
asserted. 

Later in the debate, Alderman Richard 
Bullwinkle took a different tack. Bullwinkle 
said he believes one of the big reasons for the 
decreasing number of school age children in 
the Garden City is the fact that young married 
couples cannot afford to live here.

Appropriation request reveals 
there is money for teachers 


An open letter to Paul E. Colletti, 
Chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, Board of Alderman: 


Each of the following comments 
concerning the crisis in Newton’s 
schools appeared in the Jan. 23 edi- 
tion of the Newton Graphic: 


“People don’t realize how bad off 
it is. We still have kids who are 
more prepared for college and 
teachers who are better than the 
average in the nation, but we are 
heading for the brink of mediocri- 
ty.” 


These are the angry reflections 
of a veteran Newton teacher. 


A former school committee 
member who strongly supports 
good schools in Newton had this to 
say: “I would stress the absolute 
necessity of providing appropriate 
working conditions for teachers in 
order to prevent the decline of the 
school system. Ultimately there is 
no other viable choice.” 


A talented young teacher whose 
discouragement has led him to 
tender his resignation offered these 
words: “The system is promoting 
mediocrity ... There is a lot of bit- 
terness from people who have been 
here for a long time. The faculty 
here is as good as in most colleges. 
But it won’t be that way in the 
future.”’ 


“Work-to-rule? I hate it. Every 
one of us does,’ declared a 
respected senior teacher. But he 
added, ‘‘What I don’t like is being 
‘salted down’ with stingy contracts 
by a city which, sooner or later, 
will get exactly what it pays for."’ 


From a dedicated teacher who 
joined with many colleagues in an 
all-night vigil came this strong, but 
increasingly typical teacher senti- 
ment: “I am struck by indifference 
in the school committee and ad- 
minstration. They are arrogant, in- 
sulated and uncaring.” 


One day later, the News-Tribune 
included an item that certainly fed 
into this frustration and anger. The 


paper reported on Jan. 24 that the 
School Committee had requested a 
special appropriation for $235,692 
to ‘‘create the school system’s first 
television production studio and 
upgrade Newton North High 
School's culinary arts program.” 


This request of monies form the 
city’s surplus funds received the 
unanimous support of the School 
Committee. Mayor Mann endorsed 
the request on Jan. 16, and the 
board’s Public Facilities Commit- 
tee voted to approve the request by 
a 4-0-3 vote on Jan. 23. 


Newton’s teachers have been 
told repeatedly that there is no 
money available to satisfy the 
salary portion of our request. But 
now comes this request for a 
special appropriation, one that 
represents in dollars more than one 
percent of the total teaching 
salaries, and it seems to be sailing 
through all levels of the city’s ap- 
propriating process. Monies are 
being sought for programs that 
will, at best, be available to small” 
groups of students within but one 
school. Our contract struggle 
reaches into every classroom, 
every counselor’s office, every 
locker room in every school. 


If this appropriation request con- 
tinues on to smooth and final ap- 
proval, it will give stark support to 
the growing view that Newton’s 
progressive program is subsidizied 
by its talented but underpaid 
teachers. Many of these teachers 
would join me before your commit- 
tee to voice our strong objections to 
this request. But on the same even- 
ing we shall be carrying our case 
directly to the School Committee 
yet again. 


In light of our inability to appear 
before you, we respectfully ask 
that you defer action on the special 
appropriation request until such 
time as Newton teachers have 
resolved their contract dispute by 
approving an acceptable contract 
offer

Teachers should dispel distrust 
and restore professional dignity 


Open letter to my colleagues and 
others in Newton who value public 
education: 


Sharing your frustrations, your 
desires for action and your longing 
for professional conditions and 
respect, I offer observations and 
suggestions from a slightly dif- 
ferent perspective. 

First, the observations. 

We are public school teachers. 
Believing every child has the right 
to be taught well, we committed 
our talents to guiding and sup- 
porting learning in a school system 
which attracted us by its respect 
for teaching. 

This kind of commitment makes 
intolerable dividing our profes- 
sional time between teaching and 
the political action that working 
without a contract forces upon us. 

As I hear explanations of the vote 
on the contract, they add up to 
distrust. I believe teachers were 
responding to a distrust so 
demoralizing that it must be con- 
fronted, and either dispelled (so 
the Newton Public Schools can be 
renewed to greatness) or accepted 
(so the system can be regulated to 
mediocrity ). 

Perhaps the word distrust seems 
dramatic; I use it to express the 
absence of interested, involved, 
sensitive dialogue and action 
among the parties responsible for 
the education of Newton students: 
the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, 
the School Committee, the Newton 
Teacher’s Association, the School 
Administration, parents, citizens 
of Newton and teachers. 

In the face of radical enrollment 
and fiscal changes in recent years, 
failure to speak and act construc- 
tively could not help but to create 
distrust. I don’t exempt from this 
failure any responsible parties 

My suggestion is that teachers 
begin to dispel distrust and restore 
constructive dialogue by reaffirm- 
ing their professional dignity, by 
redefining wherein that dignity 
lies, and by rejecting a negotiation 
process that insults both the profes- 
sion and the teachers of Newton 

I suggest that teachers first 
declare their disillusionment with 
the process and then direct their 


energies to changing the way the 
next cotract is negotiated. I say 
“declare’’ because the pronounce- 
ment needs to draw attention to all 
who have contributed to the 
climate of distrust - or failed to 
change it. 

Specifically, we should reject the 
maze-like structure of the talks 
between the School Committee and 
teachers, which requires lawyers 
and negotiators to carry on the ex- 
change, prohibits reports of pro- 
gress - in every way assumes and 
reinforces and adversarial rela- 
tionship. 

Calling Newton teachers ‘‘union”’ 
members - and assuming they will 
act like rank and file - denies the in- 
dependence and initiative demand- 
ed by their teaching responsibilties 
and contradicts the integrity in 
professional work, 

If the law does not define a pro- 
fession in this way, it should, 

The law acknowledges the dif- 
ference between union worker and 
teacher by not permitting teachers 
to strike, How have we permitted it 
to impose a contract-making 
superstructure that virtuallly in- 
sures negotiations will go on for 
months and run beyond the opening 
of the school year? 

Having experienced it - bitterly - 
we now realize the irrationality of 
starting the school year without an 
agreement. By doing so, we 
destroy our professional selves, 
because the person is divided from 
responsibilty, 

I am convinced that no matter 
what course the current mediation 
takes, the outcome will not resolve 
the distrust. 

Who better than teachers to learn 
the lesson that their experience 
teaches them? Who better than 
teachers to turn the energy of all 
involved towards a constructive 
review and revision of the positions 
we are now locked into 

Let us be one in our action to 
preserve an excellent teaching 
staff and to restore the respect and 
trust that the staff and education in 
Newton deserve

One of Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis’ press aides was 


furious as last week's press 
conference to announce a 
record $238.3 million in addi- 
tional, direct local assistance 
for the state’s 351 cities and 
towns drew to a close. 

His boss had allowed one 
last question from the media 
before ending the session and 
the query was one Dukakis’ 
underling neither expected nor 
appreciated, 

“Governor, how do you res- 
pond to the criticism that your 
local aid formula punishes the 
state’s wealthier cities and 
towns, who are raising the 
revenue and_ successfully 
managing themselves under 
Proposition 24%, while rewar- 
ding the communities that are 
floundering and unable to get 
out from under?" 

The governor, of course, had 
not missed a beat in answer- 
ing. He began by saying he did 
not “think that was an ac- 
curate criticism,” but he con- 
tinued on to admit his formula, 
the first revenue-sharing 
system in the nation based on 
differences in local revenue- 
raising capacity and 
demographics, helps those 
“hit hardest by Proposition 
2.” 

“I think our communities 
are being managed a lot better 
and a lot harder .,, but, that 
doesn't mean some of the 
wealthier cities and towns are 
in the clear either,”’ he said. 

Dukakis’ aide, of course, 
was stomping mad_after- 
wards. “That was a — cheap 
shot, wasn’t it,” he blurted 
rather loudly to a chum, as if 
his use of the obscenity 
justified his belief. 

He failed to see that 
Dukakis, himself, had hit the 
nail squarely on the head. 
Some of the Commonwealth’s 
wealthier cities, like Newton, 
for example, are certainly 
“not in the clear” financially, 
but, for the last three years, it 
has been they (excluding 
Boston) who have been left out 
in the cold, while the most 
financially mismanaged (like 
Boston) have been bringing in 
the sheaves supplied by the 
state. 

Perhaps another straight 
forward question would have 
cut more closely to the bone. 

If the Prop. 2% tax-cap is 
such a good idea, why does the 
state plan to dole out $2.7 
billion in direct and indirect 
financial aid to make it work? 

Although financial aid must, 


Local aid, liability 
and legerdemain 


needed most, one must also 
keep in mind that the money 
behind that local aid is not 
printed in an office on Beacon 
Hill. It had to come from 
somewhere. 

Specifically, almost all of it 
came from the taxpayers in 
cities and towns. More 
specifically, most of the 
money generated, in one way 
or another, comes from the 
‘“‘wealthier’’ cities and towns 
that have approached Prop. 
2% with insightful planning; 
the ones that have made the 
tough decisions — like school 
closings, privately contracted 
city services and relentless 
(some say ruthless) expansion 
of the commercial tax base — 
in order to survive the will of 
the voters. 

It would make sense, then, 
to help those communities 
“making it in Massachusetts,” 
those who have paid mightily 
for the state’s success, more 
than those cities and towns 
that continue to fritter away or 
simply mismanage the billions 
the state (read: taxpayers) 
have supplied for the past 
three years. 

Since Prop. 2%’s inception, 
local aid has increased by 40.6 
percent and, in the coming 
fiscal year, ‘‘poorer’’ com- 
munities will receive more 
than seven times the aid per 
person than the wealthier 
ones. 

Is this the “equity’’ and 
“stability” we want? Is the 
state really helping local 
governments successfully 
manage themselves under the 
constraints of Prop. 2%, or are 
the taxpayers actually paying 
to undercut the purpose of the 
very law they flocked to the 
polls to support? 

This is not to say that the 
state should not share the 
wealth generated by the suc- 
cess of its municipalities, but 
perhaps the voters would have 
been better off passing a 
measure requiring every city 
and town to maintain a balanc- 
ed budget without the benefit 
of local aid. 

Then, at least, local aid, 
which is now a thinly- 
disguised mechanism for bail- 
ing out the helplessly flounder- 
ing or hopelessly mismanag- 
ed, could really be put to work 
to bring the entire Com- 
monwealth closer to the Uto- 
pian dream Dukakis recently 
described in his State of the 
State address.

30 a year, and ignoring such 
things as attendance at and par- 
ticipation in aldermanic commit- 
tee meetings and other activities 
through which the board does its 
work, is simply not valid. That 
conclusion based only on atten- 
dance at full board meetings also 
ignores the very legitimate 
reasons that may underlie some 
absences from board meetings, 
such as illness. 


I hope that in the future the 
Graphic will not again let its ap- 
parent obsession with Alderman 
McGrath becloud the real issues 
involved in a proposal for alder- 
manic action,

Hospice plan cancelled

Alderman Sondra Shick, who, as head of the 
aldermanic Real Property Reuse Committee, will 
soon be dealing with the new destiny of the old 
Claflin School said of the project’s plight, ‘‘I think 
it’s tragic. Honestly, it’s very sad.” 

According to Kilburn, a recent rise in the number 
of empty beds in areal hospitals is one of the chief 
reasons for deciding to terminate the three-year ef- 
fort for a hospice in the Claflin School. ‘Increased 
regulatory restrictions and reimbursement provi- 
sions which limit hospital stays, limit reasons for 
legitimate admissions and force discharges much 
earlier than previously was considered standard 
medical practice’ are largely responsible for the 
unanticipated increase in the number of empty 
beds. 

“Whereas hospital beds were mostly full one year 
ago, now hospitals compete for patients,” she 
stated. ‘‘The market place has shifted so 
dramatically in such a short span of time that it is 
scarcely recognizable as what we studied so 
thoroughly just two years ago.”” 

Also figuring into the decision to drop the Claflin 
project was a marked improvement in hospital 
care for the terminally ill, according to Kilburn. 
“The hospital care of the terminally ill, which used 
to be impersonal, insensitive and one of the main 
reasons for the very philosphy of hospice in the first 
place, has improved so much that it now presents a 
quite suitable alternative to a free standing in- 
patient unit. The close collaboration of hospital 
nurses and our own Hospice Home Care staff, who 


come into the hospital with the referred patient, has 
resulted in the developing expertise of the hospital 
personnel and even in structural changes such as 
family rooms and cooking facilities in some 
hospitals,”’ she stated. 

Also unanticipated throughout the long drive for a 
hospice at the Claflin School were sweeping 
technological changes in home care of the terminal- 
ly ill. “New technology and regulations now permit 
pain control, intravenous and other care and treat- 
ment that were beyond the capacity of home care 
only a year or two ago,”’ according to Kilburn. 

Ironically, the effectiveness of the home care 
part of the Hospice of the Good Shepherd also con- 
tributed to the demise of the Claflin project, 
Kilburn noted. “The excellence of the home care 
portion of Hospice has ironically made in-patient 
backup care less necessary. In a sense, we have 
achieved ourselves out of part of our job,’’ she 
stated. 

Kilburn took obvious pride in her organization's 
ability to face up to the rapidly changing realities of 
their situation. ‘It would be easy to fell defeat from 
this event, but the fact of the decision to forego 
Claflin should be a source of great pride to the staff, 
board and all the supporters of HGS. To be forward- 
looking enough, flexible enough and trustworthy 
enough to take such a painful step has to say 
something very positive about HGS,”’ she stated. 

Looking to the future, when the school, which the 
city sold to HGS for only $116,000, has been returned 
to the rolls of the city’s surplus buildings, Shick said 
she was eagerly anticipating the opportunity to add 
some badly needed subsidized housing to the city’s 
limited stock.

Tree to be saved in drain construction 
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The drainage effort is designed 
to alleviate the extensive flooding 
plaguing homes in the Taft 
Avenue area by replacing two 
smaller diameter pipes with a 
single, larger main drain. 

About 1,000 feet of 48-inch 
diameter, concrete pipe will be 
laid in a route that passes 
through the property of about a 
dozen homes extending from 
Cherry Street to beneath 
Waltham Street, from there to 
beneath Taft Avenue and from 
there to a bend in Hazelhurst 
Avenue. 

In order to move ahead with 
the plan, however, City Engineer 
Paul Giunta required four tem- 
porary construction easements to 
widen the permanent easement 
running through the area so that 
space was available for 
machinery to do the work. 

That is where Pat Granahan’s 
dogwood came into the picture. 

While much of the above- 


ground portion of the tree is not 
located in the permanent ease- 
ment running through her 
backyard, almost half its roots 
and branches are, meaning that 
the 11-foot deep, 10-foot wide 
ditch needed for the placement of 
the new piping would require 
shearing off many of the 
dogwood’s limbs and doing fatal 
damage to its root system. 


By law, the city does not have 
to concern itself with such pro- 
blems because the plant is 
situated in property to which the 
city has complete access. But 
Granahan, who has had the 
mature tree independently ap- 
praised at a value of anywhere 
from $3,000 to $9,000, questioned 
the city’s right to destroy the tree 
which provides enjoyment for 
her family, adds to the value of 
her property and protects her 
home from the sights and sounds 
of a heavily-trafficked Waltham 
Street. 


“A lot of the options that I real- 
ly think could have been explored 


weren't because there’s been no 
communication (on the city’s 
end) for four months now,’’ she 
said. 

Representatives of the law and 
engineering departments, who 
were skeptical of the chances of 
saving the plant, balked at the 
prospect of replacing the 
dogwood with a replica and 
argued that the existing drainage 
pipes were in place long before 
tree took root. 


The situation appeared 
stalemated, 


“All conceivable methods in 
the field will be taken to preserve 
that tree. That's the best we can 
offer,’ Giunta told aldermen. 
Four other dogwoods, along with 
a variety of maples, 
honeysuckles, lilacs, oaks, 
peonies and rhododenrons, would 
also be claimed and, ultimately, 
replaced in the project, he 
notedd. 


But a united Public Facilities 
Committee, led by Alderman 
Richard J. McGrath, a self- 


proclaimed expert ‘‘ditch- 
digger’ who runs an Auburndale 
irrigation business, found a way 
to break the deadlock. 

“My God, this is a beautiful 
tree. It has to be preserved,” 
Alderman Wendell R. Bauckman 
said when he saw pictures of the 
dogwood in full bloom. 

Arguing that construction 
workers would have to manuever 
their equipment around much 
more significant obstacles, like 
the foundation of one home and a 
20-foot drop in another area, 
McGrath said the solution lay in 
specifically including the city’s 
demand that the tree not be 
touched or damaged in the job’s 
bidding specifications and bin- 
ding contract. 


Of course, the dogwood tree 
could not comment on its salva- 
tion, but it will likely show its ap- 
preciation by continuing to pro- 
vide a shady spot for Granahan’s 
family and maybe even a cool 
place to rest for some construc- 
tion workers on their lunch break

should: 

— Install one detector out- 
side each sleeping area 

— Install at least one on 
every level of the house, in- 
cluding the basement. 

— Test smoke detectors 
each month — according to 
manufacturer's directions. 

— Replace dying batteries. 
Most battery-powered detec- 
tors periodically to clear away 
dust that can cause malfunc- 
tion. 

Fire extinguishers. It’s a 
good idea to practice using 
them. 

Fire extinguishers are made 
to combat certain types of 
fires. Depending on its size 
and ingredients, an ex- 
tinguisher is good for only a 
certain length of time against 
particular types of fires. Each 
is labeled as such, 

— An “‘A”’ fire refers to or- 
dinary combustibles — wood’ 
paper, cloth. 

— ‘“B" means a grease fire, 
like a frying pan of grease cat- 
ching fire. 

—A“C” fire is an electrical 
fire. 

— Multiuse, all-purpose ex- 
tinguishers are available — 
labeled “ABC.” 

Attempt to put out only very 
small fires. Remember, what 
looks like a small, easy-to- 
handle fire can quickly get out 
of control, so make sure you're

between the fire and an exit 
when approaching a fire with 
an extinguisher. If the fire 
turns out to be too big for the 
extinguisher, you'll have a 
way out. 

Exits should be planned and 
practiced. Most fatal home 
fires, according to the NFPA, 
occur in the middle of the night 
when everyone’s asleep. Plan 
ahead so that everyone knows 
what to do if awakened from a 
sound sleep. 

— Diagram a plan and in- 
clude two escape routes from 
every room. Practice the plan. 

— Designate one place out- 
side where everyone will meet 
to be accounted for. 

Here are techniques to use 
when you're trying to escape 
from fire: 

— When the detector sounds, 
roll out of bed and crawl to the 
bedroom door. Sleeping with 
the door closed can help keep 
poisonous smoke out. 

— Feel the door. If it’s hot, 
flames and smoke are pro- 
bably on the other side. Use 
the second planned exit from 
the room. 

— If the door is cool, open it 
cautiously. 

— If you have to pass 
through smoke, crawl. The air 
is cleaner and easier to 
breathe near the floor because 


much of the smoke will rise. 

— If clothing catches fire, 
stop right where you are drop 
to the floor and roll over and 
over until the flames are out. 
Then get medical attention 
quickly. 

— Once you're out, stay out. 
When the family is accounted 
for, call the fire department 
from a neighbor’s house. 

Additional preventive home 
measures: 

— Check wood stoves and 
chimneys for cracks or 
creosote buildup, If one-fourth 
inch or more of creosote has 
accumulated, have chimneys 
and stovepipes cleaned. If 
you’re using a space heater, 
make sure there’s at least a 
yard of clear space in all direc- 
tions around it. And don’t 
leave children alone in a room 
with a space heater working. 
Turn heaters off before going 
to bed or going out. 

— Regularly check the elec- 
trical cords on appliances. If 
the cord is splitting or frayed 
or if the connections at the 
ends are loose have a new cord 
installed. Also, don’t run a 
cord under a rug to keep 
everyone from tripping over 
it. The cord continually is step- 
ped on and gradually broken 
down this way, but we don’t 
see that happening.

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Jordan, Minnesota: 


A Middle American nightmare

JORDAN, Minn. (UPI) — 
Johnny Voss, 11, frequently 
glances over his shoulder to see if 
he is being trailed. 

“Sometimes, in stores, if a per- 
son is walking and I turn and he 
turns, I do all sorts of moves just 
to make sure he isn’t following 
me. I’ve gotten more cautious 
about that.”’ 

Johnny is the sandy-haired, 
angelic-looking son of a Lutheran 
minister. He is not among the 
more than 40 children said to 
have been sexually abused. But 
he is scared. 

“The other night I was home 
alone, I heard the house settling 
or something. I thought someone 
was going to break in. Every 
time the phone rang, I thought it 
might be someone trying to scare 
me or something. 

Johnny shrugs and says softly, 
“T think I'll always be a little 
afraid of being home alone.” 

He says a lot of his friends joke 
about what’s happened. “But I 
think, deep inside, they feel the 
same way I do. 

“Like this one girl I know. She 
was very proud because she just 
got a letter on her jacket, a Jor- 
dan (school) jacket, and she went 
to Burnsville and people were 
pointing and making fun of her. 
And when she got home she rip- 
ped the Jordan letters off of it.”’ 

Johnny is frustrated, too, at the 
way adults have viewed the case. 

“If a person got killed and the 
person who saw it was 25 or 26, I 
think people would believe him. 
There’s a whole bunch of kids 
who say they were sexually abus- 
ed, but people don’t believe 
them.” 

Sociologist Gary Fine: ‘“‘It is a 
tricky thing to try to evaluate 
children’s testimony as com- 
pared to adults’ testimony. The 
irony is that in general children 
are more honest than adults. The 
difficulty is that children are 
more likely to be confused or un- 
sure what the truth is. 

“Perfectly sincere testimony 
from a child can be attacked for 
its credibility. The child is 
susceptible to being led, 
manipulated and having his 
memory twisted. At the same 
time, we are likely to give the 
adult the benefit of the doubt. 

“One would be very hard put to 
imagine that all the children in 
Jordan are lying. But it is possi- 
ble that they were led by the pro- 
secution and investigators or 
they were confused.” 

“As for Johnny, any child in 
such a situation would react with 
apprehension. Children, though, 
are quite flexible and resilient. 
They are able to get over many 
traumas, which at the time seem 
like the end of the world.”” 

Jordan is 35 miles southwest of 
Minneapolis, near the wooded 
banks of the Minnesota River. 
Named for ‘he biblical river in 
Palestine, Jordan was founded in 
1853 by a man named Thomas 
Holmes who took 160 acres from 
the Indians to build a sawmill. 

Today, Jordan’s downtown in- 
cludes three streets and four 
churches. Its biggest employer is 
a wheelchair manufacturer with 
a work force of about 50. 

During the past 20 years, Jor- 
dan has changed from a farm 
town to a middle-class commuter 
stop. Most residents work at 
glass, printing and auto plants in 
surrounding communities. 

But still, Jordan remains the 
kind of town where one can get 
credit at the general store, where 
Myrtle Whipps, who owns Ham- 
burger Home Cafe, greets 
customers by first name, and 
where insiders know that Dr. 
Paul Stahler takes his phone off 
the hook on Fridays, his day off. 

Jordan's tree-lined inner core 
{s dominated by aging brick and 
wood-framed houses. On the out- 
skirts, there are suburban ranch 
houses and the 290-unit Valley 
Green Mobile Home Park, 

The park is Jordan's ‘other 
side of the tracks.” It primarily 
draws transient, low-income 
residents, and it is where in- 
vestigators made their first sex- 
ual abuse arrest Oct, 1, 1983. 


During the next eight months, 
24 other people were arrested in 
Jordan and outlying areas. They 
included: a deputy sheriff, a 
police officer, factory workers, a 
truck driver, a welder, 
waitresses and several people 
who were unemployed. 


More than 40 children were 
alleged to have been forced to 
engage in sex acts with adults, in- 
cluding many of their own 
parents, as well as each other 
and, in some cases, with animals, 

The one man originally ar- 
rested pleaded guilty, another 
couple was acquitted, and all 
other charges were suddenly 
dropped two months ago. Yet the 
investigation remains officially 
active and some parents are 
reluctant even to hug their 
children in public. 

“Why can’t people concentrate 
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Jordan, Minnesota...a picturesque town. 


on the good things of Jordan," 
said Father Thomas Carolan, a 
Catholic priest. ‘‘We were state 
football champions last year.” 
The Jordan Hubmen won the 
championship game 28-0. 

“But after the game, what did 
the reporters ask — ‘What about 
sex in Jordan?"”’ 

Robert Bentz, 37, and his wife, 
Lois, 34, live in a_split-level 
house, on Cedar Valley Road, 
just south of town in Scott Coun- 
ty. They were the 12th and 13th 
people arrested and the first to be 
tried. 

In September, following three 
weeks of testimony from a 
parade of witnesses, a district 
court jury acquitted them of 
molesting their 7-year-old son 
and four other children. 

“T don’t think we've even hit 
the tip of the iceberg,” Robert 
Bentz said. ‘‘Two or three years 
down the road, we don’t know 
what it’s going to be like.” 

He has taken a second mor- 
tgage on his house to help pay 
$55,000 in legal fees. And he feels 
his entire family could face years 
of therapy. 

“We got acquitted and it took 
us three months to even see our 
three children. To me it is double 
jeopardy. You go to trial on sex 
abuse and you are acquitted and 
now you have to go to family 
court to get your kids back.”” 

Robert Bentz is an auto 
worker. His wife is a printing 
plant employee. A few days 
before Christmas they spoke 
easily about their ordeal, their 
frustrations and even 
acknowledged that the case af- 
fected their own sexual relation- 
ship. 

“Sex is a fine, normal emo- 
tion,’ Lois Bentz said. ‘‘There’s 
no kinky stuff with us.”’ 

Her husband recalled that after 
their arrest, ‘Lois got to think 
sex was dirty. That’s the way 
they want you to feel.” 

Lois Bentz said the charges 
destroyed her self-confidence 
and self-worth, 

“That's what bothered me the 
most. You just feel so dirty. You 
almost feel like you are guilty 
because it is such a filthy charge 
to go up on.”’ 

Although she senses a new in- 
ner strength, Lois Bentz said she 
is ‘kind of wary of people. I’m 
afraid to go up to talk to people 
because someone is going to 
recognize me. And if someone 
gave me a rotten remark, it 
would really bother me .,. like 
some of the hate mail we've 
received,’ She produces a torn 
envelope she has kept for three 
months, addressed to ‘Robert 
and Lois Bentz, child abusers."’ 

They maintain the children 
who testified against them, in- 
cluding their youngest of three 
sons, were brainwashed by the 
prosecution, 

“IT was charged after speaking 
up at a town council meeting 
against the arrest of my 
neighbors,” Robert Bentz said. 
“It's like McCarthyism. Anybody 
can be charged, particularly if 
you are critical."’ 

“We are not saying that child 
abuse doesn’t go on,’’ Lois Bentz 
said, “It is a rotten thing 
Everyone would love to be rid of 
it, What we are saying is that 
there are far too many people 
who are being arrested falsely. 
And some of those people are sit- 
ting in jail 





“We've been through this, 
falsely accused. That's why we 
formed VOCAL ( Victims of Child 
Abuse Laws)," she said. “'It's 
basically support and boy, has it 
caught on,” 

As for Jordan, her husband ad 
ded, ‘To tell you the truth, I don’t 
think we will ever get the truth 
about everybody. We know the 
truth about ourselves, but not 
about the others.” 


Fine: ‘The Bentzes are com- 
fortable with their story. In fact, 
what strikes me in talking to both 
sides — the prosecution and 
defense — is the genuine sense of 
moral outrage and conviction 
that each side is right.’’ 

“The Bentzes are willing to 
talk freely about intimate sub- 
jects. It’s their way to take the 
case to the court of public opi- 
nion, I think they are looking for 
public acceptance and I think 
that is one of the reasons for 
establishing VOCAL. 

“It is very common in 
America, it’s a tradition in fact, 
to form voluntary social action 
groups. There are hundreds of 
thousands of groups springing up 
on every possible subject. They 
also serve to give support. 

“From the defendants’ 
perspective, this case is all about 
McCarthyism, the Red Scare. In 
their minds, it is about an evil 
prosecutor who can arrest 
anyone she wants.”’ 
In the cottage she shares with her 
retriever, Scott County Pro- 
secutor Kathleen Morris sleeps 
with a snub-nosed .38-caliber 
pistol beneath her pillow. 

To some, the 39-year-old 
divorcee looks like an aging 
flower child: a cherubic face; no 
makeup; straight hair that falls 
to her waist. 

She is often seen carrying dolls 
— anatomical rag dolls that help 
children understand and report 
sexual abuse. 

Critics see her as a misguided 
“wicked witch.’’ Admirers view 
her as a crusading Joan of Arc. 

Four years ago, she received 
acclaim when she successfully 
prosecuted six people for child 
abuse. Some people think that 
case made her power-hungry. 

“She did that with six people. 
And I just think she figured, ‘boy, 
if I can do that with six, what 
could I do with 25.’ So she swept 
through town and got another 
25,’’ said one defendant. 

Yet others, like School 
Superintendent Ken Hanson, sup- 
port Morris's premise that sex- 
ually abused children often 
become sexually abusive 
parents. 

“Kathleen Morris is probably 
right,’’ Hansen said. ‘‘The only 
way to stop it is to break the 
chain and get the children out of 
the system,”” 

Morris sees herself as ‘‘just 
this person who had good 
parents.’ 

“And I never give up."’ 

In an emotional outburst after 
the Bentz aquittal, Morris said, 
“This doesn't mean they are in- 
nocent. It means I didn’t prove 
they were guilty. This means we 
live in a society that does not 
believe children,"’ 

A few days later, a still- 
seething Morris told local 
reporters, ‘I'm sick to death of 
things like the presumption of in- 
nocence,”’ 

In October, just as a second 
trial was to begin, Morris shock- 
ed the community again — this 
time dropping all charges 
against the 21 remaining defen- 
dants 

Morris explained that she 
wanted to shield the children 
from ‘‘great emotional! distress’ 
and to protect evidence in a 
related murder investigation 

Today, Morris is relatively 
silent on the case, leaving it in the 
hands of State Attorney General 
Hubert Humphrey III, son of the 
late senator and vice president 

‘I became the focus and realiz- 
ed that the kids were suffering,"’ 
she said. “That's not what I 
wanted. They have been hurt and 
I don’t want to hurt them any 
more,” 

Yet, Morris will still offer her 
perspective on child abuse 

“In the 1900s, men could beat 
wives as long as they didn’t use a 
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rod. They were the masters of 
their household. Most people who 
sexually assault their children 
feel the same way. They feel they 
have the absolute right to do as 
they wish 

“They see their children as 
chattel. They feel they own them 
and what they do with them 
under their roof is their own 
business.” 

Fine: ‘I think Kathleen Morris 
is utterly convinced that she is 
right and is willing to fly in the 
face of social convention to prove 
it. 

“She is also willing to pursue 
investigative work in areas 
typically left covered up by other 
prosecutors. She is not so much 
the prosecutor as the 
policewoman. Other prosecutors 
may let the police do the in- 
vestigation. Kathleen Morris 
does her own digging. 





“She is strong and perhaps also 
somewhat inflexible. These 
traits, to some degree, might 
blind her 

“She seems to be someone who 
believes family, as such, is not 
that important. That there are 





James John Rud 


Molester who 
sparked probe

SHAKOPEE, Minn. (UPI) 
— Convicted felon James John 
Rud, whose confessions laun- 
ched and deflated the Jordan 
sex ring case, fears only one 
man — James John Rud. 

“There's more than one Jim 
Rud,”’ said the 27-year-old 
recluse, squirming uneasily in 
a bullet-proof booth reserved 
for jail interviews. Rud 
doesn’t grant many _inter- 
views. Words get him in trou- 
ble 


“Sometimes, that other per- 
son tries to take over. I have 
these terrible impulses,"’ 


The dark impulses come in 
the night. They haunt him. 
They grow stronger in the 
presence of children. 


“I've got to keep myself 
separated (from children) un- 
til I can trust myself again 
around them," he said, his 
voice crackling eerily from an 
electronic speaker. 


“I guess I was rejected too 
often by adult females."” 


He offers no elaboration 
Rud measures his words. His 
lawyer told him to be careful, 
not to say anything that might 
hurt him when he is sentenced 
Jan. 18. Rud faces up to 73 
months in prison on 10 counts 
of first-degree sex offenses 
against children. 


“Right now I wish it were all 
over with, It’s been emotional- 
ly trying on a lot of people, in- 
cluding myself," he said 


I’m the only sex offender I 
know of. If there are others, I 
don’t know about them. I want 
it all to be over soon," 


Rud expects to be released 
within a year or two, especial- 
ly if he agrees to psychiatric 
treatment 


“I don’t feel like doing much 
of anything these days, at least 
not until this business is settl- 
ed.’ He fidgets with his 
glasses I feel I’ve been 
through enough.”

more vital concerns than the 
sanctity of the family — they are 
the rights of individual, par- 
ticularly the vulnerable. 

“Her dedication is not just put- 
ting great value on the family, or 
keeping the family intact as an 
end in and of itself. I suspect she 
might even agree with that. 

“There is no one community 


feeling about Kathleen Morris 
and the divided opinion runs 
strong and deep. She is a 


charismatic person who creates 
such polarization. 


“Jordan is possibly a tragedy 
in the classic sense. 

“T don’t mean that something 
bad occurred. I mean tragedy in 
the sense that people, acting out 
what they thought was right and 
saying what they felt they believ- 
ed, may have created a harmful 
end result. The crusader in 
Kathleen Morris may have 
brought trauma to children as 
well as adults. It might ultimate- 
ly even destroy Kathleen Morris 
herself."’ 

Vern Voss, 44, is the pastor of 
St. Paul’s Lutheran Church. His 
wife, Kathie, 44, runs the 
Thumbelina Nursery School 
They have three children, are 
avid Minnesota Vikings fans, and 
are pillars of the communit 

Last May, a rumor circulated 
that the pastor and his wife were 
on the ‘‘list’’ of suspected child 
molesters and would soon be ar 
rested 

“IT didn't know 
carry a toothbrush with me," 
Kathie Voss said. ‘'I sat. on the 
back deck many nights where the 
children couldn't 
cried,” 

The Vosses’ son Johnny, 11, 
suffered anxiety episodes and 
vomiting fits. He wanted the 
family to move out of town. 

In a desperate attempt to end 
the anguish, Vern Voss con- 
fronted Kathleen Morris. She 
assured him that the rumor was 
unfounded and approved a state- 
ment that he and his wife were 
not objects of her investigation 

The following Sunday, the 
statement was read from the 
pulpit of the town’s four chur- 
ches. It was also published in the 
local newspaper, the Jordan In. 
dependent 

“It did exactly what we hoped 
it would do,’’ Kathie Voss said 
“We had phone calls from people 
in support of us, saying they felt 
badly this happened 

“I could hardly go to the 
grocery store anymore because it 
was so emotional, People would 
hug me and ery. And then I'dery 
There we would be in the frozen 
food section, weeping and 
gnashing our teeth,”’ 

Voss now believes the rumor 
was begun by a former defendant 
to discredit the investigation 

‘The thought was that if they 
were throwing out names like 
ours, the investigation was so far 
off base that it had to be 
hogwash,"’ Kathie Voss said 

But the paranoia was not theirs 
alone 

“Everyone was afraid to use

see me, and 


the telephone,"’ the pastor said. 

His wife explained that, ac- 
cording to one rumor, if you call- 
ed a certain number and got a 
busy signal that indicated ‘‘they 
were tapping your phone.”’ 


“You didn't know whether to 
call your mother long distance 
and tell her what was happening. 
You were afraid the FBI was go- 
ing to come and get you next.” 


Fear went so far, she said, that 
“‘one young couple who had plans 
to begin excavation for a home 
junked the whole idea because 
they felt they had to have money 
available just in case.”’ 


Vern Voss said: ‘‘Parents 
would tell me, ‘I’m afraid to hug 
my child or show affection 
because it might be misinter- 
preted.” 

“Not too long ago we had a bap- 
tism. Somebody from downstate 
attended. He put his arm around 
his child and then, looking 
around, suddenly withdrew it. He 
told me afterwards he was afraid 
someone might suspect 
something.’’ 

Voss is unsettled about the 
town’s future. 

“This thing has dragged on so 
long some of the people around 
here are almost shell-shocked. At 
times there seems to be no light 
at the end of the tunnel.” 


“T'm leaving it up to the Lord.” 


Fine: ‘‘A classic theory is that 
the number of rumors in an area 
is dependent on the ambiguity of 
the situation multiplied by the 
importance of the situation. 


“The events in Jordan 
represented major social impact. 
And, because of the lack of of- 
ficial information, there was con- 


siderable ambiguity. Thus, 
rumors flourished. 
“Many residents talked of 


‘lists’ and likened it to the ‘Red 
Scare.’ 

“In such a situation it was easy 
for the targets of these rumors to 
believe that they might be the 
next victims, particularly when 
they were suspicious of the in- 
dictments against others and the 
motives of the prosecutor.”

Fallen bureau crushes 
Newton man to death

NEWTON HIGHLANDS — An 
elderly Newton man was crushed 
to death last week when a heavy, 
marbletop bureau fell on him in- 
side his Centre Street home. 

Police said Harold J. Boucher, 
89, was found inside his Newton 
Highlands apartment at 1489 Cen- 
tre St. shortly after 3:45 a.m. ly- 
ing underneath a 90-pound, 
bedroom bureau that had ap- 
parently fallen from its place and 
knocked him to the floor. 

He was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Police said although Boucher 
suffered extensive chest injuries, 
the exact cause of death is not 
known. An autopsy has been 
scheduled. 

“We don’t know if he had a 
heart attack and pulled the 
bureau down onto him, or if the 
bureau just fell, or what,’’ said 


Sgt. Frank MacKenzie. 


Police were called to the two- 
family home after an occupant on 
the first floor heard a thud from 
the upstairs apartment and 
discovered the bureau on top of 
Boucher. 


Mrs, Ima Ring, the building’s 
landlord, said last night Boucher 
had been ‘‘very ill lately” and 
that her son, who lives with her 
on the first floor, ran upstairs 
after hearing a loud noise. 


“He's been falling out of bed 
quite a bit,’’ she said. “'They’ve 
been trying to get him to go to the 
hospital, but he won’t do it. An 
ambulance was here the other 
day to take him there, but he 
wouldn’t go.”’ 

She said Boucher handcrafted 
the bureau and had ‘‘been work- 
ing on it, trying to refinish it” and 
wey have moved it closer to his 
ed.
